The Literacy Council of Gar- 
rett County participated in 
“Small Group Tutoring: A 
Collaborative Approach for 
Literacy Instruction” project 
sponsored by Literacy Volun- 
teers of America (LVA) 
through a grant from the Coors 
Foundation. Mrs. Lorraine 
Ledden and Mrs. Bonnie Tucker 
represented the Council at this 
three-day training held at Hotel 
Belvedere in Baltimore. 

Ms. Marty Angelone, field 
service associate of LVA in 
Syracuse, N.Y., led the training 
with assistance from Ms. Jill 
Sommer, LVA VITA, Balti- 
more, and Ms. Connie Schwein, 
LVA VITA, Haddenfield, N.J. 

The Literacy Council was one 
of 18 literacy providers chosen 
to participate in the training of 
trainers. Providers from Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Virginia and 
West Virginia also attended. 

The small group approach to 
literacy is designed to establish 
a support network among the 
members of the smail group 
Each member shares his or her 
knowledge and expertise of the 
topic being studied. By allowing 
each member to share, each 
member becomes the teacher 
for the group. As ideas are 
shared and discussed, each 
member's vocabulary is ex- 
panded as well as her level of 
knowledge. 

The trainers for the Garrett 
County Literacy Council said 
they look forward to utilizing 
this new approach to literacy 
tutoring. Plans are underway to 
utilize the small group ap- 
proach with learners already 
receiving one-to-one reading in- 
struction. 
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Fax Revenue Up 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein says the 
alcohol and tobacco tax revenue 
collected by his office for the 
first three months of fiscal year 
1991, totaled $17,677,513, up 6.2% 
from the $16,645,334 collected 
during the same period of the 
previous fiscal year. 

Among the four categories, 
only distilled spirits tax 
revenue registered a decline 
compared to the same three 
months of the previous year. 
Distilled spirits tax collections 
of $2.3 million were down by 
2.2%. The other three sources 
posted increases, with wine tax 
receipts amounting to $631,269, 
up one-third of one percent: 
beer tax collections totaling $1.9 
million, up 5.4%; and cigarette 
tax revenue amounting to $12.7 
million, up 8.4%. 

The comptroller noted that 
the distilled spirits, beer and 
cigarette taxes his office col- 
lected during the first quarter 
of fiscal year 1991 (July, August 
and September ) provided Balti- 
more City and 23 counties of 
Maryland with $5,735,540 in 
shared revenue, about 2.4% 
more than the amount they re- 
ceived for the same period last 
year. 

The distilled spirits tax pro- 
vided $1,044,591 to the localities, 
or 5.1% less than the cor- 
responding quarter of last year. 
The local subdivisions receive 
approximately one-third of the 
$1.50 per gallon distilled spirits 
tax for each gallon of liquor de- 
livered to retail licensees within 
their jurisdiction. 

The beer tax yielded 
$1,200.242 to the subdivisions, a 
1% increase from the same 
quarter of fiscal year 1990. One- 
half of the nine cents per gallon 
beer tax is returned to the sub- 


divisions, based on delivered to 
local retailers. 

Maryland's subdivisions 
realized $3,490,707 from the 
cigarette tax, or 5.4% more 
than the amount distributed for 
the same quarter of fiscal year 
1990. Distribution of the ciga- 
rette tax is based on a formula 
returning approximately three 
cents of the 13 cents per pack 
tax to local jurisdictions in 
proportion to their population. 

Garrett County received the 
following: $7,349.65 in beer tax 
revenue, $17,143.38 in tobacco 
tax revenue, and $7,666.98 in 
distilled spirits tax revenue.

Procedure Noted 


Landowners interested in 
posting their ground against 
trespass or unlawful entry can 
now post their ground by paint- 
ing their boundary lines, ac- 
cording to the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources. 

The 1990 Maryland legis- 
lature enacted new legislation 
under the Annotated Code of 
Maryland (COMAR) 08.01.06, 
entitled ‘“‘Criteria for Certain 
Activities on Private 
Property." Under this regula- 
tion, a landowner can post his 
property against trespass by 
painting his boundary lines us- 
ing a bright blue paint. The 
paint mark should be a vertical 
line at least two inches wide, 
and at least eight inches long. 
The paint marks should be 
readily visible to a person with 
normal eyesight.

‘Everyone has 
their own set of obsessions and 
compulsions and eccentricities. 


When we're looking at someone 
else who has something that we 
don’t share, we consider it a 
real eccentricity, but if it’s our 
own, {t’s juet normal.” 

In the past, Ms McCulloch 
has also directed plays that 
were centered prunarily on 
men, but doesn’t feel any one- 
sex play need appeal only to one 
group. ‘‘A lot of (these! pieces 
have religious overtones. They 
are really very heavy. There's 
also a lot of humor.” She be- 
lieves these characteristics 
give Talking With ... broad ap- 
peal.

Despite Budget Pracas. Byron Savs 


1O1st Congress fecomplished Much 


Despite the tumult brought on 
by the budget crisis tn the final 
weeks of the 10]st Congress and 
the ensuing wave of public criti- 
cism and voter antipathy, Rep. 
Beverly Byron [-MD) said 
this week she thinks history will 
prove the ( ongress that began 
just weeks before President 
Bush prepared to take office as 
one that produced an unusual 
amount of landmark legisla- 
tion, including a sweeping re- 
write of clean air regulations 
and comprehensive reforms 
that will bring disabled indivi- 
duals into the mainstream of 
American life 

Ask anyone now what they 
think this Congress should be 
remembered for. and the bud- 
get battle will be the answer 
The budget ended up being the 
most contentious issue of any I 
can remember, and I hope that 
all the members learned from 
It. But now that it’s moving off 
the front pages. I think people 
will realize this Congress took 
care of some extremely impor- 
tant business on matters that 
will affect the quality of their 
lives in this country well into 
the next century.’ Byron said. 

We have a clean air bill 
establishing new control 
requirements for major pollu- 
tants that will bring all but ten 
urban areas into compliance 
with air standards by 1999. The 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
goes a long. long way towards 
ending workplace discmmina- 
tion and improving accessi- 
bility to transportation and pub- 
lie accommodations. The 101st 
also passed the first major 
overhaul of federal housing 
programs since 1974 I think this 
is, on balance. a strong and 
positive record of 
achievement,” she said. 

The following 1s a sumsnary 
of the major actions of the 101st 
Congress 

¢<LEAN AIR The first 
rewrite of clean air legislation 
in 13 years The bill establishes 
new control requirements for 
major pollutants : ozone, carbon 
monoxide, sulfur oxides, nitro- 
wen dioxide: that will bring all 
but 10 urban areas into air-stan- 
dard compliance by 1990. All 
Passenger cars sold after 1996 
will have to reduce nitrogen 
oxide emissions by 90%, and 
hydrocarbons by 40%, Sulfur 
dioxide emissions, the principal 
cause of acid rain, must be 
reduced by 10 million tons an- 
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nually by the year 2000. The bill 
includes $250 million for unem- 
ployment and retraining bene- 
fits. 

DISABILITIES ACT The law 
mandates that employers may 
not discriminate against any 
qualified individual with a dis- 
ability in regard to any term, 
condition, or privilege of 
employment. It specifies that 
no disabled individual may be 
discriminated against in access 
to transportation services. All 
new public transportation 
vehicles must be readily 
accessible and usable by those 
with disabilities. The bill re- 
quires Amtrak and all com- 
muter authorities to have at 
least one car per train acces- 
sible and usable to the disabled 
within 5 years 

eHOLSING The legislation 
authorizes $27.5 billion in fiscal 
1991 and $29.9 billion for 1992 
The funding will be used to con- 
tinue current housing programs 
and to create a number of new 
ones. Programs such as rent 
subsidies, public housing and 
housing for the elderly and dis- 
abled will be continued under 
the legislation Authorization is 
about $3.3 billion over current 
spending levels 


AGE DISCRIMINATION IN 
EMPLOYEE BENEFITS The 
House sent President Bush 
legislation on October 3 that 
would make it illegal in most 
circumstances for companies to 
discriminate against older 
workers in employee benefits 
The law overturns a 1989 Su- 
preme Court decision and gives 
employers “safe harbors” for 
the most popular types of early 
retirement incentives — pen- 
ston subsidies and Social Secur- 
ity bridge payments — while 
allowing workers to sue for age 
discrimination if other 
packages are not consistent 
with age-bias laws 

eON. SPILL LEGISLATION 
Oil-spill legislation was brought 
to the fore by the Exxon Valdez 
accident in March 1989. Con- 
gress responded with legisla- 
tion that dramatically in- 
creases the liability of vessel 
owners and operators for clean- 
up costs and damages. Double 
hulls are required on most new 
oil tankers and barges operat- 
ing in U.S. waters. Single hull 
vessels will be phased out be- 
winning in 1995. Liability limits 
per gross ton of the vessel were 
set at $1200 for tank vessels up 
from the $150 limit set by the 
Clean Water Act. Unlimited lia- 
bility applies in certain circum- 
stances. The bill establishes a 
$1 billion cleanup fund for acci- 
dents where the cost of the 
cleanup exceeds the spiller's 
lability. 


Turning her attention away 
from legislative matters, Byron 
said she was generally pleased 
with the level of federal funding 
she was able to bring to the 
Sixth District. She also said she 
was Satisfied with the response 
her office was able to give 
individual constituents es- 
pecially because she had four 
fewer staff members to handle 
the workload 

‘Since my first year in Con- 
gress, this office has handled 
and resolved, on average. about 
2,000 individual cases per year 
To handle the cases ex- 
peditiously requires a thorough 
knowledge of the federal 
government and the determina- 
tion to see the case through. The 
same is true for district pro- 
jects. We respond to the needs 
and desires of the constituents. 
Once it is clear what their 
priorities are, then I and my 
staff go to work on it. Knowing 
the process in Washington ts 
important. but equally so ts the 
abibty to keep sight of the goal 
and stay with it, because these 
projects can take time.” Rep 
Byron said.

Western Maryland is as 
diverse as any place I've been, 
and the difficulty in rep- 
resenting it in Congress is 
trying to balance off all the 
competing interests. But the 
common thread that runs 
throughout the district is its 
quality of life. How do you 
maintain that and improve it? 
These projects will benefit their 
communities in terms of 
services and will in some cases 


create new jobs to give the local 
economy a boost. That's what 
we're after,”’ Byron said.

Barriers; Begin Building 
Bridges,’ by extending aware- 
ness of the contributions of wo- 
men in society 

‘Women's Studies courses 
tackle new questions and en- 
courage students to reconsider 
traditional interpretations of fe- 
male expernence in many cul- 
tures and many periods of his- 
tory,” claims Phoebe Wiley, a 
visiting lecturer and member of 
the FSU Women's Studies 
faculty. “And the consensus 
among those familiar with Wo- 
men's Studies programs 1s that 
xraduates who are knowedge- 
able about gender issues are 
sought for positions in counsel- 
ing. policy-making. manage- 
ment, law and human-service 
work," she added 

All students, regardless of 
their major tor their gender) 
are eligible to minor in 
Women’s Studies. Several of the 
courses to become part of the 
Women’s Studies structure are 
not new. but will be expanded 
upon and supplemented with a 
vanety of new courses for the 
18-credit minor. For exampie, 
Dr. Maureen Connelly’s Sex 
Roles, Dr. Eli Burkett's History 
of American Women, Dr. Eliza- 
beth Adam's Sex and Society in 
World Civilization and Dr. Joy 
Kroeger-Mappes's course, 
Philosophy and Women, have 
existed previously and remain 
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highly popular with both male 
and female students 

Dr Kroeger-Mappes. whose 
Philosophy and Women, a 
400-level course. has main- 
tained maximum enrollment 
since its inception, explains 

Women's Studies courses are 
very relevant to students today 
because their ideas permeate 
every aspect of life. For 
example, what has been pub- 
licly acknowledged as philos- 
ophy has been the thinking of 
privileged, white men. A wo- 
man’s perspective does not 
merely add something new, but 
changes everything — the ques- 
tions we ask, the values, 
assumptions, beliefs — even the 
way we define the discipline it- 
self,’ she added. 

Why is a program in Women's 
Studies needed” ‘‘Inequities 
still exist even though women 
have made tremendous gains,” 
claims Ms. Wiley. "A recent 
article in Lear's referred to the 
institutionalized sexism. still 
evident in current salary 
schedules. In it, Elizabeth Dole 
discussed the ‘glass ceiling’ 
that exists for women who 
strive to break through barriers 
on their climb to the top. Dole 
cited the recent Fortune maga- 
zine survey that turned up only 
one woman for every 211 men 
among the 4,012 highest-paid 
officers and directors of top 
U.S. corporations. Because wo- 
men today do not have to fight 
for admission to universities, or 
tu enter voccupations his- 
torically closed to them. their 
awareness of inequities is often 
delayed, and this is what Dole 
means by the ‘glass ceiling.’ 
Today's inequities are not al- 
ways obvious at first." 


Dr. Geri Dino agrees. ‘'I tell 
my students to look hard at the 
woman in the Virginia Slims ad. 
if they want to know just how 
far women have really come.” 
Dr. Dino, who teaches the popu- 
lar course, Psychology of Wo- 
men, explained, ‘She is dressed 
as a sex-object rather than a 
career women, and she ts re- 
ferred to pejoratively as 
‘Baby.’ -

men scientists, philosophers, 
writers etc have received the 
recognition they have deserved. 
When the contributions and 
accomplishments of any mem- 
ber of society are undervalued 
or ignored, all of us suffer 
Something tn all of us is 
dununished when any one is op- 
pressed,’ said Dr. Kroeger- 
Mappes. ‘‘Women’s Studies ts 
designed to move beyond wo- 
men’s ‘issues,’ which often dis- 
tract us from the Big Picture, to 
transform the way we look at 
each other and our world," she 
continued. “Domination of one 
group by another takes away a 
range of experience and under- 
standing that shared insights 
provide. Women's Studies helps 
us address the underlying sys- 
tems that perpetuate the issues 
and problems tn our society." 

Women's Studies can be 
very empowering,’ agreed 
Phoebe Wiley. ‘‘The FSU 
course, Sex Roles in Western 
Civilization «now Sex and 
Society in World Civilization), 
did more to open my eyes to the 
long history of women's sub- 
jugation and diminution than 
any course I ever took. I wish 
the program had been available 
years ago.’’ When asked what 
she felt was the single, most im- 
portant issue facing women 
today, she replied, ‘Freedom. 
The hard fact is that women 
can't have it all. What we need 
is the freedom men have always 
had to pursue the goals we be- 
lieve are right for us as indivi 
duals without feeling guilty, sel- 
fish or diminished and the des- 
truction of the barriers erected 
by men for women." 

“The support for the new 
program has been 
tremendous,”’ commented Dr. 
Kroeger-Mappes. ‘‘Not only has 
the vast majority of a cross-sec- 
tion of students shown their en- 
thusiasm for Women’s Studies, 
but also there has been a real 
communal effort and an 
interesting interchange of ideas 
on the part of the FSU faculty 
and administrators. A fruitful 
first year is definitely ahead. 
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Local Artist Teaches The Natural 
Creation Of Art To NHS Students

“Abstraction in art 1s not bas- 
ed on just the whim of the artist. 
It is not purely internal, but also 
outside oneself."* 

This is one of the premises, 
said Oakland artist Donald 
Cook, of a relatively new ap- 
proach to creating art, which he 
has recently shared with Nor- 
thern High School students in 
the form of a workshop entitled 
“Drawing In the Natural 
World." 

Cook, the recipient of 
numerous art awards, explain- 
ed that he has attempted to 
establish within the students 
“empathy with the natural 
world around them" with 
“minimum intervention” (or 
interruption) of the landscape. 

This environmentally sound 
approach is one that would also 
seem to serve the purpose of

aware artists (and citizens) out 
of local students who may tend 
to take their natural surroun- 
dings for granted — as rural in- 
habitants are sometimes wont 
to do. 

“The intention of ‘Drawing In 
the Natural World’ is to bring 
students to a higher awareness 
of ... the natural world through 
the study of various aspects of 
drawing. More specifically, the 
program intends to 
demonstrate and explore the in- 
terconnectedness of natural 
processes, perception, and the 
activity of drawing,” according 
to Cook. 

As Cook further explained, 
the approach requires that the 
artist not only use ‘found 
materials,” such as stones and 
branches, but that he work with 
the natural forces and rhythms 
of the landscape. 

“The artist must co-operate 
with certain things in nature — 
things we have grown to think 
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ANEW CONCEPT IN CREATING ART is being practiced by Northern High School students who 
participated in a workshop entitled, “Orawing In The Natural Woeld,”’ conducted there recently by 
local artist Ooneld Cook.

we need not deal with,”’ he said, 
“like chance and the earth's 
magnetic field."' 

An essay by Simon Cutts, en- 
titled ‘Notes On The Unpainted 
Landscape," suggests that. in 
order to grasp this concept. we 
must first go beyond the notion 
of simply reproducing the ap- 
pearance of the landscape. Dur- 
ing the last 20 years, says Cutts, 
“some artists have established 
new procedures for an art of 
landscape, and have chosen to 
work with wider means at their 
disposal. They have used the 
recording photograph. the idea 
of time and sequence to make a 
journey, the notion of change 
and substitution in a place. In 
fact, they have re-examined the 
compostion of an art related to 
landscape." 

Another way to assimilate 
this concept, stated Cook, is to 
think not in terms of ‘‘the 
bronze gut on the horse sitting 
un the field"’ but, instead, of the 
more natural philosophy that 
“everything is temporary.” 
This concept has been put in 
practice by the British, who 
have been sculpting with nature 
for 15 years in an established 
“Art Park" or site-sculpture 
park. 

To grasp that ‘abstraction is 
rooted in the landscape” (as 
Cook said) is to further the idea 
of the environmental/land- 
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scape/natural philosophy that 
embodies this artistic ex- 
perience. 

This particular manner of 
creating art employs the use of 
objects collected from the en- 
vironment, such as river-turned 
stones, downed branches and 
animal bones. Drawing 
materials include charcoal, col- 
ored inks and bamboo brushes 
and pens. 

In an ideal situation — in this 
case, with more time at their 
disposal — students would have 
been asked to make their own 
charcoal, use natural dyes and 
coloring, and collect feathers 
and reeds for brushes and pens. 

Students were required to 
complete a series of charcoal 
still-life drawings using various 
combinations of the found 
materials as subjects, drawing 
in large scale, in order to gaina 
sense of surface properties, 
density and form. 

Various other projects were 
required during the workshop, 
including field drawings 
wherein the artist uses, for ex- 
ample, chance or the earth's 
magnetic field, to dictate se- 
quence of movements for an ob- 
ject or objects, much the way 
the earth’s random forces dic- 
tate the movement of objects in 
nature. 

In the final project, students 
were asked to design a device 
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for ‘collecting’ drawn marks 
from the environment that 
recorded markings of wind 
direction, stream flow, animal 
passage or shifts in light or 
temperature. 

As Cook explained to his class 
of budding artists, “These 
works must be temporary, use 
only natural or recycled 
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materials, be compatible with 
the environment when in place, 
be powered (if appropriate) by 
natural forces and be able to 
produce an exhibitable drawing 
result.” 

Cook stated that the workshop 
would not have been possible 
without the cooperation of the 
staff and students at Northern 
High School. 

Theresa Roberts, NHS art 
instructor, was an especially 
helpful and insightful partner in 
the program,” he added 

Two student participants in 
the workshop, Lorie Maust and 
Sam Wakefield, reported they 
had not only added a new facet 
to their education in art, but 
have now gained a better 
understanding of man’s place in 
the natural environment. 

Maust indicated that while 
she may not have fully grasped 
all the concepts incorporated in 
the workshop, she found all the 
exercises interesting. She was 
especially impressed, she said, 
with the final project, wherein a 
hand-made device was placed 
in a river to record the waves. 

Wakefield, who was named 
outstanding art student at Nor- 
thern High School in 1989, said 
he was, at first, ‘skeptical’ 
about the idea of the workshop. 
but grew to appreciate the new- 
ly learned concepts. He also 


taught in the workshop as part 
of a model for a larger proposal 
of an ~ alternative network" to 
Maryland Art Place. 

Cook summed up the land- 
scape art ideas by stating, “The 
idea turns art education 
around. Instead of starting with 
art history, the art student 
would begin his education with 


a turned-around lvok’’ at the 
world of art and nature, and 
their inexplicable ties to each 
other 

It is indeed curious that the 
civilized world depends on, in 
this case, the unabashed eye of 
the artist to re-learn that which 
is natural And it is always a 
victory

12-year low by this December. 
bringing milk pmces down to 
the support level at least 
through the 199] spring flush.” 
says the head of the National 
Milk Producers’ Federation.

Arden Tewksbury, a former 
president of Eastern Milk Pro 
ducers and in more recent 
years a dairy market analyst 
for the Pennsylvania Farmers 
Union, sent out a news release 
following the recent price an-

Without any reservations. 
the Pennsylvania Farmers 
Union feels that the agricultural 
crisis facing area farmers could 
be the worst since the Depres- 
sion of the 190s locally, we 
are deeply concerned about the 
stability of our dairy farmers, 
coupled with a soaring cost of 
production. one can only 
wonder who will be left. 

When the basic formula 
price |M-W) dropped 34 cents in 
August from July's price and

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Bruceton Ag Service Reps Attend 
Southern States Videoconference 


Those attending Southern 
States Cooperative's annual 
stockholders live videocon- 
ference criginating in 
Tiunonium on November 14 
were reminded of the changes 
farmers and their cooperatives 
faced during the 1980's 

But one thing that didn't 
change 1s the success of South- 
ern States, said Gene A. James. 
the co-op's president and chief 
executive officer Total dollar 
volume for 1989-90 was a record 
$879 million — $53 million more 
than in 1988-89. he said 

Despite the fact that feed. 
fertilizer and grain prices were 
‘considerably below 1989-90 
levels, “we are pleased with the 
overall sales performance and 
feel that market share was 
gained in inost uf our product 
lines," James said. ‘In general, 
the cooperative continues to be 
strong and well-financed." 

Members of SSC and its 
guests listened to the encourag- 
ing news from 10 locations 
across the co-op’s six-state 
territory They were able to do 
so by means of broadcast 
signals. which came from the 
Maryland State Fairground’s 
Exhibition Hall. beamed to 
satellites and relayed back to 
earth. This was the fourth time 
Southern States held its annual 
Meeting via satellite, with the 
first in 1986 

Those watching were told that 
SSC's 1989-90 net savings of $7.1 
million, down from last year's 
$12.6 million, was depleted 
Partially because $31 million 
was invested in environmenta) 
improvements 

We are very interested in 
protecting our environment at 
all levels and will continue to 
move aggressively to make 
certain that the cooperative is 
in compliance with all known 
laws and regulations.” James 
said 

Working capital, however, 
was up because of the coopera- 
tive’s acquisition of Wetsel Seed 
Co. in Harrisonburg, Va., a 
“fine, old-line”’ seed and lawn 
and garden supply company. It 
was ‘one of the most notable

acheivements” of the past year 
“This acquisition further 
strengthens Southern States as 
one of the nation’s leading seed 
companies,” James added 

Seed sales — at $367 million 
— were down a little from last 
year’s $38.5 million, James re 
ported. Feed tonnage decreased 
from 744,000 tons in 1989-90 to 
729,000 tons this year. 

However. fertilizer tonnage 
reached 913.000. up from 828,000 
tons last year. In addition, total 
farm supply volume increased 
from $151.6 million in 1988-89 to 
$184.3 million in 1989-90 

Grain marketing volume was 
only $95 million as compared to 
$107.3 mullion last year, but 
bushel volume held relatively 
steady at approximately 23.5 
luuilion. 

As the 1990's begin. James 
added, it's apparent there are 
Many opportunities for a farm 
supply business which does its 
job better than anybody else 

Board Chairman Dr Marvin 
R McClung agreed The key 
challenge. he said. will be get- 
ting the money for growth But 
so far that hasn't been a 
problem for the cooperative. 
McClung noted that 1989-90 was 
the largest dollar-volume year 
for Southern States in all of its 
7 years in existence, and he 


thanked members’ and 
customers for making that hap- 
pen 


In addition to the chairman's 
message, there were video- 
taped comments from 12 of the 
cooperative’s 17 directors and 
videotaped segments featuring 
the other five. The three re- 
elected board members were 
introduced and the two re- 
appointed public directors were 
also announcé®. 

The three reelected directors 
are George E. Fisher of 
Gordonsville. Va., Galen B 
Brubaker of Rocky Mount, Va.. 
and Jere I.. Cannon of 
Flemingsburg, Ky. Y.D. Hance 
of Prince Frederick. Md.. and 
William Vanderwende of 
Bridgeville.

By November 18. 89 percent 
of Maryland's soybean acreage 
was harvested, well ahead of 
last year’s 68 percent and the 
five-year average of 69 percent 
An averaxe of 5.9 days was suit: 
able for fieldwork during this 
week according to the Mary 
land Agricultural Statistics 
Service. Across the state, none 
of the topsoil was very short or 
short of moisture, 94 percent 
was adequate, and 6 percent 
was surplus Subsoil moisture 
ended the week as follows: none 
was very short of moisture, 6 
Percent was short, 81 percent 
adequate, and 13 percent sur- 
plus. Sorghum was in good 
condition and was about 90 per- 
cent harvested What field corn 
that is left in the field is in good 
condition, Svybeans, wheat. 
barley, rye and pasture were 
also in good condition across the 
state. Oats were in fair to good 
condition. Hay supplies were 
adequate 

Maryland’s progress for the 
week ended November 18. listed 
this year, last year and aver- 
age. consecutively, was. 
Wheat. 97, 86. 91, Barley, 100,

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Pesticides In Wells Not A Problem 


fecording To National EPA Survey 


The U..S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) has 
completed its five-year 
National Survey of Pesticides in 
Drinking Water Wells (NPS) 
The results of the survey — an- 
nounced November 13 — indi- 
cate that 69.8 percent of the 
nation’s community water 
system (CWS) wells and rural 
domestic wells are pesticide 
free. And in the vast majority of 
wells estimated to contain at 
least one pesticide, quantities 
are consideredtoo small to pre- 
sent any health hazard. 

“The results of this survey 
are very encouraging,” says 
Amy E. Brown, pesticide 
education coordinator for the 
Maryland Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service, University of 
Maryland System. “They sug- 
gest that although we should 
continue to be vigilant in our ef- 
forts to reduce our reliance on 
chemical pesticides and 
improve our application 
methods, there is no need for 
undue concern regarding the 
quality of well water in the 
United States."” 

A joint project of EPA's 
Office of Drinking Water and 


Office of Pesticide Programs, 
the survey provides a national 
assessment of the presence — 
both frequency and concentra- 
tion — of pesticides and nitrate 
in drinking water wells. Results 
are based on a statistically rele- 
vant sample of more than 1,300 
wells nationwide. 

The survey does not represent 
specific conditions at the local, 
county or state level. It also 
does not assess contamination 
of surface water or other 
ground water sources. 

Water samples collected by 
EPA were analyzed for 101 
Pesticides (Herbicides, insec- 
ticides and fungicides), 25 pesti- 
cide breakdown products, and 
Nitrate. 

The most commonly found 
pesticides were the herbicide 
atrazine and breakdown pro- 
ducts of the herbicide DCPA. 
DCPA breakdown products 
were found in 6.4 percent of 
CWS wells and 2.5 percent of 
rural domestic wells, while 
atrazine was found in 1.7 per- 
cent of CWS wells and 0.7 per- 
cent of rural domestic wells. 

“The levels of these and other 
pesticides and pesticide break-

down products were usually so 
small as to pose no drinking 
water health concern,” says 
Brown. 

In contrast to the low in- 
cidence of pesticide contamina- 
tion is the number of wells con- 
taining nitrate (from fertilizers, 
animal wastes, septic systems, 
plant residues and fixation from 
the atmosphere). Based on 
survey results, EPA estimates 
that detectable amounts of 
nitrate are present in more than 
half (52.1 percent) of CWS wells 
and nearly six in 10 (57.0 per- 
cent) of rural domestic wells 
nationwide. 

Only one out of CWS wells (1.2 
percent), however, and two- 
and-a-half out of 10 rural 
domestic wells (2.4 percent) 
contain nitrate exceeding 
EPA’s Maximum Contaminant 
Level (MCL). MCL is the 
maximum permissible level ot 
contaminant in water that is 
delivered to any user of a public 
water system. MCLs are health- 
based enforceable standards. 

“Although these results do 
not represent a human health 
problem, they clearly demon- 
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Strate the importance of con- 
tinuing efforts to reduce nitrate 
use whenever and wherever 
possible," says Dr. Richard 
Weismiller, soil and water re- 
source management specialist 
with the Maryland Cooperative 
Extension Service. ‘‘For 
farmers, this involves storing 
and applying manure properly 
and applying fertilizer ac- 
cording to the needs of specific 
crops." 

Water tests for nitrate and 
bacteria are common and in- 
expensive. To have a private 
well tested, home owners 
should contact their local health 
department. The health depart- 
ment can also test for pesti- 
cides, although such tests are 
quite expensive and unneces- 
sary for the vast majority of 
well owners. 


Those receiving drinking 
water from a community water 
system who have questions 
about water quality should con- 
tact their local community 
water system owner/operator 
or the state water supply 
agency. 


Turkey Prices Are Higher, But 
Thanksgiving Meal Remains Bargain 


As surely as children will 
haggle over the lucky end of a 
turkey wishbone or ask for two 
dollops of whipped cream for 
their pumpkin pie, chances are 
their parents will pay more for 
this year’s traditional Thanks- 
giving Day meal. 

Acording to a national survey 
conducted by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, this 
year’s traditional meal for 10 
people will cost $28.85. The 
menu includes turkey, stuffing, 
sweet potatoes, peas, rolls, 
cranberries, pumpkin pie with 
whipped cream, a relish dish 
and beverages. 

At $2.89 a person, the cost is 
42-cents-a-person higher than 
last year. Despite the increase, 
the traditional Thanksgiving 
Day meal for 10 remains a bar- 
gain. The meal’s cost was 
higher in 1986, at $29.75. Other 
years include: $24.51 in 1987, 
$26.61 in 1988 and $24.70 in 1989, 
according to Marsha Purcell, 
AF BF spokesperson. 

A higher average price paid 
for the Thanksgiving turkey set 
the tone for the increase in this 
year’s meal. Higher costs for 
many of the other meal items 
also contributed to the overall 
price increase. 

According to Farm Bureau 
Commodity Specialist Dr. Hugh 
Johnson an_ interesting 
phenomenon has occurred in 
this year’s turkey market. Al- 
though there is an 8-percent in- 
crease in the turkey supply, the 
wholesale price also is 4-6 cents 
a pound higher. The average 
wholesale price of hens is run- 
ning 74-77 cents a pound, while 
small tom turkeys are between 
70-74 cents a pound. 
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“Part of this can be explained 
by the growing demand for 
turkey, both at Thanksgiving 
and year-round,"’ he said. 
“Also, competing meats are 
higher priced this year.” 

Breaking with the traditional 
Thanksgiving Day tom turkey, 
holiday consumers this year are 
expected to gobble up more 
lighter-weight hen turkeys. This 
is due to smaller holiday 
gatherings and less interest in 
leftovers. As a result, hen 
turkey supplies are short-to- 
tight across the country, while 
toms are in adequate supply, 
according to Johnson. 

Despite higher wholesale and 
retail turkey prices, Purcell 
says the traditional Thanks- 
giving Day meal remains a bar- 
gain due to lower food costs 
during the holiday season. She 
said there were reports of 
turkeys offered free or selling 
for as little as 19 cents a pound, 
depending on the amount of the 
shopper’s other purchases. 
AFBF's survey does not include 
promotional prices based on 
purchase requirements. 

“Consumers really save 
money on the Thanksgiving 
Day meal because so many of 
the ingredients are offered at 
special prices,’ she said. 

‘Stores sell products at less 
than normal prices as loss 
leaders to attract customers.” 

The overall price for this 
year’s meal was determined 
from results of a nationwide 
survey of 80 Farm Bureau 
volunteer shoppers, Purcell ex- 
plained. 

Farm Bureau's Thanksgiving 
Day dinner for 10 included these 
items: a 16-pound, self-basting 
tom turkey; a 14-ounce package 
of herb-seasoned, cubed 
stuffing mix; a 30-ounce can of 
pumpkin pie mix; and a 
package of two, nine-inch, 
frozen pie shells. 

Also included were: three 
pounds of fresh sweet potatoes: 

a 12-ounce package of brown- 
and-serve rolls; a one-pound 
package of frozen green peas; a 
half-pound each of fresh car- 
rots, celery and yellow onions; 
a 12-ounce package of fresh 
cranberries; a gallon of whole 
milk; an ounce of coffee; and 
one-half pint of whipping 
cream. 

On the other hand, if con- 
sumers want to make a break 
from preparing the Thanks- 
giving Day meal, many super- 
markets in California, Illinois 
and elsewhere are featuring 
ready-to-eat complete holiday 
meals for $4-$5 per person. All 
the shopper has to do is reheat 
the bird. 

However, if you are a tradi- 
tionalist, you may instead 
choose an even stronger step in 
that direction this year. In a 
class about Thanksgiving at 
Wisconsin's Ripon College, stu- 
dents must hunt, gather and 
prepare meals identical to the 
Pilgrims’ first Thanksgiving 
meal in 1621. The menu of that 
day included: venison, turkey, 
‘goose, duck, squirrel pie, corn- 
meal mush, oysters, pumpkin, 
squash, roots, apples, cran- 
berries and honey.

U.S. trade proposal would 
cut farm income 


WASHINGTON — The Bush ad- 
ministration's objectives in the cur- 
rent round of international trade ne- 
gotiations are in double jeopardy. 

A well-publicized hazard is the 
Opposition of the 12-nation Europe- 
an Community, other Western Eu- 
ropean countries, and Japan to the 
U.S. goal of eliminating farm price 
supports, subsidies and restriction 
of imports. 

The other is rising opposition to 
those very goals among many 
American farmers and their congres- 
sional supporters. 

Farmers and Congress, preoccu- 
pied with the 1990 farm bill, paid 
little attention to the trade issue. 
Few understand the drastic change 
in national farm policies that the 
U.S. position would entail. Now, 
with only weeks to go before nego- 
tiations are scheduled to end in De- 
cember, reservations ranging from 
doubt to alarm are rising in the 
minds of many. 

The government has done little to 
inform farmners about what they 
could expect from agreement to its 
trade policy. On the contrary, what 
has been said could be described 
more accurately as 
"misinformation". 

For example, Ambassador Carla 
Hills, the Special Trade Representa- 
tive, and other officials have said re- 
peatedly that agreement to the U.S. 
proposal “would be worth $11 bil- 
lion to American farmers”. 

That is somewhat less than a half- 
truth. When Ambassador Hills was 
asked for documentation, her deputy 
referred the inquiry to USDA as the 
source. Four months later USDA 
replied: 

"The $11 billion benefit for 
American farmers, to which Am- 
bassador Hills and Secretary Yeutier 
have referred is the cost imposed on

U.S. producers as a result of protec- 
tionist agricultural policies pursued 
by other industrialized countries.” 

A 40-page report by USDA econ- 
omists, cited as the source, included 
a table showing the “total costs (to 
U.S. farmers) of others’ policies” at 
$11.3 billion. 

But the very same table — in the 
same column — showed that the 
off-setting benefits to U.S. farmers 


‘of the U. S. policies that would be 


abolished total $26.3 billion! 

In their summary, the authors re- 
ported that the impact “would be 
greatest .. . upon grain producers” 
of this $15 billion net loss. 

Several other studies by econo- 
mists in regional Federal Land 
Banks and farm-state universities 
reached similar conclusions. 

Partisan advocates like to advance 
only the supportive side of their 
case. A more thorough and balanced 
analysis should be due trom the 
government. But this was a goofy 
idea from the very beginning — on 
a par with the goofy illusions of 
Reaganomics that tripled the na- 
tional debt in 10 years, reduced the 
USA from the world's leading credi- 
tor nation to the biggest debtor, and 
created ail-but cnppling federal defi- 
cits. 

Unlike our domestic farm laws, 
this far more portentous trade pro- 

sal was never subjected to public 

carings and debate. Nor could it 
have withstood such close scrutiny. 
The agricultural economy remains 
profoundly different from the indus- 
trial sector, in the same respects as 
led to intervention by modem gov- 
ernments many years ago. A global 
“free market" can not cope accepta- 
bly with the long-term aljustments 
nor the short-term management 
problems of agriculture and food. 

There are 10 million farms in the

European Community, tens of mil- 
lions more in other Western and 
Eastern European countes, the So- 
viet Union and Japan, and hundreds 
of millions in devekoping countries. 
Most of them are small. As viewed 
by bloodless economists, they are 
“inefficient”. Neither they nor their 
products can be disposed of neatly 
Nor quickly to make way any time 
soon to enlarge markets for U.S. 
farmers. The long-term rationaliza- 
tion of farming is a task for a gen- 
eration or more. 

Nor can the short-term stabiliza- 
tion and security of farm prices and 
supply be ensured by a “free mar- 
ket". The difference between gkobal 
surplus and shortage has never ex- 
ceeded a few percentage points, but 
the price range from “boom” to 
“bust” has surpassed 100 percent 
and led to U.S. embargoes on ex- 
ports within recent memory. 

The trade talks probably will end 
with an agreement closer to the EC 
than the U.S. position — with 
both sides claiming “victory”. But 
it won't work. It will require 
“fixing” at once — by government 
intervention. The blithe assurances 
that governments can switch to in- 
come subsidies for their poor farm- 
ers has a hollow ring in today’s def- 
icit-plagued USA, and the probiems 
of affluent Europe and Japan are 
enormously larger. 

Supported prices, not income 

ants from national treasuries, will 
Nave to continue to pay that bill. 
And stabilization and security of 
supplies will have to be interna- 
tionalized, more feasibly by 
“management of demand” through 
food aid for economic and market 
development than attempts to 
"manage supplies” on a global 
scale. 

It is too bad that what must come 
afterwards could not receive a hard 
and earnest look before the leap to 
abolish “trade distorting” subsidies 
is taken.

Up Logging To Increase Revenues 


In a hearing held last week 
before the Joint Budget and 
Audit Committee of the 
Maryland General Assembly, 
environmentalists questioned 
the motives of Maryland 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) concerning 
the apparent increase in logg- 
ing in Maryland state forests in 
recent years. 

DNR Assistant Secretary for 
the Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service, Don MacLaughlan, 
who testified at the hearing, 
stated, ‘The whole thing was a 
set-up by the folks who oppose 
logging and incorrect conclu- 
sions were drawn by them.” 

The hearing was requested by 
Md. District 44 Senator Julian 
L. Lapides for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the disposition of 
revenue DNR receives from 
logging in state forests and 
parks. Money from timber sales 
in state forests are deposited in 
@ special account known as the 
Forest and Park Reserve Fund, 
and a percentage of those pro- 
ceeds are shared with the coun- 
ty in which the logging occurs. 

Glen Besa, Flinstone, a 
spokesperson for the Sierra 
Club, Potomac Chapter, 
testified at the hearing, noting 
that the more logging DNR per- 
mits on state-owned lands, the 
more it benefits from logging 
revenues. 

Citing the cuts in federal sup- 
port of forestry programs in the 
early Reagan years, and a cor- 
responding increase in logging 
on state lands, Besa stated 
“there is a clear conflict of in- 
terest when a bureaucracy, like 
DNR, can support itself by

authonzing logging in the state 
forests, which it is responsible 
for protecting.’ 

Also testifying at the hearing 
was Ajax L-astman. president of 
the Maryland Conservation 
Committee, who expressed con- 
cern over the impact of the in- 
creased logging in the forests 
“While an individual timber 
sale may have minirnal long 
term environmental impact, 
the cumulative impacts of logg- 
ing activities throughout the 
forest may be disastrous for 
certain species of animals and 
plants dependent upon large 
tracts of old forest.’ she stated 

Eastman continued, stating, 
“Current forest management 
plans by the DNR do not even 
consider these cumulative ef- 
fects of logging.” 

In a report issued by the Joint 
Budget and Audit Committee 
and prepared by the Maryland 
Department of Fiscal Services 
this month on DNR timber 
sales, the committee noted that 
the DNR Forest, Park and 
Wildlife Service ‘has expedited 
the harvest of timber on state 
forest lands.”’ 

The report continued, ‘Since 
the sale of timber is a signifi- 
cant source of revenue, the 
committee is concerned that the 
budgetary controls necessary to 
manage those revenues through 
the legislative appropriation 
process may be inadequate and 
that the service may have in- 
centive to expedite logging to 
raise revenues.” 

Macl.aughlan responded to 
that contention by stating that 
any increase in logging has

DNR Arrests

The Department of Natural 
Resources Police recently 
charged several juveniles and

A search and seizure was ex- 
ecuted by DNR police, ac- 
cording to Officer Walter May, 
on Nov. 14 in two Friendsville 
homes.

Numerous charges were 
placed against six individuals 
after the search.

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Md. Growth Limit Report Could 


Have “Drastic” Impact On County 


A draft proposal of legislation 
was presented this week to the 
Governor's Commission on 
Growth by a committee of that 
commission seeking to limit 
sprawling’ growth throughout 
the state of Maryland on en- 
vironmentally sensitive land 
and to direct that growth into 
already developed localities 
and designated growth areas. 

In response to that news, Gar- 
rett County Planning and Zon- 
ing Director John Nelson stated 
this week that the proposal 
“could impact our office 
drastically’’ if approved. 

According to the committee's 
report. 144,000 acres — an area 
twice the size of Baltimore — 
have been developed in the past 
five years, and an estimated 
one million people are expected 
to move into the state in the 
next 30 years. 

The pattern of that growth 
must be changed, reported the 
committee, lest the stormwater 
run-off and pollution continus to 

threaten the health of the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

The key proposal of the 
package, the Proposed 
Maryland Growth and 
Chesapeake Bay Protection 
Act, aims to protect Maryland's 
dwindling supply of open space 
and the bay, and would ‘alter 
the sprawling way Maryland 
has developed in recent years,” 
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according to reports. That 
Spraw! has reeulted in the con- 
sumption of approximately one 
acre of land per new houehold. 

Commission Chairman 
Michael D. Barnes reportedly 
stated that the plan is 
“minimal."’ and said that to- 
day’s generation is able to enjoy 
only one percent of the oysters 
available to the population two 
generations ago. 

Specifically, the bill seeks a 
goal of at least 3.5 dwelling 
units per acre, with commer- 
cially zoned land set aside to 
provide for 1.4 jobs per 
household Counties would also

First-Day Deer 
Kill Down By 
Nearly 500 


The harvest of deer on open- 
ing day of regular firearms 
deer aeason was down in three 
of the four Western Maryland 
counties, according to a 
spokesman for the DNR Forest, 
Park, and Wildlife Service 

The spokesman said that the 
opening day total in Garrett 
County was 1,727. down neariy 
500 from last year's first-day 
total of 2,217. Allegany County 
reported a first-day kill of 2,442, 
up slightly from last year’s total 

of 2,414. The Washington County 
total was 1,327, down from 1,625 
in 1989, and Frederick County 
reported a first-day kill was 
1,245, compared to the 1,549 
harvested the first day of the 
1989 season. 

The DNR spokesman said 
that the unseasonably warm 
weather and lack of snow on the 
ground, except in Garrett Coun- 
ty where there was some snow 
Saturday morning, contnbuted 
to the lower counts. 

The regular firearms season 
for antlered deer and antlerless 
deer (with permit) will continue 
through this Saturday, Dec.1. 
Muzzleloader season for both 
antlered and antlerless deer 
will be Dec. 22 through Jan. 5.

be encouraged to direct growth 
into smaller clusters, preservy- 
ing large tracts of open space 
land 

In rural areas, growth would 
be limited to one residential 
dwelling per 20 acres of land, 
but would also make an 
allowance for “clustering.” 

Land in 100 year flood plains, 
along stream banks and steep 
slopes and in habitats for en- 
dangered species would be 
frozen from development, and 
any new buildings, roads or 
power lines would be built in 
these sensitive areas only if no 
viable alternative was possible 

Under the bill, each county 
would be required to submit a 

Growth and Resource 
Management Plan” to the state 
planning office, which, in turn, 
would have veto powers over 
the plan. Violations of the state 
guidelines could result in a loss 
of state funding or in a lawsuit 

Nelson stated that, as of 
Wednesday, he had yet to see a 
copy of the completed draft but 
the proposal would be 
distributed to Garrett County 
Planning Commission 
members and would be schedul- 
ed for the mam topic of discus- 
sion at the January meeting.

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Batch Backel Busy Batchering 


Bagged Bucks lito Baloney 


by Cralg Spetcher 


Butch Buckel’s been busy 
butchering. but not butcbenng 
beef 

It's that tune of year ayain, 
when whitetail deer swamp the 
rear parking lot at Buckel’s 
Market in Grantsville, and 
that’s no baloney. OK, maybe a 
little baloney, OK, hundreds of 
pounds of bologna. 

What's happening is one of 
the largest deer processing 
operations in Garrett County is 
working a lot of overtime right 
now. Every year, ‘Buckel's 
Home Slaughtering Service” (a 
function of Buckel’s Market), 
which normally caters to beef 
farmers, temporarily switches 
to serving deer hunters. 

It all begins on the first day of 
deer (rifle) season. From then, 
until the season closes, butcher- 
ing crews at Buckel’s work 
daily from 7 a.m. to2 a.m. — 18 
hours a day — to skin, slice, and 
grind an average of 100 car- 
casses a day. (The longest any 
one employee works is 12 to 14 
hours a day.) Those numbers

break down to an average of 
five to six deer processed each 
hour, or one deer each 10 to 12 
minutes 

We can't keep up'”’ said em- 
ployee Hope Folk, who does 
much of the paper work. And 
when things do get backed up, 
the parking lot takes on an 
almost surreal appearance, as 
dozens upon (literally, upon) 
dozens of deer almost obscure 
the blacktop. threatening to 
overflow into the streets, while 
hunters (and a few curious 
spectators who have never seen 
anything like it) patiently stand 
around, waiting until they can 
take their catch home. 

Only about half the hunters do 
take it home. The other half 
store their venison in Buckel's 
freezers 

Besides processing the deer, 
Buckei’s also serves as an offi- 
cial weigh station. They report 
the largest deer as of Tuesday 
weighed 197 pounds, the largest 
rack being an |1-pointer, Also 
by Tuesday, a cumulative total 
of 295 deer — yielding 400 
pounds of bologna — had been 
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A LOT OF BOLOGNA — deer bologna, that is — is cooking 
right now in the ovens at Buckel’s Market in Grantsville, where 
Butch Buckel is supervising an 18-thour-per-day operation of deer 
butchering. Buckel and his crew are able to butcher one deer 
about every 12 minutes and expect to top last year’s deer season 
total of 685

It was from one of those transfused 
units that Jesse contracted acquired immune 
deficieticy syndrome, or AIDS. The disease has 
progressed and Jesse's condition 1s now critical. 

While this young man continues his brave 
struzzle to survive, his family is drawing closer and 
closer to financial ruin because of the enormous 
mnedical expenses associated with Jesse's 
treatment. Like most members of the Amish 
community, Jesse’s parents are proud and humble 
people, who are not comfortable with accepting 
outside assistance. However, those most dear to 
them are taking it upon themselves to seek 
assistance in the form of donations from local 
residents. 

lhe Amish are a special and important group of 
people to Garrett County. They are always ready 
and willing to pitch in and assist in times of 
emergency. They are always willing to donate 
money to causes they deem worthy. Many of them 
are always among the donors when the Red Cross 
Bloudmobile comes to town. 

But the fact that Jesse and his family are Amish 
really should not make any difference one way or the 
other. They are people, fellow human beings, who 
desperately need the help of others right now. A 
trust fund has been established for Jesse and 
persons can contribute to that fund at the Garrett 

: National Bank (see the letter to the editor for further 
: details). 

Certainly there are similar situations involving 
other local people. Hopefully, those with the means 
will respond in a generous, caring way to help folks 
like Jesse Swartzentruber and his family make it 
: through such a dark time in their lives.

I've long been a big fan of 
western Maryland and try to 
visit your region several times 
a year. Most recently | rented a 
cabin at New Germany State 
Park for a weekend of fishing 
with friends and family. Our 
first night there. my van was 
broken into in an attempted 
theft; that morning, in loading 
the gear, we saw the stripped 
ignition and broken steering 
column. The damage was so ex- 
tensive that the vehicle had to 
be towed 

Two juveniles had escaped 
that evening from the nearby 
detention center. Thankfully. 
they were caught the next day. 
and by all indications, they'd at- 
tempted the theft with tools and 
gloves from the center 

The real purpose of this letter 
is to vent my frustration with 
what followed. I was soon 
issued a sunulions to appear as 
state’s witness in the trial of one 
of the boys, apparently to 
testify as to the extent of the 
damage since I'd seen nothing 
of the break-in 

After one postponement. I re- 
arranged my schedule, re- 
served a room, and made the 
four-hour tmp from Baltimore 
counts on the Wednesday be- 
fore Thanksgiving. 

When the case was called. the 
defense attorney immediately 
cited a missing document 
referring to the process of dis- 
covers: When Judge Thayer 
questioned the State's Attorney. 
he frantically searched his files 
without luck The defense at- 
torney pressed his case, the 
judge criticized the State's lack 
of preparation. and the case 
was promptly dismissed. I felt 
like 1 had been victimized 
twice. 

The efforts of the DNR police 

both in gathering evidence on- 
site and helping with the towing 
of the van: and the helicopter 
pilots who'd so efficiently cap- 
tured the subjects seemed for 
naught Jim Sherbin’s incom- 
petence turned what should 
have been a cut-and-dned case 
into a comedy of errors 

Hopefully, the court system in 
Garrett County is not so over- 
burdened that the State's At- 
torney is too busy to bother 
sufficiently with cases such as 
this. If his performance on No- 
vember 21 is any indication, 
there will be others. 

My only consolation 1s that 
the State has decided not to 
prosecute the second youth: 
I've saved eight hours of driv- 
ing and a day's salary 

I can live with inconvenience; 
T only hope the people of Garrett 
County aren't compromised 
and endangered when a 
criminal of greater stature slips 
bs on a technicality. Please 
keep an eye on the State's At- 
torney’s office, and I look for- 
ward to visiting your county 
under better circuinstances.

Continued from Page A-1 
been because the stands are 
coming of age now" and are 
ready for harvesting He added 
that there has been “no giant in- 
crease’ in logging 

The prepared report stated, 

The data show that timber 
sale revenues doubled in FY 
1984, the year after manage- 
ment of the four large state 
forests (Savage River, 
Potomac-Garrett, Green Ridge 
and Pocomokel was changed 
from the ( cooperative Forestry 
program tothe Forest and Park 
Management program. The 1n- 
crease in timber sale revenues 
is not directly related to a cor- 
responding increase in number 
of acres harvested. Only in FY 
1484 was there a large increase 
in timber sales revenues. This 
suggests a more intensive 
harvesting on virtually the 
same number of acres, or else 
lumber price increases.” 

The report continued, 

General and special funds in 
the Forest, Park and Wildhfe 
Service grew steadily 
throughout the entire time 
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penod (with the exception of 
special funds from FY 1988 to 
FY 1990), but federal funds 
peaked from FY 1978 to FY 1981 
and dropped back from $2.3 
million in FY 1981 to $400,000 in 
FY 1982. This suggests that ser- 
vices and staff supported by the 
federal funds were replaced 
with other fund sources.” 

The report also notes that the 
Forest, Park and Wildlife Ser- 
vice is “charged with a multiple 
use management mission for 
the state's forests and parks.” 
Those multiple-use concerns in- 
clude streams, wetlands, parks, 
historic and recreational 
preservation. 


MacLaughlan noted that 

multiple use 1s really multiple 
conflict,”” but stated that the 
department attempts to give all 
concerns In the state parks and 
forests equal consideration. 
“Timbering and recreation are 
not mutually exclusive,’ he 
said 

Macl.aughlan also stated 
that. while the department 1s 
bound to uphold its ‘‘economic 
obligations” to the county — in 
logging revenues and in jobs — 
It is also protective of old 
growth forests. He added that 
the department cuts less than 
half of the 11-14 million board 
feet it prows 

‘The real issue,”’ he said, 1s 
the protection of the forest 
against acid rain, growth and 
the pressure to divest or 
develop." 

Another justification offered 
by DNR for its current timber- 
ing practices is the manage- 
ment of the gypsy moth infesta- 
tion. But Nate Erwin. an en- 
tomologist formerly with 4&e 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture's gypsy moth ggo- 
gram. disputed contentions tgat 
the gypsy moth infestation in 
Mars land state forests justifies 
the level of logging being car- 
ried out by DNR 

“The level of logging presup- 
poses a ‘worst case scenano 
for gypsy moth defoliation. In 
Teality. the logging activities 
will stress the forest and put the 
remaining trees at greater 
risk," stated Emory 

Speaking to that concern, 
Besa stated, “To justify this 
harvest level the DNR will tell 
you that the gypsy moth infesta- 
tion requires forest manage- 
ment intervention. But tree 
mortality attributable to gypsy 
moths seldom exceeds 50 per- 
cent, and 1s usually far less. 
Compare that with the mortali- 
ty levels associated with clear- 
cuts. ' 

Besa continued, ‘The 
seminal issue 1s, what ‘role 
should our public forest serve? 
Are they merely a forestry 
school where logging practices 
can be demonstrated”? Or are 
they to be a ‘rainy day fund’ for 
DNR to tap whenever the 
budget gets tight?” 

Besa then concluded his 
testimony, stating, “Logging at 
the level it is now being carried 
out is inconsistent with 
ecological and recreational 
values mentioned, which | 
believe the general public views 
as the proper role for our state 
forests to play. One partial solu- 
tion, which I recommend to you, 
is to divert timber revenue from 
the Forest and Park Reserve 
Fund to an alternative use, such 
as the acquisition of habitat for 
natural areas. The current dis- 
position of timber revenues 
through the Forest and Park 
Reserve Fund creates a conflict 
of interest wherein DNR actu- 
ally benefits if logging is ex- 
pedited beyond sustainable 
levels."

Guthne to use a large tank, cut 
in half, to build a small bridge 
across a stream near the rail- 
road tracks. Guthrie did so, but 
soon after he completed the 
bridge, Ms. Sweitzer reportedly 
was contacted by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and 
was informed that the tank 
could not be used in this way. 

Guthrie then attempted to re- 
move the tank on Nov. 24. 
According to the report, two 
unknown suspects approached 
Guthrie while he worked, har- 
assing him. They left after a 
short while. 

On the following day, Nov. 25, 
Ms. Sweitzer discovered that 
five large trees had been cut 
from a neighbor's property and 
placed across the end of her 
driveway, blocking her path. 

There are reportedly no sus- 
pects in the incident, and an 
investigation is continuing.

Theat Resort Manavement Director 


The Garrett Community 
College Board of Trustees 
met Tuesdav, November 20, 
and heard a variety of re- 
ports including an overview 
ef the Houtct Restaurant 
Management Program by the 
newly appeinted director, 
Beverly Plachta 


Plachta spoke of hospi- 
tality opportunities in the 
county and the economic 
impact of tourisni in Mary- 
land 

She noted that she wouid 
be traveling to Northern and 
Southern high schools soon 
to present the program. She 
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also stated that the WISP 
Resort and Holiday Inn have 
agreed to assist with the 
program 

GCC President Dr 
Stephen J. Herman com- 
mended Plachta and said her 
recent move to Ciarrett 
County would “enrich the 
college and the community.” 
ACADEMIC REPORTS 

Terming it the “last and 
best outcome of turmoil,” Dr 
Herman called for the full 
support and endorsement of 
the recently authored “Prin- 
ciples ofa-lust and Humane 
Community,”’ compiled by 
the GCC Academic Council 
on Excellence 

Dr Herman referred to 
the troubles the college had 
been faced with several vears 
ago and said of the docu- 
ment, “The best human 
products are born of suffer 
ing” 

The document deals with 
attitude, communication, 
honesty, proper procedures, 
resolutions, and governance 
to achieve harmony in the 
college community The 
Board unanimously ap 
proved it 

The Board also approved 
the completed ‘Student 
Motivation Program” and 
“Placement Testing.” 

The “Student Motivation 
Program” deals with the 
problems and needs of both 
traditional and non-tradi- 
tional students. Strategies for 
motivation are included for 
problem areas. The booklet 
stressesthat “being success- 
ful is itself a motivator.” 

Pilot testing for students 
admitted to GCC is now 
widely used in community 
colleges. Studentsare tested 
in reading, writing. and 
mathematics. The booklet 
outlines the entire testing 
process and who may be 
exempt from certain tests 

Although still in draft 
form, the Board praised the 
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efforts of Kevin Dodge and 
dim Allen for their work on 
a draft of "NaturaJ Resources 
and Wildlife Technology.” 

The introduction of the 
draft states, “The decade of 
the ‘90's is experiencing a 
resurgence of visilile, active, 
public concern for the pres 
ervation of America’s nath 
ral resources. Although 
environmental issues 
emerged as a focused natu 
ral concern in the 1960's, 
the establishment’ looked 
upon environmental leaders 
of that day with suspicion 
This outlook is changing as 
America prepares to enter 
the 21st century. In response 
to mounting scientific evi- 
dence, the public is recog- 
nizing the legitimacy of 
environmental concerns.” 

Dodge and Allen, along 
with Dr. Lillian Mitchell, 
dean of academic affairs, have 
worked closely with Allegany 
Community College in draft 
ing the revised wildlife tech 
nology program. 

The “Action Plan for 
Board Development and 
Board Oversight” was also 
reviewed. The main goals of 
the plan are: 1. to adopt and 
participate in a well-formu- 
lated program of Board pro- 
fessional development; 2. to 
undertake systematic over- 
sight of the main features of 
institutional life at Garrett 
Community College; and 3. 
to set institutional directions 
through effective strategic 
planning. 

The first five-year action

Toaated-Alinond Fingers 
l cup butter or margarine, softened 
1/2 cup confectioners’ sugar 
legg 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
2 cupe sifted all-purpose flour 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
1 cup toasted almonds, finely chopped 
1 package (6 ounces) semisweet chocolate pieces 
1 tabtespoon vegetable shortening 
Additional toasted almonds, finely chopped (optional) 
Cream butter and sugar until fluffy. Add egg and beat 
well. Stir in vanilla. Add flour, salt and almonds and mix 
well. Wrap in waxed paper and chill until hard--about 30 
minutes in freezer or several hours in refrigerator. Using 
measuring tablespoonfuls of dough, shape in 2” fingers and 
put on cookie sheet.

l cup finely chopped pecans, filberts or unblanched 
almonds 
Cream butter, gradually add sugar and continue cream- 
ing until light and fluffy. Add egg yolk, flour, cinnamon and 
salt and mix well.

1 cup packed light-brown sugar 
1/2 cup molasses 
1/2 cup canned applesauce 
1/4 cup butter or margarine

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/4 teaspoon baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon ginger

Combine brown sugar, molasses, applesauce and butter 
in medium saucepan.

Mix butter, cream, flour thoroughly Chill one hour. 
Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Roll dough 1/8 inch thick. Cut 
into 1-1/2 inch rounds. Transfer to waxed paper. Heavily 
sprinkle with sugar turning to coat both sides. Place on 
ungreased cookie sheet. Prick in 4 places with a fork. Bake

Creamy Butter Filling: 

Blend 1 4 cup soft butter, 3'4 cup confectioner sugar, 1 
teaspoon vanilla. 


Apricot Filled Cookies 

1 cup shortening 
l cup sugar 
3 eggs 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
14 cup milk 
4 cups flour 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
12 teaspoon salt 
2 10 ounce jars of apricot pastry filling 

Cream shortening and sugar together. Add eggs, vanilla 
and milk and beat thoroughly. Sift flour, baking powder 
and salt together and blend flour mixture into sugar mix- 
ture. Chill dough. Roll out thin, cut in 2 inch squares, put a 
little apricot filling in the center and bring two opposite 
corners up and fold down. If dough istoo sticky, add enough 
flour to enable you to roll it out on floured board. Bake on 
lightly greased cookie sheet at 350 degrees for 12 to 15 
minutes. Cool. When cool,ice with 
the following.: 
Icing 
2 cups confectioners sugar (sifted) 
4 tablespoons margarine 
4 ounces cream cheese 
1 2 teaspoon vanilla 
2 tablespoons evaporated milk 
1 ounce nuts (ground) 

Blend sugar, margarine andcream cheese together. Add 
vanilla and milk and blend until smooth. Ice cookies and 
sprinkle top with ground nuts. 


Banana Cookies 
1 cup margarine 
1 14 cups sugar 
13 cup brown sugar 
2 eggs 
3 bananas (mashed) 
1'4 cup oil 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 cups flour 
1 teaspoon soda 
23 cup nuts (chopped) 

Cream margarine and sugars together. Add eggs and 
beat. Add bananas and mix thoroughly. Combine oil and 
vanilla and set aside. Mix salt, flour and soda. Add to 
mixture alternately with liquid. Then add nuts and drop by 
teaspoonfuls on greased cookie sheet. Bake at 350 degrees 
for about 10 minutes. Cool. Ice with banana icing. Makes 6- 
7 dozen. 


Deluxe Lemon Bars 

2 1 4 cups flour 
12 cup confectioners sugar (sifted) 
1 cup butter, softened 
4 eggs (beaten) 
2 cups sugar 
13 cup lemon juice 
| 2 teaspoon baking powder 

Sift 2 cups of flour and confectioners sugar together. 
Then cut in the butter until the whole mixture clings 
together. Pressinto a 13x9x2-inch pan. Bake at 350 degrees 
for about 20 minutes. While this is baking, beat the eggs, 
then add sugar and lemon juice and beat all together. Then 
sift 1 4cupof flour and the baking powder together into the 
egg mixtureand mix.

**Too bad about John the 
Baptist!*’ exclaimed a youth in 
one of my catechetical classes 
some years ago. ‘‘You mean be- 
cause he was beheaded?’ I asked. 
“No,” replied the youth, “‘be- 
cause he lost his ‘star status’ when 
Jesuscamealong."’ 

I'd never thought of it jus! that 
way, but, in a sense, that's what 
happened. After Jesus began his 
ministry, some of John's own 
disciples left him and joined the 
swelling crowds following Jesus 
and il wasn't long before John 
was imprisoned by Herod and 
finally beheaded. If, when the 
gospel narratives open, John's is 
arising star on the religious hori- 
zon, it soon becomes a fallen and 
faded one. 


**POOR JOHN" 

lt doesn't seem that John the 
Baptist thought of himself as 
“poor John’’ or that he was re- 
sentful of the eclipse and eventual 
demise of his ministry. For John 
saw his ministry as having as its 
Purpose to prepare the way for 
Jesus and his. John had enough 
popularity that he could easily 
build something more lasting 
for himself. When they asked 
him, ''Who are you?’’ (John 1: 
19), he could have strung them 
along a little. He didn't have to 


sav “lam not the Chnst."* Nor 
did he need to deny being Elijah 
orevena prophet 

Furthermore, he need not have 
pointed people to Jesus. When 
they asked him, “Then why are 
you baptizing, if you are neither 
the Christ, nor Elijah, nor the 
prophet?"* (1:24). Why did he tell 
them: ‘*...among you stands one 
whom you do nol know.,..the 
thong of whose sandal | am not 
worthy to untie’’ (1:27)? Why 
advertise (he competition? 
UNDIMINISHED 

But John did not see Jesus as 
**competition.”* Rather, he saw 
Jesus as the fulfillment of his own 
mission and, when he saw Jesus 
coming toward him, he pro- 
claimed: ‘‘Behold, the Lamb of 
God, who takes away the sin of 
the world. This is he of whom | 
said, ‘After me comesa man who 
ranks before me’...I have seen 
and have borne witness that this: 
1s the Son of God."’ It was shortly 
after that two of John’s disciples 
left him and followed Jesus. 

If John was not concerned 
about his loss of star status, his 
disciples were very upset: ‘‘Rabbdi, 
he who was with you beyond the 
Jordan, to whom you bore wit- 
ness, here he is, baptizing, and all 
are going to him’’ (3:26). John, 
however, puts the matter straight 
with these unambiguous words: 
**He must increase, bul I must 
decrease™’ (3:30). 

In "'decreasing’’ so that Jesus 
might “‘increase,’’ John was not 
diminished, but fulfilled. We need 
not think of him as ‘poor John,”* 
for in faithfully doing the work 
God gave him todo, John gained 
the highest satisfaction a person

C&P Ordered 
lo Provide Tree 
Per Call Blocking 


The Maryland Public 
Service Commission (PSC) 
hasdirected the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Company 
\C&P) to provide free, per 
call blocking with its Caller 
ID service, to balance the 
needs of all subscribers. 

In issuing its written 
order, the PSC stated that 
‘many households have 
found Caller ID to be an ef- 
fective tool for discouraging 
harassing and obscene tele- 
phone calls.” Many also use 
the service to edit their calls 
by determining which ones 
they will answer immedi- 
ately, which they will ignore 
and which calls will be re- 
turned at a later date. How- 
ever, members of the Com- 
mission “have been per- 
suaded by the testimony and 
evidence that there are pos- 
sible negative effects of Caller 
ID’s service which warrant 
and justify the implementa- 
tion of per call blocking.” 

Per call blocking will 
allow any caller to intention-

ally block the transmission 
of his or her number to a 
Caller ID display screen. A 
caller can dial a 2 or 3 digit 
code, before dialing the phone 
number, to block the disclo- 
sure of the telephone num 

ber from which the call is 
originating. As a result of 
this action the called party's 
Caller 11D) screen will display 
the letter “P,” or “PRI 

VATE,” and not display the 
caller's telephone number 

Thus, the per call blocking 
would allow the caller to 
maintain the privacy of his 
or her telephone number. 

If a caller uses per call 
blocking, then the call party 
will receive a “P” or “PRI 
VATE” on the Caller ID 
screen. Therefore, the called 
party will know that the 
caller isdeliberately trying 
to conceal his phone num. 
ber. With this information, 
the Caller ID subscriber then 
has the same choice of 
whether to receive the call, 
just as if the screen displayed 
an unfamiliar number. 

The PSC sought written 
and verbal comments from 
Maryland telephone users. 
The Commission received 
nearly 1,300 letters from

concerned citizens. Over 150 
citizens testified at evening 
public hearings held at four 
locations across the state. 
Almost 60 percent of the 
written and verbal comments 
favored Caller ID. Inreview- 
ing the documents, the 
Commissioners found that 
customers want to subscribe 
totheservice. However, case 
testimony also revealed that 
there are possible negative 
effects of Caller ID. The 
Commission found merit in 
the argument that teachers, 
psychologists, doctors and 
other persons in sensitive 
professions and occupations, 
who must use their home 
phones in the evening for 
professional purposes, may 
have valid reasons from time 
to time for wanting their 
home telephone numbers to 
not be revealed to called 
parties. Also, the Commis- 
sion recognized that, from 
time to time, consumers may 
want to make calls to com- 
mercial businesses and avoid 
the possibility that Caller ID 
will result in unwanted 
subsequent return phone 
calls from those businesses. 
The PSC does not believe 
that free per call blocking 
will have a negative impact

In July, the Commission 
initiated its hearings for the 
purpose of evaluating vari- 
ous privacy and safety con- 
cerns surrounding Caller ID. 
The proceeding was con- 
ducted to ‘‘weigh the bene- 
fits and detriments of pos- 
sible modifications to the 
Caller ID tariff,” including 
the possibility of requiring 
C&P to provide some type of 
call blocking. 


To date, over 34,000 C&P 
customers have subscribed 
to the Caller ID service. The 
service is now available in 
various areas of the State. 
C&P officials expect to have 
it available to the entire State 
by fall, 1991 


One of the Commission 
members disagreed with the 
majority opinion and stated 
that he did not favor requir- 
ing C&P to make per call 
blocking available. 


The Commission's order 
also requiresC&P to submit 
a copy of the bill insert the 
company will use to notify 
customers about the availa- 
bility of per call blocking and 
how to use per call blocking.

DHCD Program 
Combats State's 
Housing 


Shortage 


The Maryland Department of 
Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD) has 
introduced a new initiative to 
combat Maryland's shortage of 
low-income housing. 

The program, known as 

Shelter One, Start Small... 
Dream BIG," is designed to get 
small, inexpenenced groups in- 
volved in housing. Several 
dozen groups are currently 
working with DHCD's Com. 
munity Development Adminis- 
tration (CDA) to plan projects, 
and two loans will settle by the 
end of the year 

If each church or nonprofit 
Organization in Maryland 
undertook one small project, 
like buying a house to rent to a 
low-income family, it would 
have a significant impact on in- 
creasing the supply of decent, 
safe and affordable housing to 
those in need,’ DHCD Secre- 
tary Jacqueline H. Rogers said. 

The state of Maryland, 
through Shelter One, is offering 
these groups the tools to be suc- 
cessful in meeting that 
challenge in the nineties."

what revenue and expenses will 
be associated with the project, 
CDA will assess the feasibility 
of the project and make recom- 
mendations before much of the 
work is done 

Shelter One structures the 
financing for the projects and 
provides technical assistance 
In addition, Shelter One can 
provide information about 
Properties that may be avail- 
able through DHCD's Maryland 
Housing Funds, Housing and 
Urban Development, Resolu- 
tion Trust Corporation, or the 
State Clearinghouse process.

Three local chess players 
represented Western Maryland 
in the Rockville JCC Tornado 
Tournament, held Sunday in 
Rockville. The event was sanc- 
toned by the Maryland State 
Chess Association and the 
United States Chess Federa- 
tion. 

Jerry Cline, a USCF member 
who holds a rating of 1,800, Phil 
Riccobono, who is rated 1,400 in 
Class D, and leif Piper, who 
went into the event unrated, 
represented Garrett County and 
Western Maryland in the 
tourney. 

In his first game, Cline was 
pitted against Maryland State 
Champion Allan Savage, a 
master who is rated 2,374.

Dairy Farmers 
Attempt To 
Price Their Milk 


Just 10 months ago con- 
sumers were paying prices for 
dairy products that returned 
nearly $16 per cwt to dairy 
farmers in eastern Ohio and 
western Pennsylvania. Since 
then, the demand for dairy 
products has remained strong. 
but because our (dairy 
farmers) milk price is determ- 
ined on national marketing 
conditions, it has already 
dropped more than $ per cwt 
from last year. Looking at 1991, 
it Is expected that blend prices 
ul eastern VUhio and western 
Pennsylvania will average be- 
tween $11.25/811.75 per cwt,” 
explains Lowell Friedline, 
dairy farmer from Somerset 
County, Pennsylvania 

Friedline, also a director for 
the Producers’ Equalization 
Agency (Agency) adds, “We 
produce a nutritious product, 
spend money advertising it and 
have created a strong demand, 
but this is self defeating be- 
cause we do not have a mech- 
anism to price our product This 
Is particularly disturbing since 
just a few months ago, con- 
sumers locally were paying 
prices for dairy products which 
yielded us a reasonable milk 
price." 

In order to have a healthy 
dairy industry in eastern Ohio 
and Western Pennsylvania. we 
dairy farmers) need to estab- 
lish a mechanism to price our 
product. This can only be done 
if the vast majority of dairy 
farmers agree to price their 
milk through a pricing agency 
Although this may seem diffi- 
cult since dairy farmers by 
nature are independent, it can 


designed in a manner that was 
acceptable to both independent 
dairy farmers and dairy 
farmers who ship their milk 
through a cooperative. I feel the 
Agency 1s this type of organ- 
ization, but to become oper- 
ational the vast majority of 
dairy farmers in eastern Ohio 
and western Pennsylvania need 
to sign an agreement to 
mutually price their milk," 
explains Jim Woods, indepen- 
dent dairy farmer from Mercer 
County, Pennsylvania 

Woods adds, ‘The Agency isa 
dairy farmers’ organization 
with a goal to price milk at a 
level that will return to dairy 
farmers at least a $1 over-order 
premium. Dairy farmers can 
achieve this goal by gaining the 
acceptance from the vast 
majority of dairy farmers in 
this market to mutually price 
their milk so local milk 
processors will not be dis- 
advantaged. The Agency does 
not intend to direct milk or dis- 
rupt the milk producer and milk 
processor relationship which 
will allow dairy farmers to ship 
their milk to the plant of their 
choice and continue to receive 
their regular milk checks. The 
Agency will then announce 
over-order premiums and 
return them to dairy fariners in 
a third monthly milk check 
after approximately one cent is 
deducted to cover Agency oper- 


cet

Changes In the Natiooal Beef Herd 

A recent report giving national beef statistics was recently 
put out by the National Cattlemen's Association in their 
publication called Directions. One of the more interesting articles 
in the publication dealt with the number of cattle needed to meet 
the demand for the product in the 90's. The statistics are 
surprising. Although numbers nationally have been declining 
since 1975, total beef production has not. In fact, beef production 
from 100 million cattle in 1900 will equal the average production 
from 120 million head in the decaded of the 70's. The following 
Statistics are given for this increase in beef from fewer cattle 
While the number of head has declined, the average weight has 
increased during the last 15 years. Weaning weight increased 
from 465 tbe. in 1975 to 524 Ibe. in 1988. Fed cattie marketed in- 
creased in average weight from 1060 Ibs. to 1122 lbs. in this same 
lime span. Carcass weights increased from an average of 579 lbs 
to 678 lbs. Also, today’s carcasses are leaner which means that 
the average carcass today is both larger and has a higher 
percentage of lean meat. Thus, the production of consumable 
meat Is even greater than the 100 lb. carcass weight increase. In 
addition, since feedlot time has declined from an average of 150 to 
180 days in the 70’s to 125 to 130 days presently, the number of 
cattle to be marketed annually has increased. Therefore, the total 
production of beef in the 90's can be equal to the total beef 
production in the 70’s with 20 million fewer cattle. The 
combination of increased leaner carcass weights and more rapid

A lot of our grain corn probably was picked and stored at a 
higher moisture level than desired You should check the 
temperature of the stored grain. By now it should be below 40 
degrees F. If it is not, you should aerate immediately. Aeration 
reduces insect activity and prevents moisture migration, which 


can cause grain to heat and spoil.

Sentences Man 
In Assault Case 


A Terra Alta, W.Va., man 
charged with three counts of as- 
sault was sentenced to three 
years in the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Corrections by Judge 
Fred A. Thayer in Garrett 
County Circuit Court. The judge 
then suspended the three-year 
term on several conditions. 

George W. Talbot, 43, was 
charged with the assault vio- 
lations after an April incident at 
which time he reportedly 
assaulted six children, all in his 
care at the time. Talbot 
allegedly battered the children 
and pointed a gun at them. 

A pre-sentence investigation 
had been ordered by Thayer on 
Oct. 11 after Talbot pleaded 
guilty to the three counts of 
assault. Other charges not 
prosecuted included child abuse 
and reckless endangerment 

The conditions Thayer 
Imposed included five years 
probation, mandatory 
counseling, and total abstinence 

from alcohol during probation.

Blaze Rips Through Local Mill, 
Losses Estimated To Be $500,000 


Fire swept through a local 
sawmill near Deer Park last 
Thursday afternoon causing an 
estimated $500,000 in damages. 

Volunteer fire fighters from 
Deer Park, Oakland, and Gor- 
man were summoned to the 
Bowers Lumber Company. Inc., 
located along State Rt. 1% 
about two miles west of Deer 
Park, at 12:17 p.in. Upon their 
arrival, they discovered the 
40-by-0-foot building which 
housed the mill portion of the 
company fully involved in 
flames. 

According to Fred Collins, 
chief of the Deer Park VFD, 
employees of the mill had tried 
to extinguish the blaze, but 
were unsuccessful because of 
the smoke. Firemen brought 
the fire under control in about 
one hour, but remained on the 
scene for nearly five hours 

The cause of the fire is under 
investigation by Jim Woods, 
deputy state fire marshal out of 
the Frederick office. Woods 
said that the exact cause may 
never be determined because of 
the complete destruction of the 
building and equipment. An 
estimated $450,000 worth of 
saws and other equipment was 
lost.

Emergency Funds

Spring Lick Rd. 


The U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service announced last week 
the approval of $575,000 in 
Emergency Watershed Protec- 
tion Funds to repair Spring Lick 
Road near Swanton. Flooding 
has nearly destroyed the road 
twice in a period of five years 
and caused a tributary of the 
Savage River, Crabtree Run, to 
drastically change its course. 

U.S. Senator Paul S. Sar- 
banes, along with Senator 
Barabara A. Mikulsk: and Sixth 
District Congresswoman 
Beverly B. Byron, made the re- 
quest. Sarbanes had strongly 
utged the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice to expedite approval of 
these funds because of the 
heavy rains that caused exten- 
sive damage to sections of the 
toad, creating hazardous condi- 
tions, according to a news 
release. 

In the news release, Sarbanes 
stated, ‘I am pleased that these 
funds have been quickly ap- 
proved allowing the repairs to 
go forward. This emergency 
assistance is needed to restore 
the road, limit damage to the 
watershed and safeguard lives 
and property."

Crime Increases 
Across State, But 
Down In County 


Crime in Maryland increased 
Six percent dunng the first nine 
months of 1990, according to a 
Uniform Crime Report pre- 
pared by the Maryland State 
Police Central Records Divi- 
sion. The 1990 January through 
September crime report lists 
206,111 offenses reported by law 
enforcement agencies state- 
wide compared with 194,791 of- 
fenses reported during the 
same period in 1989 

In Garrett County, however, 
there was a nine percent de- 
crease in the crime for the same 
penod. 

The violent cnrnes of mur- 
der, forcible rape, robbery and 
aggravated assault as a group 
increased 11 percent 
statewide," said John Vespar of 
the Uniform Crime Reporting 
Section. “The property offenses 
of breaking and entenng, lar- 
ceny and motor vehicle theft 
increased five percent,”’ added 
Vespa. 


The most significant change 
in the preliminary crime report 
is indicated under the violent 
crune category of forcible rape. 
During the first nine months of 
1990, there were 1,690 forcible 
Tapes reported to law enforce- 
ment authorities statewide, 
which represents a 24 percent 
increase over the 1,362 forcible 
rapes reported during the same 
period during 1989. 


However, in Garrett County 
four of the eight categories 
showed a decrease in the first 
nine months of 1990, three show- 
ed slight increases, and one re- 
mained the same. 

The increases were in cases 
of larceny/theft (from 235 to 
244); robbery (from no cases to 
three); and arson (from seven 
to eight cases). The number of 

murders investigated remained 
the same (one in each nine-

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Media Mania... 


Most of the major economic indicators suggest 
that our economy 1s now in recession. Some alleged 
experts predict that we could be in for a long haul, 
while others believe the recession will bottom out 
about the middle of next year. 

While we agree that the economy seems 
sumewhat sluggish, we also believe that the major 
media, particularly television media, is painting the 
picture much darker than it really is, and by doing 
so they are actually contributing to the recession. 

Just prior to the Thanksgiving holiday weekend, 
supposedly the biggest shopping weekend of the 
year, television media stated over and over again 
that sales were going to be sigmficantly down 
because of the recession. Then on Friday and early 
Saturday of that weekend, the media reported that 
the number of shoppers in the stores and various 
malls was quite high, ‘but most of them were just 
browsing.” 

The report Saturday evening and Sunday stated, 
with great surprise, that the majority of store 
owners noted an increase in sales over the previous 
year. Again, however, the anchormen just couldn't 
let it rest and concluded with some kind of a 
statement that, even though sales were good during 
the Thanksgiving holiday, “this was no indication 
that would be the case for the entire 1990 Christmas 
buying season."’ 

It seems that the media has decided just what 
kind of a Christmas buying season this will be and 
we are afraid that the general public is willing to 
allow the media to make this decision. The 
merchants seem to be holding their breath right 
now, believing they are facing their worst Christmas 
season in history, and the shoppers seem to be 
convinced that they should really cut way back on 
their spending this year. 

Of course, the situation in the Middle East has 
everyone nervous and tentative, and among Saddam 
Hussein's hostages right now is the U.S. economy. 
However, our point here today is that it bothers us 
that the major media has sucha grip on society, that 
instead of simply reporting the news, it seems 
compelled to not only create the news, but also 
interpret it for us and dictate how we should think 
and react. 

Some may argue that less money spent on 
Christmas gifts and more donated to charity and 
various other worthy causes would be a nice change, 
and we would agree with that philosophy; however, 
major contributions to charity by businesses are 
made possible only via a strong economy and good 
sales figures, not to mention the extra benefit of 
increased emplovment. 

So. shoppers — be aware, be careful, be prudent, 
but don't be scared away by some ghost that has 
been fabricated, or at least enlarged, by the media. 


The Federation Speaks 


PUBLIC EDUCATION: WHERE DO WE GO FROM HERE 
by Linda Booth. President G.C.F.T. 

Many Maryland teachers face one of the most challenging 
and interesting pemods in the states educational history 
Teachers in many areas of the state may have an opportunity to 
have a greater voice in their destiny than every before. Only time 
will tell whether teachers in each area of the state choose to con- 
trol the situation or whether they choose to be controlled by the 
situation 

Dr. Shilling, State Superintendent, has recently said in an inter- 
view that his first priority is to implement the Maryland School 
Performance Program His second pnonty is to give teachers, 
principals and other school personnel greater autonomy in 
achieving the goals of the program. Bob Embry, Maryand State 
Board of Education President, in a recent interview said, “I see 
empowering teachers as my first pnonty for the State Board of 
F:ducation.”" 

At the 1990 AFT Convention, President Albert Shanker warned 
that this was probably our last chance to restructure public 
schools and he pleaded with those in attendance to do everything 
within their power to convince teachers to implement educational 
change The public 1s tired of waiting.’’ said Shanker. 

In Chelsea. Massachusetts, the School Board has handed over 
the operation of the school system to Boston University. In Illi- 
nois, the Illinois Legislature has turned the Chicago School 
System over to parent lead governance boards. The Wisconsin 
Legislature has created a five-year voucher program whereby 
the state will pay $2,500 per student for 1000 students from low in- 
come families to attend private schools and that amount will be 
deducted from the State Education Budget A tuition tax credit 
bill is before the Oregon I_egislature 

Shanker views these developments as a sign that if educators 
fail to address their lingering problems, public education in 
Amenca Is going to be finished in five to ten years He believes 
that nothing short of restructunng will produce needed gains in 
public education 

My point is, the electorate is calling for more accountability in 
public education. If we oppose every plan presented to us by the 
electorate ment pay. vouchers, tax credits, etc.) and at the 
same time refuse or neglect to develop our own plan, what system 
will be installed to satisfy the public electorate?

For families 
such as the Swartzentrubers, 
dealing with hemophilia and 
AIDS, every day is a rainy day 

The burden of dealing with 
catastrophic illnesses such as 
these is heavy enough. It is time 
for this country to take 
responsibility for providing 
health care for all of its people, 
whatever the circumstances 
Some of our inner city hospitals 
are closing because they can no 
longer cope with the influx of 
AIDS patients. Our medical 
system is breaking down, just 
when we need it most.

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CH8ISTMAS DANGER FROM PLANTS 
by Kiyo Dolan 

Christmas is just around the corner and many homes soon 
will be decorated with evergreens and other plants to brighten 
them for the holiday season. Many beautiful decorations are 
made with evergreens, such as hemlock, pine. spruce, laurel and 
thododendron, all of which can be found in abundance in Garrett 
County woodlands. Decorative as these plants may be. did you 
know that many of them are poisonous” Accidental poisoning of 
small children. pets and livestock have occurred through 
ingestion of such plants. Although the chance of poisoning may be 
small, it does exist and such plants should not be used without 
some knowledge of the relative toxicity. 

Mountain laurels and rhododendrons are commonly found in 
wooded areas and often used in landscaping. These plants contain 
a toxic chemical andromedotoxin which, if ingested, can cause 
symptoms of nausea, vomiting. abdominal pain, coma and even 
death. Boxwood. holly and yews also are used in landscaping and 
decoration. Toxic alkaloids in boxwood have caused livestock 
deaths within a day after feeding on boxwood clippings. The 
berries of holly, either evergreen or deciduous. may vary in color 
from red to yellow to black. All are toxic, and if eaten, may cause 
nausea, vomiting and a dazed condition. Almost all parts of yew 
are toxic, but especially seeds and leaves. which can cause 
diarrhea, respiratory and circulatory collapse, convulsions. 
coma and death 

Nearly everyone is familiar with the tradition of kissing 
under the mistletoe. but who would have guessed it, too, Is 
poisonous People have died of heart failure within ten hours of 
eating or dmnking steeped bernes or leaves of mistletoe 

Perhaps the most popular indoor Christmas plant is the 
poinsettia A member of the spurge family. this plant has a milky 
sap which can cause severe internal and external inflammation 
and burning to some people. Its seeds are most poisonous, but 
eating any part of the plant may cause vomiting. diarrhea, 
delinum. blindness «if rubbed into the eyes), shock and even 
death 

Growing indoor flowernng plants from bulbs may be an 
enjoyable pastime following Christmas. Again, care must be 
taken. for many bulbs are toxic and have caused deaths among 
children, and even of livestock, after eating bulbs in fields Bulbs 
of amaryillis, daffodil and hyacinth can cause severe digestive 
upset, cardiac, respiratory and nervous disorders. and death 

These are only a handful of the poisonous plants which pose 
potential danger to us all, especially small children who tend to 
put anything in their mouths. Perhaps the best way to deal with 
poisonous plants is to avoid them altogether However, if you 
choose to have them in your home or garden, it is better to be 
aware of the hazards of these plants than to risk accidental 
poisoning by them If you would like more information about toxic

In previous articles we discussed what to sell and where to 
sell. The topic now is how much to charge for your product or 
service, what is your pricing strategy. 

A client recently asked us to devise a formula for pricing 
manufactured goods, and this was not difficult. Using the cost- 
plus approach, we added variable costs { those which change with 
output, mainly labor and materials) to fixed costs (those which 
stay the same, such as rent and insurance), took this total cost 
figure and added a percentage for profit. 

But this approach ts only a starting point, answering only the 
question. “What is the least I can charge”’’ It ignores 
competition, “What the market will bear,” the pressure that 
limits “the most you can charge.”’ a price which is usually below 
what you would “lke to charge."’ The question remains: “What 
must you charge for your goods or services?” 

Obviously, you want to maximize profits. In economics profit 
maximization occurs at that quantity of output where total 
revenue is farthest above total cost. This occurs at that output 
where the additional sales revenue from the last unit made is 
equal to its per unit total cost; that is, you keep making your 
product until the last unit breaks even. In a stable marketplace 
you would sustain this level of output and the pnce would be what 
you ‘must charge,”’ profit maximization. This is as true for a 
monopoly as it is In a very competitive environment 

In the long run each product must pay for itself. In the short 
run a product can be sold below total cost but should cover all the 
variable costs and contnbute something to the fixed costs. At the 
retail level this tactic of of selling a few items below cost is known 
as a ‘loss leader.” really a promotional gimmick to generate 
customer traffic. Other prices will have to be raised to 
compensate 

Retailers, like car dealers, have backed themselves into a 
pricing corner through discounting and rebates. Now customers 
have come to expect a discount, and nobody buys retail. Retailers 
have countered with higher initial mark-ups and more use of 

skimming.’’ getting a high initial price, then gradually lowering 
it to maximize profits Customers have learned to wait for lower 
pnces, but a skimming techruque is effective if a product is a hot 
new item or scarce or if the demand curve 13 not known. A rule of 
thumb is that it 1s always easier to lower a pnce than to raise it, a 
high price tends to establish a high value Don't undervalue your 
product or service 

When considering changing pnce, we need to know the 

elasticity’ of demand, the effect on sales revenue When lower- 
Ing a price, the loss of revenue per unit should be more than offset 
by increased sales. When raising a price. the increased revenue 
per unit should « ompensate for the loss of unit sales. We also must 
shop our competition and get to know their pncing strategies and 
reaction patterns. Thus, we must be very careful about how the 
customer will react to a pnce change. In the end, value and price 
are in the custonier's eyes

LIBRARY ISSUES CONSIDERED 
As a delegate to the Governor's Conference on Libraries and 
Information Services, the second half of this year has been one of 
traveling to meetings. Then in September the conference itself 
took place. This was a highlight in my life of meetings! 

For two and a half days, I was challenged to think ‘‘future” 
and then to work in small groups to form resolutions defining the 
future in Maryland's libranes in the next decade. The last day 
was one of concentrated effort to vote up or down 51 resolutions. 
Thirty-eight passed. 

Five for Special Attention 

The last process was to select five of these for special 
attention of Governor Schaefer and next year to be taken by the 
elected delegates to the White House Conference. 

In order of priority, here are summaries of the top five: 

1. That the State of Maryland shall promptly and as a specific 
line item fund mandated local school system plans to achieve 
standards for School Library Media Programs in Maryland by 
July 1, 1995 

2. That the legislature provide the libraries in our state 
institutions (a) per capita funding comparable to that of 
Maryland's public libraries; (b) full-time Master's Degree 
librarians with adequate support staff in each facility. 

3. That the Governor appoint a task force to formulate a state- 
wide preservation plan with special attention to the preservation 
of Maryland newspapers and local records held by libraries as 
well as historical societies and academic libraries. Plan should 
include treatments, training, disaster preparedness, and 
preservation of photographic and electronic media. 

4. That the governing bodies of every type of library allocate 
funds to develop marketing strategies to promote all Maryland 
libraries and their services. 

5. That a task force evaluate present state aid formula and 
develop an equitable formula and a process for keeping it current 

As you consider each of these, you will recognize that each 
has an effect on Garrett County, The second may be limited but 
still important if a family member is in a state institution. 

All 38 resolutions along with the whereases are available at 
the Oakland library 
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Personal Priorities 

Since the conference ended, 1 have attended two other 
meetings that have dealt with the resolutions and how to make 
them be realized. Personally, 1 hope to work mainly for the first 
one and to challenge the Board of Trustees and the Friends of the 
Ruth Enlow Library to continue making Garrett Countians more 
aware of the services already available through our library 
(number four). 

While traveling to some of these meetings, I had the good 
fortune to be with and “'talk library” with several professional 
libranans — one from GCC, one from FSU, and one a public 
school librarian from Allegany County. I was impressed with 
their real concern for their profession and I now realize that if you 
say you are an advocate for libranes, you should include all types 
of Maryland's libraries in your support

A state-wide education coali- 
tion, building on the growing 
momentum for tax reform and 
concern about Maryland 
schools’ performance, released 
a new financial strategy aimed 
at ensuring equal opportunity 
for public school students 
throughout Maryland 

‘We are calling for an in- 
creased investment in educa- 
tion to produce the skilled work- 
force for the high-tech, robust 
economy we want in 
Maryland,” said Arthur Boyd, 
executive director of the Metro- 
politan Education Coalition, 
(MEC). ‘Here, for the first 
time, is a comprehensive plan 
to ensure that each child, 
regardless of jurisdiction, has 
an equal opportunity to suc- 
ceed.”” 

Called “A New APEX for 
Maryland,"’ the plan springs 
from the Education Now state- 
wide funding equity project of 

the Metropolitan Education 
Coalition. MEC was founded in 
1967 with a mission to educate, 
organize, and encourage action 
around improving the quality of 
public education in Maryland. 
Bringing together citizens and 
100 business, community, 
parent and educator organiza- 
tions, MEC's membership 
crosses geographic, income and 
special interest boundaries, 
with representatives from both 
urban and rural areas, in- 
cluding Western Maryland and 
the Eastern Shore. 

“Our membership is as broad 
as the range of children that we 
seek to help,’ says Boyd, ‘and

Spent per student. Those funds 
will be adjusted, however, on 
the basis of both student need 
and local ability to pay. ‘Even 
in the wealthier districts, there 
are many students whose needs 
are not being met,” said Ecker. 

Under the current Maryland 
school funding formula, called 

APEX,” there are wide dif- 
ferences — as much as $2,580 — 
between what is spent on a stu- 
dent in the poorer districts and 
the wealthier districts. That dif- 
ference shows up in per- 
formance, as shown in the just- 
released state-wide School Per- 
formance Report Card. The five 
districts spending the most per 
student averaged satisfactory 
scores in three out of four basic 
competency tests. The five dis- 
tricts spending the least per stu- 
dent averaged a satisfactory 
score in only one. 

“When you don’t invest in 
education, you pay the price in 
poor performance, dashed 
hopes. and state-wide economic 
slowdown" Ecker warned. 

The Education Now plan calls 
for a New APEX to ensure an 
equal opportunity for educa- 
tional success throughout 
Maryland. Among the major 
new funding strategies of the 

Education Now’ proposal! are 
the following: a $900 per pupil 
(average state wide) added in- 
vestment in education; a per- 
formance challenge, that ties 
increased funds to school-by- 
school performance improve- 
ment plans, and holds schools 
accountable for results; an 
‘adequacy floor’ to assure 
each jurisdiction an amount 
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sufficient to provide a basic 
quality education from com- 
bined state, federal and local 
sources; a weighted formula to 
distribute aid based on the 
diverse needs of students, 
variation in the cost of living, 
and thus variation in the costs 
to achieve success; a larger 
portion of state aid weighted by 
local ability to pay; and re- 
duced reliance on the local 
property tax. 

‘We are faced with two 
choices,"" said Arthur Boyd of 
MEC. “Either we can invest 
now in the future of our children 
— and the continued prosperity 
of the state of Maryland — by 
improving the quality of educa- 
tion state wide, or we can pay 
far more per capita later on, 
with tax money going to state 
and local prisons, juvenile de- 
tention homes, greater drug 
problems, and welfare costs.” 

He noted that the cost of keep- 
ing a prisoner in jail for a year 
now averages $22,000 and the 
cost of a new bed in a juvenile 
detention center is $87,000. 

We can invest $900 more per 
child now, or pay that child's 
family later $14,000 per year in 
welfare benefits,’ said Boyd. 

The next step, says Ginsburg. 
{s to tap into the growing 
momentum for tax reform and 
heightened public demands for 
better school performance. 

‘It is time to mount a public 
information campaign about 
the funding formula so that our 
political and community 
leaders can enter into a truly 
informed debate about how to 
realize the promise of quality 
education for every student in 
Maryland."

Zack Gibson Member Of IUP 
Team Vying For National Title 


For only the second time in 
local sports history, a Garrett 
County athlete is among the 
participants in a collegiate na- 
tional championship football 
game. 

Zack Gibson, who re-wrote 
much of the record book at 
Southern High School from 
1985-88, is a sophomore member 
of the Indiana University of 
Pennsylvania team that will 
face North Dakota State this 
Saturday in the NCAA Division 
II title contest. 

The only other Garrett Coun- 
ty athlete to attain such an 
honor was Northern High 
School’s George Edwards, who 
was a key member of the Fair- 
mont State College team that 
won a national title in 1970s. Ed- 
wards, who scored in that 
game, was then drafted by the 
Baltimore Colts. 

Gibson (5-11, 184) was the on- 
ly non-redshirted freshman at 
IUP who lettered last season, 
when he saw action in 10 games 
at strong safety for Coach 
Frank Cignetti. He finished the 
season with 18 tackles, 17 of 
them solos, and had his best 
game in a 52-7 win over Slippery 
Rock, when he recorded five 
tackles (4 solo) and a quarter- 
back sack. This year he has 
alternated the starting position 
with Andy Leopold, who missed 
most of last year because of in- 
jury. 

“Zack is definitely among the 
best who have ever played 
football at Southern High 
School,"’ said Souther Coach 
Tom Woods. ‘‘He is probably 
the best, most tenacious player 
ever in the Southern defensive 
secondary. It is certainly pleas- 
ing to us that one of our best is 
now playing on a_ national 
championship calibre team.” 

“Zack's individual effort was, 
of course, outstanding, but his 
achievement also acknowl- 
edges the efforts of his team- 
mates at Southern, who helped 
him reach such a high level of 
play.” 

Gibson played not only defen- 
sive back for the Rams, but 
started at quarterback four 
straight years and led the Rams 
to a number of conference and 
Tegional championships. 

“It was obvious when Zack 
was a freshman that he was a 
cut above the rest,’ Woods con- 
tinued. ‘‘He was blessed with a 
lot of God-given talent, but he 
also worked very hard to 
achieve such success. We are 
very proud of him.” 

Tronically, the only loss on 
1UP’s schedule this year was to 
none other than North Dakota 
State, the same team they will 
meet for the national title. IUP 
lost to them 28-18 in the first 
game of the season. 

The title game will be played 
this Saturday at 1 p.m. in 
Florence, Alabama, and will be 
filmed by ESPN Television Net- 
work for broadcast at 1 p.m.

HOLIDAYS ARE THE SEASON FOR HELPING OTHERS 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 

This week, I was invited to a Thanksgiving dinner given for 
people who might not otherwise have had a Thanksgiving meal. 
They served all the traditional Thanksgiving fare — turkey and 
all the trimmings. It wasn't just food that the diners enjoyed. It 
was the fellowship and the feeling that people cared enough to do 
something for them, cared enough to offer a hand to those who 
need it most. 

I guess it’s predictable that this time of year my column 
focuses on helping our less fortunate citizens. But, this is no rou- 
tine holiday message. This year is different than many of the past 
holiday seasons in Maryland. The needs are greater than they 
have been in recent years. 

There's lots of evidence. News of the national economic slow- 
down is all over the newspapers. Revenues are off. State and local 
governments are having tocut back on programs. The job market 
1s not good. There have even been some layoffs. There’s more 
concern about what the future holds. Are we in a recession? Are 
we headed for one? People are thinking and spending more 
conservatively 

Right here in Maryland we also see evidence. The number of

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families on welfare has increased by 10 percent over a one-year 
penod. Soup kitchens are feeding more people. Another dis- 
turbing indicator is that the state's largest United Way campaign 
has had to extend its deadline because of slower response. Food 
collections are lagging 

But amidst all this sad news are many bright spots. Some 
local United Way campaigns have received larger individual 
contnbutions than in past years. So far, donations to our state 
employees’ United Charities campaign exceed last year's results 
for this time period. State employees make up the largest single 
volunteer effort in the state. I'm proud of them. 

People are trying harder to help. Even prisoners are getting 
into the act. Inmates at the Maryland Penitentiary have pitched 
in to help feed the homeless and poor. A recent study showed that 
Central Marylanders beat the national average in giving to 
charity. 

I've said time and time again that, “Government can’t do it 
all.” With reduced federal programs, lower tax revenues, and the 
need to reduce spending at the state level, government’s ability to 
help people is weakened. Though the cuts we have made in the 
state's current-year budget are substantial, they were carefully 
chosen to have the least impact on those who rely on our help the 
most. 

But, like those who shared that Thanksgiving meal, we must 
remember that we are fortunate. Though our state’s economy 
feels the effects of the national slowdown, many of us still have 
plenty to share with others. Maryland is rich in people who care 
and who want to make a difference in people’s lives. This is the 
year those of us who can, should try to go the extra mile to help 
those around us. I'm asking that you make a special effort this 
year. There 1s ample opportunity to help. Organizations in every 
community need help: whether it be collecting goods and foods, 
or helping to prepare a special meal, or simply by offering com- 
panionship to the elderly or the ill, there are ways to help. It 
doesn’t always mean writing a check. A gift of time and energy is 
just as important. 

One way of helping is through your local United Way cam- 
paign at work. If you haven't pledged or made a contribution, 
please ask how you can do so where you work. Another organiza- 
tion needing immediate help is the Maryland Food Committee 
which helps feed the hungry, year-round, throughout the state. 
You can send contributions or find out how to help by calling the 
Maryland Food Committee at (301) 366-0600.

Avoid buying obscure items 
on sale. Take advantage of pre- 
holiday markdowns only if you 
were going to get the item any- 
way. 

Dr. Stephenson suggests 
leaving your credit card at 
home if you answer “yes” to the 
following questions. Do you: 

pay bills late” 

pay only the minimum due 
on credit card balances” 

use checking account over- 
drafts or bank-card cash 
advances on a regular basis” 

dip inio savings to pay bills 
or take out new loans to pay old 
ones” 

“Most of us want to be gener- 
ous at Christmas,"’ notes Dr. 
Stephenson. “But credit cards 
can lead us into being too gener 
ous for our own good.” 

Many holiday shoppers are 
considering deferred-payment 
arrangements with their favor- 
ite stores. Deferred-payment 
allows you to make purchases 
in December and not be billed 
— or charged interest — until 
several months later. It is a con- 
venient way to shop. But it can 
tempt you into spending even 
more.

Here’s a bit of TV trivia for 
you: What actor has won 
more Emmy Awards than 
any other? If you didn't 
guess Ed Asner. you guessed 
wrong. But that’s OK. In a 
recent interview promoting 
his upcoming NBC movie 
Cops and Robbers, Asner 
said he, himself, never would 
have guessed how successful 
he would become 

Asner’s award list includes 
seven Emmys and five Gol- 
den Globes. “Oh. and there’s 
a couple of comedy critics 
circle awards. | don’t know 
Ihave tolook around and see 
what the hell I've got here.” 
said the actor olf-handedly. 

But there was a time when 
Asner's career looked pretty 
glum. Between 1966 and 
1968 he didn’t work at all. 
He and his former wife 
Nancy had just had their 
third child. They had moved 
into a bigger house. and they 
thought they were going to 
lose 1. “My agent couldn't 
figure tout. He said. ‘Every- 
body admires your work but 
they're just not hiring 
you."” 

Finally. cight years after 
having left the Big Apple for 
lnsel town, Asner began to 
see some success. In 1970, he 
was cast as Lou Grant, the 
gruff editor with a heart of 
gold on The Mary Tyler 
Moore Show. The comedy 
ran for seven years and 
Asner won three Emmys. 

Immediately following 
The Mary Tyler Moore 
Show, Asner played Lou 
Grant again, this time on an 
hour-long drama. Lou Grant 
lasted five years and gar- 
nered him two more 
Emmys. 

“I've been there for so long 
it's old hat now,” said Asner 
of his success. “I always 
resented the fact that | 
wasn't making it big But 
when 11 finally happened. | 
couldn't believe 1.”

Colleges he Top Spending Priority 


Maryland's top prionty for 
higher education spending in 
the FY ‘92 budget should be the 
state's community colleges, 
according to the Maryland 
Higher Education Commission 

[he commission last week 
recommended an $8.5 million 
increase in funding for the 16 
community colleges under a 
revamped formula for state 
support of the two-year col- 
leges. The funding increase is 
contingent on adoption of the 
new fonnula by Governor Wil- 
ham Donald Schaefer and the 
General Assembly. 

Maryland's system of com- 
munity colleges is one of the 
best in the country," said J. 
Henry Butta, chairman of the 
commission, “but they are also 
among the most expensive. This 
new formula not only treats the 
colleges more fairly, but will 
help hold down the rate of 
prowth in tuition and fees."' 

At the same time, the com- 
mission — which is responsible 
for coordinating and planning 
all postsecondary education in 
Maryland — voted in favor of a 
$500,000 increase in scholarship 
funds so that the number of stu- 
dents receiving state financial

The commission also recom- 
mended $21.7 million in new 
funding for public institutions 
for faculty merit pay increases, 
completion of new University of 
Maryland facilities, and the 
continued downsizing of the 
University of Maryland at Col- 
lege Park. 

The funding recommen- 
dations include a $5 million in- 
crease to pay for continued 
enhancement of the College 
Park campus, which was desig- 
nated in the 1988 reorganization 
as the state’s flagship insti- 
tution 

The reconunendations reflect 
the priorities adopted by the 
commission earlier this month, 
plus some routine increases ex- 
cluded from next year’s budget 
because of budget reductions.

All registered drivers of pas- 
senger cars, multi-purpose 
vehicles, and trucks up to *« ton 
are eligible to purchase the Bay 
plates. Vehicies with handicap 
or personalized plates can buy 
modified Bay plates. 

The special Bay license plate 
includes a rendering of one of 
the Bay's most abundant water- 
birds, the Great Blue Heron, 
chosen as a symbol of conser- 
vation and rebirth. Delicated 
Bay grasses and the slogan 
“Treasure the Chesapeake" are 
also featured on this blue and 
green plate. 

‘Buying a Chesapeake Bay 
license plate is a great way for 
citizens to help the Bay,” the 
governor said. ‘I am especially 
excited that this special plate is 
Maryland's first license plate to 
be made of recycled 
aluminum.” 

Anticipated revenue of $1 mil- 
lion from the sale of the Chesa- 
peake Bay license plate will go 
to the Chesapeake Bay Trust 
The Chesapeake Bay Trust is a 
state-initiated, non-profit or- 
ganization which grants funds 
for Bay restoration projects, 
suchas shoreline improvement, 
tree plantings, development of 
environmental education cen- 
ters, and water quailty 
monitoring programs 

To raise additional funds for 
the Chesapeake Bay Trust, a 
limited number of plates with 
the letters “‘BAY'’ and three 
numberals will be available for 
$100. while special numerical 
combinations will be sold for 
$500 (i.e. BAY-100, BAY-123) 
These "BAY" plates can be 
ordered through the Chesa- 
peake Bay Trust by calling 
974-2941 

Legislation passed last spring 
by the Maryland General 
Assembly authorized the Motor 
Vehicle Administration to 
create a commemorative 
Chesapeake Bay license plate 
The Chesapeake Bay was 
chosen as the plates theme 
because of its rich cultural and 
historical value to Maryland.

On the national level. the 
AHEC concept des eloped in the 
iid 1970's in response to health 
personnel shortages in rural 
areas The federal government 
worked with medical uni- 
versities to help establish 
regional centers that could help 
entice health professional 
students to work in rural areas 
and that could work with the 
existing regional health profes- 
sionals in providing continuing 
education and developing link- 
ages with major medical 
centers 

In 1976, an AHE-C to service 
Western Maryland was estab- 
lished in Cumberland and 
named the Cumberland Area 
Health Education Center. The 
Center became a reality 
through the hard work and 
cooperation of many local medi- 
cal professionals, local, state, 
and federal government repre- 
sentatives, the University of 
Maryland at Baltimore School 
of Medicine, and the Maryland 
Statewide Medical Education 
and Training System. From the 
beginning. the agency has 
served all of Western Mary- 
land. It is a locally responsive 
non-profit center that focuses 
on interdisciplinary health pro- 
fessional education. In coopera- 
tion with the University of 
Maryland at Baltimore and 
other health professional train- 
ing schools, the Western Mary- 
land AHEC serves as a 
regional, tnterdisciplinary 
training center through which 
students and residents can 
learn about clinical care. health 
services and public health 
policy in a rural or small city 
location. In addition to health 
professional clinical training 
expenences, the Center also 
provides support for off-campus 
education programs such as the 
RN to BSN and the BSN to MSN 
programs. It also conducts con- 
tt uing education programs on 
thematic topics such as geria- 
tric medicine, occupational 
medicine, adolexent medicine, 
and the agency maintains a 
medical learning resource 
center to support the profes- 
sional development and needs 
of health care practitioners and 
students. The AHEC also 
fosters recruitment of students 
for health careers, conducts 
health promotion and com- 
munity education, and foster 
interagency networks among 
health and higher education 
professionals.

Checking Heat 
Fapes Idrised 
By Health Officer 


Residents of mobile homes 
are being warned by Dr Rex 
Archer, Garrett County Health 
Officer, to have electrical heat 
tapes and pipe heating in- 
spected now for possible fire 
hazards. ‘There have already 
been several fires in Maryland 
due to heat tapes this year," 
Archer said 

Based on data from the US 

Fire Administration and the 
National Fire Protection 
Association, the US. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission 
CPSC: estimates there are 
about 3.300 residential fires 
each year involving heat tapes 
On the average. these fires have 
resulted in an estimated 20 
deaths, 160 injunes and $25.4 
million in property losses each 
year 

CPSC said data about heat 
tape fires was xathered over a 
Six-vear penod, and that over 
half the fires involved mobile 
homes and trailers. During the 
Investigations, it was dis- 
covered that many homeowners 
do not regularly inspect their 
heat tapes and that, in some 
cases, consumers were not 
aware that one or more heat 
tapes had been installed in their 
home 

Heat tapes are usually instal- 
led in crawl spaces and in the 
sub-structure of mobile homes 
and other dwellings where 
exposed water and drain pipes 
could freeze during the winter 
In many cases, the products are 
plugged in year-round and are 
activated by a thermostat when 
the outdoor temperature ap- 
proaches freezing 

While some consumers have 
the expertise to inspect heat 
tapes. most consumers should 
call a qualified electncian to 
Inspect the system If the elec- 
trician finds damaged or 
cracked insulation or bare 
wires, the old heat tape should 
be replaced immediately 

For persons purchasing heat 
tapes. CPSC offers the following 
safety tips 

*Buy the proper tape for the 
proper pipe Know the diameter 
and length of the pipe to be pro- 
tected. then buy the heat tape 
recommended for that size by 
the manufacturer 

¢Follow the manufacturer's in- 
structions for installing heat 
tape Heat tape should not be 
lapped over itself around the 
Pipe unless specifically per- 
mitted in the manufacturer's in- 
Structions 

¢Heat tapes should be wrapped 
directly over the pipe to be pro- 
tected. never on top. of the 
thermal insulation covering a 
pipe 

eDon't cover heat tapes mth 
insulating matenals unless so 
advised by the manufacturer, if 
you insulate the tape, it must be 
a non-flammable insulating 
inatenal such as fibrous glass 

eNever use more insulation 
than recommended by the 
manufacturer Over-insulation 
can cause a fire 

Dr Archer also advises 
everyone to check their smoke 
tletectors to make sure that 
they are working properly

Bolder Conservation Section 


As farmers sift through the 
1990 farm bill, they will see 
stronger environmental lan- 
xuage as one of the major dif- 
ferences tetween it and farm 
bills of the past 

The input of environmental 
and food quality groups 
impacted farm legislation more 
than ever, as farm groups, con- 
sumers and members of Con- 
gress listened. reacted and 
responded Ag economists 
believe non-farmer interest in 
farm policy will increase. not 
decrease, making future farm 
bills even tougher to agree on 

New conservation/environ- 
mental areas include estab- 
lishment of an organic food 
standard, a forestry title and an 
environmental quality office 
within the Department of Agri- 


culture Funding increases 
were authonzed for low-input 
sustainable agnculture. gicbal 
warming and forestry projects 

The portion that will affect 
producers throughout the 
country 1s the bill's pesticide 
record-keeping provision “'It 
imposes an environmental 
standard on everybody. 
whether they participate in 
farm programs or not,” said 
American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation conservation staffer Hyde 
Murray 

The law requires licensed 
applicators of restricted-use 
pesticides to keep records of use 
for two years. The on-site 
records must contain infor- 
mation comparable to that 
maintained by commercial 
applicators in the state.

This throws «a regulatory 
net’ onto the farm not seen 
before, according to Murray 
He explained that the 1965 farm 
bill coupled farm conservation 
activity with price supports. 
with the loss of benefits being 
the consequence of non-com- 
pliance. “‘Now it’s taken one 
step further: it's a sanction 
whether you participate in the 
program or not,’ Murray said 

Under the statute, the USDA 
secretary will be responsible 
for assessing penalties for 
record-keeping violations. First 
offenders will be fined no more 
than $500. and second and sub- 
sequent offenders can be 
assessed a maxunum $1,000 at 
the secretary s discretion. Ine 
law does not pre-empt state 
penalties 

Direct assess to records will 
only be through the USDA of the 
state pesticide agency, said 
Murray, with the information 
available to agencies that deal 
with pesticides, health or the 
environment. AFBF stressed 
during all the record-keeping 
discussions that the identity of 
individual applicators be 
protected, and that stayed in 
the final agreement 

Some early versions of the 
language had no provision for 
reasonable search or examin- 
ation of the records. ' Theoret- 
cally,’ Murray said, citing an 
example. “a government 
agency could call up a farmer 
at midnight and say, ‘I'll be 
over there in five minutes, let 
me see your records on 
pesticides.. There was nothing 
about reasonable times or 
reasonable opportunities to 
prepare them.” 

Farm Bureau took the lead in 
lessening the impact of the 
Provisions sought by the 
environmental lobby ‘It was 
the intent of Farm Bureau and 
other like-minded farm organ- 
izations to try to make it apply 
in a way that would be sensible 
and fair to producers,’ said 
Murray 

AFBF pesticide specialist 
Mark Maslyn pointed out the 
record-keeping requirements 
do not take effect right away 
The USDA and Fanvironmental 
Protection Agency will jointly 
draft regulations on their 
Tespective areas within 180 
days after the bill is signed by 
President Bush 

After approval, a public 
comment period follows; hence. 
Maslyn felt it will be well into 
next years growing season 
before the regulations could be 
considered. ‘If that's the case. 
the department would have to 
decide whether to have them 
take effect at that tume or delay 
them until the 1992 growing 
season.”

Folded under the ARC are the 
existing Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) and a new Wet- 
lands Reserve Program. The 
minimum number of enrolled 
acres in the CRP is 40 million 
acres, with a maximum set at 
45 million acres, for land set 
aside under 10-year contracts 

The cntena for CRP-eligible 
land, broader than the 1985 
farm bill, includes erodible 
croplands, marginal pasture 
land converted to wetlands of 
trees, cropland with potential 
groundwater problems and 
cropland used as filter stnps. 
grass waterways, windbreaks 
or as wildlife habitat. 

The wetlands reserve pro- 
gram has been established to 
voluntanly enroll up to one 
million acres (200.000 acres 
annually) of farm wetlands, 
converted cropland and 
adjacent wetlands through the 
purchase of easements. 

Also part of the conservation 
title are the establishment of a 
program protecting 25 million 
acres of private forestland, an 
Incentive program to help 
farmers prevent contamination 
of ground and surface water on 
10 million acres and creation of 
a rural development adminis- 
tration within USDA to aid com- 
munities in economic recovery 
from the loss of farms. 

Except for the required pesti- 
cide record-keeping law. the 
farmer and rancher still can 
determine how conservation 
will affect the operation. 
Fortunately." said Murray, 
the environmental thrust of 
the bill is, for the most part, 
cast in a voluntary mode 

“That ultimate management 
decision still rests with the 
farmer/landowner and the free 
exercise of his or her property 
rights. It’s up to the owners to 
decide whether they want to 
participate and if so, to what 
extent ”

Clayton Yeutter has named Wil- 
ham J. Richards, an Ohio 
farmer well known for his 
pioneernng work in soil conser- 
vation tillage. as chief of the 
Soil Conservation Service 

In making the announcement. 
Yeutter said. ' Bill has demon- 
strated leadership and a life- 
long commitment to soil conser- 
vation which makes him an 
ideal choice to manage this 
very important agency.” 

In his capacity, Richards will 
oversee the day-to-day 
operation of the Soil Conser- 
vation Service (SCS), which 
employs nearly 14,000 people 
and has offices in all 50 states. 
The SCS works directly with 
farmers to help them imple- 
ment soil conservation tech- 
niques. as well as to enhance 
and preserve the environment 
and water quality. The SCS also 
participates in river basin and 
watershed planning, and is the 
lead federal agency for soil 


surveys. 
William J Richards received 


his bachelor’s degree in Agri- 
culture Economics from Ohio 
State University, and attended 
the Harvard Business School's 
Agn-Business Fixecutive Edu- 
cation Program in 1974, 1%5. 
1976, and 1979 He was named 
one of the nation’s outstanding 
young farmers in 1967 by the 
US Jaycees. and is a member 
of numerous national farm 
organizations and associations. 
including the Ohio Farm 
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Bureau, the Ohio and American 
Soybean Associations, and the 
National Corn Growers Associ- 
ation. 

Richards has a lifelong re- 
lationship with Ohio State Uni- 
versity's College of Agriculture, 
serving on numerous planning 
and review committees as a 
visiting professor. In 1980, Ohio 
State University awarded him 
its Distinguished Service 
Award. 

Richards also is a highly re- 
garded speaker on the topics of 
conservation tillage practices, 
“no-tili’’ farming, soil compac- 
tion and controlled traffic, and 
farm management, and has 
been a guest speaker at the 
USDA's Outlook Conference in 
Washington, D.C. 

He has travelled extensively 
studying agnculture and soil 
conservation techniques, visit- 
ing farms and agricultural 
ieaders in most of the ou states, 
in addition to England, Europe, 
Australia, New Zealand, and 
South Amenca. 

Richards presides over a 
family farm operation in Circle- 
ville, Ohio, which he shares 
with his wife and sons. All three 
of his sons have completed agri- 
cultural courses at land grant 
universities and have assumed 
management responsibilities in 
the family farming operation. 

The Richards’ farm operation 
began in 1954 with acquisi- 
tion of 140 acres of neglected 
tiver-bottom land. While farm- 
ing this land, Richards 
pioneered the use of minimum 
tillage and other farm inno- 
vations.

Farm income in Maryland for 
1989 amounted to $402.6 million 
after expenses and income from 
broilers set a record at $448.90 
million, up 13 percent from the 
Previous year; this according to 
the just released “Maryland 
Agricultural Statistics'’ annual 
report for 1989. The report is 
published cooperatively by the 
Maryland Department of Agri- 
culture and the National Agri- 
cultural Statistics Service of the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 

In issuing the report, Mary- 
land Secretary of Agriculture 
Wayne A Cawley, Jr. praised 
Maryland farmers for their con- 
tributions to the economy of 
Maryland. 

‘These statistics chronicle in 
factual terms the current state 
of all facets of Maryland's agri- 
cultural industry,” Cawley 
said. 

The report includes data on 
crop production. livestock and 
poultry numbers, production, 
prices and income of the agri- 
culture industry. Included for 
the first time are statistics on 
Maryland's aquaculture busi- 
ness. 

According to the report, time- 
ly rains helped the 1989 corn 
crop bounce back after three 
bad years. At the same ume 
soybean production set a record 
at 16.50 million bushels. In con- 
trast, tobacco production for 


the 1989 crop totaled 8,103,000 
pounds, the smallest croup on 
fecord since statistics were 
gathered in 1866

Christmas Polnsettlas 

Poinsettias are probably the most festive of holiday plants 
and by placing them in bright light, cool temperatures and out of 
drafts, they will last well past the holiday season. These plants 
were discovered growing as wildflowers in Mexico in the 1800's 
and have since been cultivated to become one of the most popular 
live Christmas plants to be given as gifts. Although red is the 
favorite choice, poinsettias are now available in pink or white. 
When choosing a poinsettia, look for a bushy plant with dark 
green foliage. Water only when dry and fertilize once a month 
with a liquid houseplant fertilizer according to the 
manufacturer's recommendations 

Pity the Dairy Analysts 

Things are about to get even more complicated at the ASCS 
Dairy section in USDA. Two sets of milk assessments are 
possible, and a pair of refunds lurk in the wings. USDA must 
collect five cents per cwt. for milk marketed in 1991 and 11.25 
cents per cwt during 1992-9. But if a dairyman can prove his 
farm's milk production didn't increase, he gets the whole 
assessment back. Then there’s an assessment necessary to pay 
for USDA's cost of purchasing excess dairy products over 7 billion 
pounds in a given year. But that is based on a projection. So if 
actuai CCC purcnases are less than 7 biliion but were projected to 
be more, the assessment has to be refunded. USDA expects to buy 
about 7 billion pounds in surplus dairy products off the market in 
calendar 1991

Spending Cuts Create 1 More 


Complex 1990 Farm Legislation 


The Food, Agriculture, 
Conservation and Trade Act of 
1990, better known as the 1990 
farm bill, was passed by Con- 
gress a month ago. At an esti- 
mated cost of $41 billion, the 
comprehensive package will 
guide farm policy for the next 
five years. 

The 1990 farm bill has been 
labeled one of the most complex 
pieces of legislation in years 
Essentially, many of its pro- 
visions extend or modify the 
1985 act but several new titles 
have been added, explained 
Rob Nooter, American Farm 
Bureau Federation (AFBF) 
farm program specialist. The 
new areas include promotion 
programs for a number of com- 
modities, a grain quality pro- 
vision, organic certification 
standards and titles for fores- 
try, fruits and vegetables, and 
rural development. 

The farm bill also reflects 
action taken by Congress to 
resolve the federal budget 
dilemma. As amended by the 
Omnibus Budget Reconciliation 
Act, the farm bill contains pro- 
visions aimed at giving farmers 
more flexibility in their crop 
planting decisions. The ‘triple 
base" program, the major flex- 


ibility feature, will allow 
farmers to plant at least 15 per- 
cent of their traditional base 
acreage to the crop of their 
choice, excluding fruits and 
vegetables. Triple base could be 
a significant first step for 
farmers adjusting to increased 
reliance on the market and less 
on government payments. 

Farm Bureau supported 
passage of the farm bill, despite 
some misgivings about certain 
provisions and about the 
budgetary aspects. Nooter 
explained that the organization 
wanted the new legislation to 
meet three objectives: main- 
tain a competitive pricing 
system, ensure the opportunity 
for an adequate level of farm in- 
come and provide greater free- 
dom to respond to market 
opportunities. 

The first goal, maintaining a 
pricing system that allows U.S. 
farmers to compete in world 
markets, was basically 
achieved, said Nooter. 

“Going into the farm bill 
debate, we were concerned that 
Congress might become con 
vinced to abandon the principle 
of market-clearing loan rates 
and turn to requiring inflexible, 
high acreage reduction require- 


ments.’ he said. “In those 
areas we came out well, con- 
tinuing the loan rate direction 
established in the 1965 farm bill 
and tying acreage reduction 
requirements to a measure of 
stocks.” 

Nooter pointed out that some 
modifications in the wheat and 
feed grain loan rate formulas 
will modify the method of 
setting the rates, but they 
should not detract from the 
overall intention to keep loan 
rates from interfenng with the 


ability to compete in the 
market. 
The second goal, ensuring 


adequate farm income, was 
somewhat affected by the 
budget reconciliation package 
Farm Bureau had called for a 
freeze in target prices; the bill 
maintains them at current 
levels for the 1991-1995 crops. 

Agriculture, however, took a 
large share of cuts that were 
ordered to meet Congress's 
deficit reduction goal. A total of 
$13.6 billion was cut from farm 
program spending with passage 
of the omnibus reconciliation 
bill. Most of the savings will 
result from the triple base pro- 
visions, which would amount to 
a reduction in income support 
for farmers who participate in 
the program. 

“Farmers will feel the impact 
of both the farm bill and the 
budget reconciliation bill,” 
Nooter predicted 
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In addition to savings from 
triple base, the $13.8 ballion will 
be made up through assese- 
ments on production of certain 
commodities, loan origination 
fees and requiring a shaft from 
direct to guaranteed lending in 
Farmers Home Admuustration 
(FmHA)) and Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration (REA) 
programs. 


Although Farm Bureau 
objected to the unfair share of 
cuts 1n agriculture, ‘under the 
budget circumstances the pro- 
gram changes were adopted in 
an attempt to spread the burden 
and not single out any one pro- 
gram or commodity,"' Nooter 
said. 

The goal of giving farmners 
more freedom to respond to 
market opportunities was also 
achieved. Nooter said farmers 
will have greater flexibility in 
planting and will not be saddled 
with additional mandatory 
conservation requirements. In 
some areas, Farm Bureau and 
other agricultural organ- 
izations were successful in 
eliminating or amending objec- 
tionable features of previous 
conservation programs. 

The bill puts more 
responsibility on farmers to 
determine their own best 
options," he said.

Guidelines For 
frimal Health 
Labs Outlined

ratory personnel participating 
in the department's “Quality 
Circles" program designed to 
increase employee involvement 
in policy making decisions.

Circle which developed this 
brochure is made up of bacteri- 
ologists from the five animal 
health laboratories. 

We at the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are a team 
We are committed to bringing 
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all our employees into the de- 
cision making process. This 
brochure is an outstanding 
example of our laboratory 
people seeing a need and pro- 
viding a solution. The result will 
be better service to the people 
of Maryland,"’ Cawley said. 

The brochure outlines 
methods for submitting 
samples to the animal health 
laboratories based on the type 
of test desired. Described are 
procedures for collecting speci- 
mens of tissue, body fluid, 
serum, milk, and others. A 
variety of tests are listed such 
as blood culture, fungal culture, 
hematology, etc. The conditions 
necessary to transport speci- 
mens are stipulated such as 
type of container, time limits 
and temperature. 

“With these procedures, our 
customers now know what they 
need in order to submit the best 
specimen possible. It will make 
our entire operation more effi- 
cient,"’ said Cawley. 

The Maryland Department of 
Agriculture's five animal 
health laboratories are located 
in Centreville, College Park, 
Frederick, Oakland and Salis- 
bury.

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Summary Of Farm Bill Shows 
Modifications, Offers Flexibility 


The following is a summary uf some section titles of the 1990 
farm bill, wth information provided by the American Farm 
Bureau Federation Parayraphs printed in bold type denote those 
axgncultural provisions required by the Omnibus Budget 
Reconciliation Act of 1990, Congress's deficit reduction package 
These provisions were not included in the farm bill itself. but were 
enacted with OMBRA passage 

In reference to the legislation. AFBF President Dean 
Kleckner stated ~The 1990 farni bill will continue in the direction 
of agricultural market onentation and give farmers greater 
planting flexibility. even though the farm program budget cuts 
are disproportionate and we accept them with great reluctance.”” 

DAIRY 

Sets milk pnce supports at no less than $10.10 per cwt. for 
mulk containing 3.67 percent of nulk fat on a total solids basis 
Provides for price support increases if purchases do not exceed 
3.5 billion pounds and decreases if purchases exceed 5 billion 
pounds 

USDA secretary 1s directed to develop a standby inventory 
management program by August 1, 1991, to keep purchases at or 
below 6 billion pounds. not to include ternunation, buyout or 
support price reduction below $10.10 If Congress does not enact, 
USDA may impose assessments to cover all costs incurred for 
dairy product purchases in excess of 7 billion pounds. 

Federal milk marketing order hearings must be concluded 
and any systemwide changes be effective by January 1, 1992 

Dairy marketing assessment: The Omuibus Budget 
Reconciliation Act of 1999 (OMBRA) requires that a program 
service fee be collected from producers for deficit reduction pur- 
poses. The fee is set at 5 cents per cwt. during 199] and 11.25 cents 
per cwt. between 1992 and 1995. The fee will be deducted from pro- 
ducers’ milk checks: a refund is provided with evidence that pro- 
ducers’ marketings did not increase from the previous year. 

TRIPLE BASE 

Triple base: Applies to wheat, feed grains, cotton and rice. 
Under the triple base provision of OMBRA, producers will oot 
receive deficiency payments on 15 percent of their program base 
acreage for each crop. in addition to any required set-aside. In 
returo producers may plant any cropexcept fruits and vegetables 
on that 15 percent of each crop haae Crop planted on triple hase in 
not eligible for deficiency pay ments but is eligible for commodity 
loans. Year-round haying and grazing are allowed. 

Under the optional flexibility plan, producers will be allowed 
to ‘‘flex’’ an additionat 10 percent of their crop base for the 
1991-1995 crop years. No deficiency payments are paid on this 
acreage and timits may be applied on planting soybeans. Pro- 
gram crops on this acreage also are eligible for non-recourse loan 
and marketing loan protection. 

WHE AT 

Basic loan rate formula 1s 85 percent of five-year average 
market price, excluding high and low years. This 1s up from the 
current authority to set loan rates at 75-85 percent. Loan rate may 
not be reduced by more than 5 percent from preceding year. If 
stocks-to-use for marketing year Is expected to be equal to or 
greater than 30 percent, USDA secretary may reduce loan rate by 
up to 10 percent. If stocks-to-use 1s projected at less than 30 per- 
cent but greater than 15 percent, loan rate may be reduced by up 
to 5 percent If stocks-to-use 1s projected at less than 15 percent, 
no adjustment is allowed. 

USDA secretary may reduce loan rate by up to 10 percent 
beyond the stocks-to-use adjustment if it 1s determined that with- 
out adjustment. the loan rate will prevent wheat from main- 
taining competitive position. 

Loan rate will not be set at less than §2.44 per bu. under basic 
loan rate formula or stocks-to-use adjustment unless that level 
exceeds 80 percent of the five-vear average market price. 
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USDA secretary has marketing loan authonty, with repay- 
ment at the higher of the loan level or prevailing world market 
price limited to no less than 70 pervent of basic loan 

Deficiency payments will be calculated based upon a $4 
target price. Payment will be difference between target pnce and 
the higher of national weighted average market price during the 
first five months of marketing year, or basic loan level 

For 1991 winter wheat crop only, producers have the option to 
participate in the 15 percent tnple base program or have defic- 
lency payments calculated on a 12-month average price basis 

FEED GRAINS 

Loan rate formula for corn is same as for wheat. Stocks-to- 
use adjustment to loan rate 1s as follows: 10 percent adjustment if 
stocks-to-use 1s equal to or greater than 25 percent; five percent if 
ratio is 12.5 percent to 25 percent; and zero if stocks-to-use 1s less 
than 12.5 percent 

Loan rate may be adjusted by up to 10 percent if necessary to 
maintain competitiveness; minimum loan rate for corn will not 
be less than $1.76 per bu., unless such rate would exceed 80 per- 
cent of the five-year market average price 

Loans for other feed grains (grain sorghum, barley, oats and 
rye) are provided at level determined by USDA secretary to be 
fair and equitable in relation to corn. 

Marketing loan authority and loan deficiency payments 
same as for wheat. 

Target pnces for feed grains set at no less than $2.75 per bu. 
for corn, $1.45 for oats and $2.61 for sorghum. Barley target price 
will be no less than 85.8 percent of corn target price. 

Oat acreage limitation requirement will be zero for 1991-9 
crop years. 

Producers will be permitted to devote additional acreage to 
conservation uses subject to 0/92 program in which deficiency 
payments will be made on 92 percent of the additional acreage 
devoted to conserving uses. Applies to wheat and feed grains. 

OILSEEDS 

Minimum loan rate for soybeans will be $5.02 per bu.; 
minimum loan rate for sunflower, canola, rapeseed, safflower, 
mustard seed and flaxseed will be 8.9 cents/Ib. 

USDA secretary has authority to set repayment rate that 
minimizes loan forfeitures and government cost. Loan deficiency 
paytnents will be available to producers who forgo obtaining 
loans. 

OMBRA requires a loan origination fee of 2 percent of loan 
level on oilseed loans. 

HONEY 

Price supports are set at 53.8 cents/Ib. Marketing loans may 
be repaid at loan level or at levels set by USDA secretary 

OMBRA requires that honey marketing assessments be 
charged on 1991-95 crops; amount is equal to | percent of national 
price support level. 

WOOL AND MOHAIR 

Existing price support program is extended; includes a per 
person payment limitation of $200,000 in 1991 which ratchets down 
to $125,000 in 1994 

OMBRA requires a 1 percent assessment to be deducted from 
payments made In 1991-95 marketing years. 

PAYMENT LIMITS 

Establishes $75,000 per person lirnit on gains from marketing 
loans, loan deficiency payments and Findley payments. A recog- 
nized person and spouse are considered one person unless spouse 
was engaged 1n separate farming operation before marriage and 
maintains operation separately 

FARMER-OWNED RESERVE 

Entry into reserve may occur only after expiration of nine- 
month price support loan. Extended loan may not be less than the 
current level of support. USDA must allow gram loan entry into 
FOR when previous 90-day average price falls below 120 percent 
of loan rate and stocks-to-use ratio is at least 22.5 percent for corn 
or 37.5 percent for wheat. Maximum FOR levels are 300-450 
million bushels of wheat and 600-900 million bushels of feed 
grains. 

GRAIN QUALITY 

Strengthens grain quality standards. and requires testing for 

aflatoxin contamination of corn shipped overseas. 
RESEARCH AND PROMOTION PROGRAMS 

New producer-funded research and promotion programs are 
authorized for oilseeds, pecans, mushrooms and limes Changes 
are made in operation of current cotton and potato research pro- 
grams. 

RURAL DEVELOPMENT 

Rural development activities are consolidated wa new Rural 
Developrnent Administration within USDA. Two pilot programs 
are authonzed in up to five states. Under the first one, 16-member 
statewide planning panels may be established. Pannels are to 
review applications, set priontes and rank applications for 
FmHA funding through business and industry program, water 
and sewer program and community facility program. Under the 
second one, a rural development revolving fund is established 
Rural water/waste services are provided with additional funding 
and technical assistance 

ACREAGE REDUCTION PROGRAMS 

Levels set at maximum 20 percent for wheat and feed grains, 
2% percent for cotton, 35 percent for rice. For 1991. wheat ARP will 
be 15 percent, feed grains a minimum 7.5 percent. Oats ARP zero 
for life of bill; secretary may allow oats on set-aside land if 
production projected below domestic use 

ARP for 1992-95 crops set according to specific stocks-to-use 
Tatios 

OMBRA establishes minimum ARPs which will not apply if 
1991 ending soybean stocks are less than 325 million bushels or 
carryover stocks are less than prescribed percentages. 

CROP INSURANCE 

Changes in federal crop insurance program include a require- 
ment that the Federal Crop Insurance Corp. work toward 
reducing disparity between risk and premium in an attempt to 
improve actuanmal soundness of the program. Information 
dissemination will be through county ASCS offices. Use of ASCS 
yield data and dollar-denominated coverage is authonzed. A 
comprehensive disaster program for 1990 crops is also 
authorized. 

ADVANCE DEFICIENCY PAYMENTS 

Made as soon as possible after program signup, with 
payments made available from secretary to producers if 
determined it is likely to be earned. Producers to receive advance 
payment of 40-50 percent of projected deficiency payment for 
wheat, feed grains and up to 30-50 percent of cotton, rice 
deficiency payment. Half (50 percent of producer's advance can 
be received in generic certificates, at producer's option 

TRADE 

Major changes in Food for Peace (P.L. 480) program to 
streamline food aid delivery to countnes and develop markets for 
U.S. farm products. USDA gets top priority over concessional 


sales (Title 1), Agency for International Development controls 
inventory property, reducing ume from three years to one year to 
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grant food aid (Titles 1, Hi! Export Enhancement Program is 
reauthonzed at annual minimum $450 million; Market Promotion 
Program (old Targeted F:xport Assistance) set at $175 million a 
year. Commodity Credit Corp. will guarantee only U.S. farm 
commodities under GSM-102 ($5 billion per year) and GSM-103 
$500 million) programs. Accountability and oversight 
strengthened m trade programs to help prevent inconsistencies, 
abuse and/or fraud. 
FARM CREDIT 

Farmers Home Administration: speeds disposal of FmHA 
offer inventory to kmHA eligible farmers. Increases interest rate 
subsidy on certain guaranteed loans to 4 percent, also directs a 
gradual shift from direct to guaranteed loan funds for deficit 
reduction reasons; I*mHA debt forgiveness limited to a single 
write-down for loans made after January 6, 1988, with lifetime 
$300,000 cap in principal and interest on borrowers. 

Farm Credit System: can now lend to marketers and 
processors who use any portion of their on-farm production in 
processing/marketing, but this authority is limited to 15 percent 
of FCS institution's portfolio. Authorizes FCS to examine 
condition of Farmer Mac, opens secondary market for FmHA 
guaranteed loans by allowing Farmer Mac to pool them. 

CONSERV ATION/EN VIRONMENT 

For first time, requires recordkeeping of restricted pesticides 
by certified applicators including farmers. Records of use must 
be maintained for two years and made available to federal and 
state agencies upon request. Producer's individual records are to 
be kept in confidence. 

Tougher sodbuster and swampbuster penalties, expanding 
list of lost program benefits if farmer violates conservation com- 
pliance plans or farms without approved plan. For inadvertent 
violations, with no more than one per five-year period, graduated 
sanctions (from $500 to $5,000) established for sodbuster. Swamp- 
buster penalties range from $750 to $10,000 and time period is 10 
years. 

Continues criteria for defining a wetland: predominance of 
hydric soil, saturated at frequency to support wetland vegetation 
and under normal circumstances supports wetland vegetation. 
Has USDA certifying wetlands maps and conducting on-site 
reviews before setting penalties in wetlands appeals cases. 

The newly created Agricultural Resources Conservation 
program, which consolidates programs that protect highly 
erodible lands, wetlands and improve water quality, includes: 

The Conservation Reserve Program continues and is set 
between 40-45 million acres. CRP-eligible lands are environ- 
Mneillaily sensitive iands, inarginai pastures pianted to trees and 
land important to maintaining water quality and wildlife 
habitats. 

New is the voluntary Wetlands Reserve Program, with one 
million acres of wetlands set in multiyear easements as goal. Also 
new is a water quality incentive program offering cost-share 
assistance to producers with approved plans 

ORGANIC CERTIFICATION 

Officially named the Organic Food Production Act of 1990, 
this is a new title. Sets national definition for ‘‘organic’” and 
standards for organic products to bring uniformity to the market- 
place. Even though some states may set stricter standards, this 
title requires that in order to be labeled organic, products must at 
least meet the national standard. 

FORESTRY 

A forestry title is in a farm bill for the first time. The measure 
expands USDA authority for cost-share assistance to states and 
establishes programs to protect and improve forestlands. It also 
creates the Amenca the Beautiful Foundation to promote tree 
planting and encourages urban forestry activities 

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES 

USDA secretary is directed to do a comprehensive study of 
the fruit and vegetable industry and recommend additional 
program and assistance to the industry. 

Study 1s to review labor supply, crop insurance, production 
and marketing developments, existing safe chemicals for 
production, labeling requirements and a federal education 
program on dietary importance of fruits and vegetables. 

Authonzes two-year pilot program for labeling perishable 
commodities as to country of origin. 

RESEARCH 

Includes definition of sustainable agriculture. Creates within 
USA a joint council on food and agricultural sciences to further 
research, Extension Service and teaching in the food and 
agricultural sciences. 

Provides for expanded research in aquaculture and analysis 
of existing aquaculture laws. Authorizes further research in the 
production and marketing of alcohols and industrial hydro- 
carbons from agncultural commodities and forestry products.

¢Foot-in-the-door Givers: They 
use gifts to initiate or continue a 
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To increase the proportion of ap- 
propriate gifts you give, Frazier 
advises thinking carefully about 
the like and dislikes of those on 
your gift list. 

‘Too often we buy what we 











































While it’s true that gifts can 
provide insight into the personality 
and interests of the recipient, they 
also say something about the 
giver. 

We can learn a lot about an in- 
dividual’s personality from the 
types of gifts he or she gives,‘ says 
Dr. Bille H. Frazier, a human 
development specialist with the 
Maryland Cooperative Extension 
Service and an authority on the 
psychological significance of gifts. 

‘Just as we send out signals with 
the clothes we wear, we also send 
out signals with the gifts we make 
or purchase.” 

Consider for example, the lavish 
givers who give extravagant gifts 
well beyond their budget and in- 
appropnate for the relationship be- 
tween them and the recipients. 
Typically, says Frazer, givers 
prone to this kind of extravagance 
are seeking to buy approval or af- 
fection. Unconsciously, they may 
be trying to compensate for deeply 
rooted feelings of inadequacy and 
lack of self-esteem. 

At the opposite end of the gift- 
giving spectrum are the 
“hesitant” gift givers, those most 
likely to skimp on cost or 

creativity. Self-absorbed and pre- 


occupied, these individuals 
grudgingly give gifts that require 
little of their time, creativity or 
finances. 

“Giving gifts isn't fun for these 
people,"’ says Frazier. ‘‘It’s 
another task — something they 
have to do. Frequently, they get 
the first thing they see.” 

People who put off buying Christ- 
mas gifts until the last minute or 
those who buy the same gifts for 
everyone probably fall into the 
hesitant gift-giver category. 

Other types of gift givers indenti- 
fied by Frazier and other experts 
are: 

*Strings-attached givers: They 
use gifts to manipulate or as bribes 
for favors, or to get something 
tangible in return. 

Blundering givers: Their gifts 
inevitably disappoint or em- 
barrass. With or without realizing 
it, they may be using gifts to 
punish, not please. 

*Recordkeepers: They give only 
when they receive gifts them- 
selves, selecting either the same 
gift or one of equal value. Record- 
keepers often are incapable of 
spontaneity or real generosity. 

eImpromptu givers: They give 
spontaneously, sometimes for no 
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relationship, which may not be 
possible without this special touch. 

eAppropriate givers: They 
really like giving to others and try 
to select something the other 
person will truly enjoy. 

These categories are not 
mutually exclusive, Frazier 
emphasizes. Most people fit into 
several of them, depending on the 
situation and recipient involved. 
for example, you may be an 
extravagant giver with some 
people, a hesitant giver with 
others, and an appropriate giver 
with still others.

Tips On Keeping Holiday 


Spending Under Control 


Higher oil prices, government 
budget deficits, and the spectre of 
& recession have many Americans 
tightening their purse strings and 
looking for ways to avoid the fi- 
nancial excesses of the holiday 
season. 

Fortunately, it is possible to keep 
spending under contro] this time of 
year, according to Dr. Mary 
Stephenson, a family resource 
management specialist with Mary- 
land Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice (MCES). 

“You just have to plan your 
expenditures wisely,’’ she 
explains. Among her recommen- 
dations for avoiding the holiday 
money crunch 


1. Before shopping, determine 
how much money you can afford to 
Spend on such holidays as 
Hanukkah or Christmas, and be 
realistic about it. 

2. Prepare a ‘shopping list’’ of 
expenses, including such ‘‘hidden”’ 
holiday expenses as travel, paper 
and ribbons, cards and postage, 
and entertainment costs. Estimate 
what you can spend for each cate- 
gory and record your actual ex- 
penses afterward. 

3. Pay cash. Charging can lead to 
overspending. Then, when the bills 
arrive in January, many people 
find they can't pay them off 

4. Use catalogs. Time is money 
in today’s hectic world; even if you 
don't order anything, catalogs can 
save you time by providing good 
gift ideas. 

5. Make cards and gifts. Home- 
made bread, cookies, relishes and 
jams, a hand-crocheted afghan, or 
a child's finger painting represent 
a@ labor of love and are valued 
accordingly 

6. Give gifts of service. Coupons 
that the recipient can return to the 


given in exchange for a service — 
such as grass mowing, house paint- 
ing, grocery shopping or dinner 
preparation “ are sure to be 
appreciated by elderly friends or 
relatives and dual-income parents. 

7. Comparison shop. This in- 
volves planning ahead and taking 
time to check several places for 
the gift you want. It’s especially 
important with toys because prices 
vary considerably from store to 
store. 

8. Shop at bazaars, flea markets 
and holiday fairs; they can be 
sources of unexpected treasures, 
such as classic books, vintage 
jewelery and quality handmade 
items. 

9. Choose lightweight gifts for 
mailing. It's just as easy to find a 
Nice gift that weighs several 
ounces as one that weighs several 
pounds, and a lighter gift costs less 
to send. 


Once the holidays are over, start 
planning financially for next 
year’s holiday season. Learn from 
your experience. If you keep good 
track of your expenses, you will 
have a guide for next year. 

You may wish to start putting 
Money aside each week or month, 
so you'll have what you need next 
year. If you're not disciplined 
enough to save on your own, you 
may wish to join a Christmas club 
through a bank or employee credit 
union. 

“Christmas clubs usually don’t 
offer very good interest rates,” 
says Stephenson, ‘‘but they force 
people to save money for a specific 
purpose. They also are a helpful 
savings mechanism for individuals 
who can’t deposit enough to qualify 
for other types of savings 
accounts.”

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Storage Tips For Food Gifts 


As the holiday season ap- 
proaches, food catalogs start show- 
ing up in mailboxes across Ameri- 
ca. Everything from smoked sal- 
mon and duck pate to chocolate 
truffles and hazelnut torte are ad- 
vertised as the perfect Christmas 
or Hanukkah gift. But are they 
safe? 

“Food items are popular holiday 
gifts,"’ says Dr. Mark A. Kantor, a 
food nutrition specialist with the 
University of Maryland System 
Cooperative Extension Service. 
‘And, stored properly, they should 
present no food safety problems.” 

Some food gifts, for example, 
must be refrigerated, and bear a 
label to that effect. 

“If a product is labeled ‘keep 
refrigerated,’ that's a warning that 
not all the bacteria have been in- 
hibited or destroyed,” Kantor ex- 
plains. “Refrigeration is neces- 
sary to keep the food safe to eat.” 

Contrary to popular belief, 
smoking of meats such as turkey 
and hams doesn’t eliminate the 
need for refrigeration. These items 
are smoked for flavor, not preser- 
vation. 

Country hams are a different 
story. With their high salt content 
and dryness, they are safe at room 
temperature because bacteria 
can't grow on them. 

Other gift foods — canned meats, 
vacuum-packed steaks, sausage 
and cheese assortments, for exam- 
ple — may or may not need re- 
frigeration depending on how they 
are processed. 

“Some canned meat products 
are heated to 250F, just like vege- 
tables and other canned goods,” 
says Robert A. Savage, a food tech- 
nologist with the Processed Prod- 
ucts division of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (USDA). 
“This effectively sterilizes them so 
they are shelf-stable. But some 
canned hams receive only a mild 
heat treatment after canning and 
therefore are not commercially 
Sterile. These hams must be re- 
frigerated (before and after the 
can is opened).” 

Vacuum packaging, while in- 
hibiting the growth of spoilage bac- 
teria, encourages other organisms 
like Clostridium botulinum that 
thrive on low-oxygen conditions. 
(Clostridium botullnum produces a 
toxin that can cause botulism, a 
sometimes fatal form of food 
Poisoning.) 

“‘Vacuum-packed steaks are as 
perishable as raw chicken and 
should be treated in the same 
way,” says Savage. 

Some sausages and cheeses in 
gift assortments don’t need 
refrigeration. They are shelf-sta- 
ble due to brining, drying and, 
sometimes, preservatives. 

To help consumers store meat 
and dairy gifts safely, USDA has 
prepared the following chart. 

Food Gifts: How to Store Them, 
How Long They'll Last. 

Cans or Jars of Meat — Refri- 
gerate if so labeled; otherwise, 
shelf-stable 2-5 years. After open- 


ing, store in refrigerator up to a 
week. 

Cheese, Processed or Hard — 
Safe at room temperature, but re- 
frigeration prolongs quality. (Soft 
cheeses, such as brie, must be re- 
frigerated at all times. ) 

“Cook-Before-Eating’’ Ham — 
Refrigerate up to 1 week. After 
cooking, refrigerate up to 5 days. 

Country Ham — Shelf-stable 1 
year if unsliced. Refrigerate 2 to3 
months if sliced. Once cooked, 
refrigerate 5-7 days.

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dings and other confections seldom 
pose health problems. 

“These products contain sugar, 
rum, spices and other ‘preserving’ 
elements that have been used since 
the Middle Ages,”’ says Kantor. 
‘They can be shipped and stored at 
room temperature. About the only 
thing you need to be concerned 
with is damage or breakage of the 
package, especially if it is glass or 
ceramic.” 

The one possible health hazard in 
the dessert category is cheese- 
cake. Because it includes fresh 
cream cheese, it must be kept cold 
to avoid spoilage. For this reason, 
vendors are advised to ship cheese- 


Advertised 
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cake frozen solid. Consumers 
should then refrigerate the cheese- 
cake upon receipt. 

If you have questions regarding 
the safety of food gifts, contact a 
home economics agent at your 
local Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice office. Phone numbers are in- 
cluded in county (and Baltimore 
city) listings in the blue pages of 
the telephone directory.

Sanitary District, Inc., in 
January concerned the control 
and responsibility of the sewer 
system in the Cherry Glade 
area.

Two Garrett County Families

lost neariy all of their posses- 
sions this past weekend when 
fires, both believed to be caused 
by overheated or faulty flues 
and both occurring within about 
nine hours of each other. ripped 
through their homes Saturday 
evening and early Sunday. 

Losing their home Saturday 
evening was the family of Den- 
nis and Renota Murphy and 
their four children, who resided 
along Bernard Road in Pleasant 
Valley.

Upon 
their arrival they found the 
center portion of the single- 
story trailer and wood-frame 
home fully involved in flames. 
They brought the blaze under 
control in about one-half hour 
and managed to save much of 
the structure, but most of the 
family's possessions were lost. 

Tom and Manetta Baker and 
their three children were 
visiting the Murphys when the 
fire was discovered. Mrs. Baker 
said that they smelled smoke 
earlier in the evening, but at 
first thought it was coal smoke 
from the furnace. “But thenit 
smelled more like wood smoke 
and when Renota went to in- 
vestigate, she found the entire 
ceiling in the bedroom on fire,” 
Mrs. Murphy said. ‘The kids 
were all playing in the base-

Completion Of 
Crellin Sewer 
Project Noted 


Dorothy Leuba, chairperson 
of the Garrett County Sanitary 
Commiasion, announced this 
week the completion of con- 
struction and final cost ac- 
counting of the Crellin Sewer 
Project, stating that the final 
grant reimbursement request 
has been forwarded to the 
Maryland Department of the 
Environment to close the con- 
struction portion of the project.

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Development To Take 16,741 Acres 
In County; Public Hearing Set 


Maryland Office of Planning 
Director Ronald M_ Kreitner 
recently released data which 
projects that Garrett County 
could lose up to 16,741 acres of 
farm and forest lands to 
development in the next 30 
years under present land-uae 
practices. 

According to the data, Gar- 
rett County has 420,903 acres, of 
which 13,396 are presently 
developed. The Office of Plan- 
ning projects an additional 8,516 
acres of farmland and 8,225 
acres of forest will be developed 
by the year 2020 unless the state 
and county change their growth 
management policies. 

Statewide, we anticipate a 
loss of more than 6%,000 acres 
of farms and forests in the next 
30 years. Since Maryland's 
formation in 1634, we've 
developed a total of nearly 1.1 
mullion acres,’ Kreitner said. 

‘Clearly, state and local 
government must work 
together to stop the destruction 
of farms and forests and start 
concentrating our growth in 
Suitable areas. Unmanaged 
growth wastes valuable land 
and damages the Chesapeake 
Bay,” he added.

Commissioners Voice Objections 
To State Growth Limit Report 


During the first day of 
business between newly elected 
Garrett County Commissioner 
Brenda S. Butscher and in 
cumbents Elwood L. Groves II 
and John G. Braskey, it was an- 
nounced this week that a letter 
has been sent to the chairman of 
the Governor's Commission on 
Growth, stating, ‘‘insufficient 
time has been allocated for in- 
put and response from the local 
level," in response to draft 
legislation issued recently 
limiting growth in Maryland. 

The letter then stated, We 
now find ourselves with less 
than 10 days with which to 
evaluate and comment on the 
most revolutionary changes to 

land use policies since their in- 
ception.” 

The letter cited the fact that 
many counties in the etate are 
currently undergoing a trans- 
ition period with newly elected 
county officials as one factor in 
the need for more evaluation 
time of the recommendations. 

Another main objection to the 
plan was voiced by Commis- 
sioner Groves, who stated. 

‘Many of the proposals are bas- 
ed on the assumption that all 
counties in Maryland have 
county-wide zoning, as well as 
various forms of subdivision or- 
dinances. As a matter of fact, 
Garrett County does not have 
either of these mechanisms in 
place.” 

Groves then stated that the 
“crux of the recommendation 
calls for severe curtailment or 
reduction on growth — especi- 
ally in the most sparsely 
populated county in the state, 
with the most rural areas and 
approximately 20 percent of our 
land mass owned by state or 
federal government.” 

The commissioners 
acknowledged that legitimate 
concerns have been addressed 
by the commission, but that 

‘we believe the commission is 


going too far too quickly,”’ said 
Groves. 

Commissioner Braskey 
Stated, ‘Basically, you're hav- 
ing the state. Big Brother. com- 
ing in here and telling you what 
you're going to do. If we're go- 
ing to be forced into county- 
wide zoning, I think we should 
at least have local input." 

Commissioner Butscher 
agreed, stating, “I think if 
we're going to have zoning, we 
need to do it by election districts 
and let those people tell us what 
kind of zoning they prefer.” 

A public hearing on the com- 
mission's recommendations is 
slated for Saturday, December 
15, in Annapolis. The letter is 
being submitted as testimony 
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ficient uae of the land which 
forces governments to spend 
large amounts of money to build 
roads, sewers and schools to 
serve small numbers of 
citizens. 

Sprawl development also 
damages the Chesapeake Bay 
because it removes from pro- 
ductivity farm and forest lands 
which serve as a buffer between 
the population and the bay 
Runoff from construction sites, 
fertilized lawns, streets and 
sidewalks, and other forms of 
pollution from spraw! all end up 
in the bay. 

Added to those problems are 
recent Office of Planning pro- 
jections which show an addi- 
tional one million people could 
be living in Maryland by 2020. 

To address these and other is- 
sues, Governor William Donald 
Schaefer appointed in October, 
1989 the 32-member Governor's 
Commission on Growth in the 
Chesapeake Bay Region. The 
commission, comprising busi- 
nessmen, environmentalists, 
private citizens, state, iocal and 
municipal representatives and 
members of the Maryland 
General Assembly, is to 
prepare for the governor an 
agenda aimed at managing 
growth in the state up through 
the year 2920 

On November 27 the commis- 
sion released a draft proposal 
outlining steps state and local 
governments could implement 
to better manage growth. 

A public information hearing 
on the commission's draft pro- 
posal is set for December I5 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. The 
hearing will be held in the Joint 
Legislative Hearing Room, 
Legislative Reference building, 
90 State Circle, Annapolis. 
Testimony at the hearing will 
be by appuintment. Individuals 
wishing to testify must contact 
the commission at (301) 225-4562 
by December 13. 

The commission is also 
seeking written comments from 
the public. All comments about 
the draft proposal should be

Adventure Sports Program At GCC 
And FSU To Be Available Soon 


Garrett Community College 
and Frostburg State University 
will soon offer a unique compre- 
henave program of studies ina 
new International Institute for 
Adventure Sports Education, 
according to officials from both 
Institutions. 

The Institute will feature 
academic degrees and certi- 
ficates, as well as non-credit 
training, licensing and certi- 
fication for safety. officiating 
and proficiency 

Adventure sports display 
charactenstics different from 
team sports. they can be rec- 
Teational or competitive; 
involve a degree of personal 
tsk from nature; are physi- 
cally challenging; and derive 
their challenge from nature and 
natural forces, not other 
competitors. They require 
adaptive problem solving 
throughout participation and 
are non-motonzed and occur in 
a natural outdoor setting. 

According to Dr. Ed Root. 
Dean of FSU’s School of Educa- 
tion, students seeking an aca- 
demic degree or certificate 
may enroll at either GCC or 
FSU. All academic students 
who enroll will receive 
Associate of Arts degrees from 
GCC and can then continue and 
receive Bachelor's degrees 
from FSU 

The heart of this program 
happens to be a group of 
courses we call ‘Adventure 
Sports,“ says Dr Root. That 
is compnsed of three different 
levels. There will be basic 
courses, which will include 
basic canoeing. basic kayaking. 
basic skiing, so that someone 
who doesn't have a lot of skills 
can get started.” 

The next level will take the 
student ‘through a higher level 
of proficiency. Then the student 
must get a higher level of skill 
in at least one of those sports 
areas, he says. 

Because the program ts 
totally cooperative, all credits 
taken at GCC will be transfer-

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A Major Loss... 


A major loss for Western Maryland was 
annoumed last week when Dr. Herb. Reinhard, 
president of Frostburg State University, announced 
his resignation from that post, effective January 20. 
His leaving, in our opinion, was precipitated not by 
wrongdoing on his part, but by the actions of a 
disgruntled, small minorty of faculty members and 
a couple of news reporters who misused the power of 
the press 

When Dr. Reinhard came to what was then 
Frostburg State College four and one-half years ago, 
the institution was in a somewhat stagnate state, 
where there was little desire for advancement, 
growth, and improvement. FSC was basically just 
another small, average college that had no 
particular claim to fame and little to attract 
students. 

However, we are convinced that no other 
institution of higher learning in the United States has 
made the giant steps forward that FSC, and now 
FSU, has made in the past four-plus years under 
Reinhard’s leadership. Frostburg State is now 
among the most respected small universities in the 
country, and has received national recognition in 
various publications. Enrollment, which was so 
Sluggish just five years ago, has grown so dra- 
matically that it has had to be capped the past 
several semesters. The quality of students, in terms 
of test scores, is also significantly higher. This turn- 
around certainly did not happen by chance. 

When Reinhard arrived at FSU, he made no 
bones about it that everyone involved, from faculty 
to custodial personnel, were going to have to knuckle 
down and work if they wanted to remain a part of the 
organization. Some faculty members, who 
thoroughly enjoyed their slow-paced, lazy work 
habits before Reinhard’s arrival, took an immediate 
disliking of him and probably vowed at that time to 
try to have him removed. 

As far as the media's involvement, we are not 
suggesting that stories printed in the Cumberland 
Times-News and the Baltimore Sun by two very 
aggressive reporters contained lies. We are 
suggesting, however, that they were very selective 
in what they decided to print and what they left out 
of print, information that would have covered the 
issue in a far more unbiased manner. 

After being lambasted by both Reinhard and 
some local elected officials who accused the Times- 
News of using ‘horrendously bad journalism,” the 
Times-News responded with a pair of editorials in 
their Sunday edition. Both pieces acknowledged 
Reinhard's contributions to FSU, but maintained 
that there was illegal, unethical behavior on his 
part, and that it was only through ‘good 
journalism” that these evil deeds were uncovered. 
They accused him of taking $10,000 from an estate 
earmarked for scholarships and putting it into his 
own discretionary fund. In fact, however, not only 
was that $10,000 NOT earmarked for scholarships, 
but it was also presented to the college totally 
unrestricted. In addition, before Reinhard so placed 
that money, he obtained approval from the Attorney 
General of Maryland. 

As for Foundation monies being used as political 
contributions, this was never Reinhard's intent. He 
made the decision that there are occasional 
politically affiliated events where it is important 
that the University is represented. We believe this to 
be true, and so do many other universities, such as 
the University of Maryland, where similar 
expenditures of Foundation funds have occurred. If 
it is wrong, then more specific guidelines stating 
such should be provided so similar mistakes do not 
occur in the future. 

The independent audit report of Reinhard’s 
actions is to be released today and we are certain 
that he will be exonerated of all charges. 

Then why did he resign, even before the release 
of the audit report? Because he was simply tired of 
the mistruths, harassment, innuendo, and negative 
press. Last week, after it appeared that he was going 
to be cleared of illegal and unethical conduct, the 
same faculty members then began to question his 

intent” in all of this. That was the final straw. He 
knew then that there was to be no end to the 
campaign. 

Western Maryland has lost an outstanding 
leader, all for the wrong reasons. And all of us in 
Western Maryland will suffer for it in the long run.

These lessons 
are so elementary for the holiday season and so vital They can 
help save some of those 23,000 lives lost in 1949 to drunk drivers 
They can help save some of the 500.000 injured people who in 1989 
fell victim to drunk drivers 

Why do these three ideas rarely work in practice” Probably for 
the following reasons When you offer to dnve a fmend who's had 
too much to drink home. it means they have to leave their car at 
your place. and that’s going to involve some tricky logistics get- 
ting back to your house and maybe some explaining to somebody 
else the next morning Secondly. taxis cost money, and in smaller

The Face Of AIDS

I have a friend who is dying. I have had friends die before, 
and I know there will be more. 

I am thirty-eight years old, and my fnends who have died and 
those who are to follow are my peers. How is it that someone of 
my age group could know so many young people who have died? 
It is because of AIDS. 

Now I live in an area relatively untouched by AIDS, but that 
will soon change. Just as it has changed the face of many cities, so 
it will change here. 

I grieve for my friends. That gnef is always with me like a 
dull ache. At other turnes, I howl and scream in pain. 

My frends are three thousand miles away. I doubt I will see 
them again. The other evening I spoke with my friend Robert on 
the telephone. It was the first anniversary of his partner's death. 
Santos had died on Gay Freedom Day. A good day to die — but not 
as Santos did and not at his age. 

The sadness of this anniversary was even more poignant be- 
cause as I spoke with Robert, it became eerily apparent that Ro- 
bert will soon die. 

I met Robert when I became his emotional support volunteer 
We would spend time together — good times and bad. I would try 
to be there for him. 

Robert and Santos had been together only six months when 
Santos received his death sentence — for that is what an AIDS 
diagnosis is: a death sentence The relationship was young. and 
Robert could have gotten out while the getting was good, but — as 
he confided in me — he had never known love before 

I met Robert when Santos had seven months yet to live. When 
Santos and I first met, his face was already ravaged by the lesions 
of Kaposis Sarcoma. He made an excuse to be in the room where | 
waited for Robert. Santos had his back turned to me, and with a 
dramatic flourish, he turned to allow me a full frontal view of his 
disfigured face. Carefully, he searched mine for traces of shock 
or revulsron. I passed the test. Sadly. I had seen the face of AIDS 
before 

One evening, Robert called and invited my husband and six- 
year-old son over for a barbeque My son still bore the marks of 
chicken pox and was self-conscious about being seen in public. I 
reassured him by preparing him with an account of Santos’ 
lesions 

I will never forget that meeting of the little boy with chicken 
pox and the young man dying with AIDS. Leo had dressed in his 
suit and slicked back his hair as was his custom when visiting. 
Santos appeared in his bedroom doorway, obviously having made 
an effort to be presentable on this now rare occasion of being out 
of bed. He painfully hobbled toward Leo, leaning heavily on his 
walking stick, With his hand outstretched, he said, “How do you 
do?" in a most dignified manner, and Leo, taking his hand, 
tesponded in kind. The moment was over, and I let out a deep 
breath. Leo had not drawn back in fear but had accepted Santos, 
lesions and all 

Leo knows more about AIDS than most adults. He still has 
questions, and when he asks, I attempt to answer them in a non- 
judgmental. factual manner. I see this as my duty. He will grow 
up ina world where AIDS is a fact of life. Just as I will provide for 
his educational and spiritual needs, I must now provide my son 
with the knowledge that will protect him against AIDS 

I know there is much fear surrounding AIDS. It is a fearful 
disease, and I can attest to the horrors of its unmerciful course, 
but I can also attest to the fact that my work with people touched 
by AIDS has been the best work I have so far done in my life. My 
memories are of such a quality that I feel regret that others have 
not had the same privilege 

Fear is a product of ignorance. Let us arm ourselves and our 
families mth knowledge. Compassion is a human virtue and one 
we should nurture in ourselves and our children. 

I don’t know how much longer Robert will live. Because he is 
still in a state of denial, I cannot openly discuss his impending 
death with him. My fear is that he will die alone and that I will not 
be there to help him — and that I will not know when he is gone 


mders have less than a 55% 
chance of ever returning to 
work. So, YOU the Tax Payer 
will carry the patient and fre- 
quently the patient's family. All 
because the rider did NOT wear 
a helmet! 

Many people wonder how this 
failure to reinstate the Helmet 
Law could happen: Police and 
fire teams who are the first on 
the scene and frequently re- 
move damaged, un-helmeted 
heads from the pavement; the 
ambulance and helicopter 
crews who race against time to 
the life-sustaining treatment of 
Shock Trauma; the doctors and

shock starting with the first 
knock on the door by a police 
Tepresentative and remain 
that way for days, weeks, 
months or frequently years, 
watching, waiting and hoping, 
for the damage that could have 
been prevented to be repaired! 

The Maryland Head Injury 
Foundation has a two-fold mis- 
sion, (1) to improve the lives of 
head injury victims and (2) 
prevention of head injury. As an 
effective measure for pre- 
vention of head injury, we sup-

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Christmas And Candlelight

“From the church on the corner 
Comes the song of Bethlehem, 
and of angels’ voices singing 
‘Peace on Earth Goodwill to Men.” " 

These lines are taken from a poem about window shopping on 
the main street of a small town when all the stores are closed and 
the only sound is the carols emanating from the church on the 
corner. They came to mind the other evening as the snow covered 
the street and the choir at St. Paul's United Methodist Church on 
the corner of Fourth and Oak Streets, Oakland. could be heard 
rehearsing for the 47th Annual Candlelight Service, set for the 
16th of December 

How did this Christmas tradition — almost half a century old 
— begin? 

It was December 1943 — the country was at war — and 
Elisabeth Thayer, then choir director at St. Paul's Methodist 
Episcopal Church, decided to hold a special service the week 
preceding Christmas — a service of inspiration and hope, as a 
warring world sought ‘Peace on Earth — Goodwill to Men.” It 
would be an evening of special music by the choir and the reading 
from the Scriptures of the beautiful story of the very first 
Chnstmas. 

And there were inthe same country shepherds abiding inthe 
fields keeping watch over their flocks by night 

Judge Fred Thayer was a small boy and remembers very 
clearly helping with the special decorations that were an integral 
part of the service. He recalls how he climbed the tall ladder to fix 
greens over the altar. To a small boy that was a very tall ladder 
There were always candles in every window of the sanctuary 
Now they are the large candles in beds of green — then they were 
blocks of oak (naturally, in this town) with holes bored to hold the 
candles and it was Fred's job to secure those candles in place 

In 1963 under the direction of Dorothy Leighton, specific 
themes for the services were instituted. The church was 
decorated to emphasize the theme and the bulletin covers were 
chosen to conform. There have been such themes as: “Chnstmas 
Folk Songs of America’ traditional music of the Amencan 

Indian, the Negro spirituals and Mexican songs; ‘Carols of the 
Old South,” “Christmas Music of Amencan Compusers,”’ The 
Chnstmas Story in Hymns. among others. In 1976 — 
Bicentennial year — the theme was patriotically American and 
there was a scrapbook on the altar containing a portion of a flag 
carried by (George Washington's men when they crossed the 
Delaware Handel's “Messiah” was presented in 1963 and 1977. In 
1979, St. Paul's inaugurated the Christnon tree with ornaments 
made by the women of the church. The altar was decorated witha 
huge ichthus or ‘‘sign of the fish.’ the secret sign used by early 
Chnstians to identify themselves 

Julius Littman was organist at the beginning services, 
followed by Margaret Feather in 1963, and now Dr David Sheets 
Choir directors have been Flisabeth Thayer, Dorothy leighton, 
Anne Bell, Diana Custer Marks. and currently, Carolyn lanibert 
Wilt. Familiar names which are included in this year's program 
appear on the old programs — Ethel Rae Snyder. whose husband 
and children were also part of the program, the entire Leighton 
family. Anne Bell, Merritt Feather, Carolyn Lambert Wilt, and 
others 

The programs were a montage of the changing times Earlier 
on, all the women were listed as ‘Mrs. Herbert leighton,’ ‘Mrs 
Jay Bell,” etc., and as the years marched on it was Mrs. Dorothy 
Leighton, Mrs Anne Hell — and then even the Mrs" was 
dropped 

The entire 47 years of this traditional service is a history in 
itself. and now we have «ome full circle The world was at war in 
1943 and today it is on the brink of war. On those same desert 
sands traversed by three kings in search of a savior, a mighty 
arniy stands ready to kill on command It is hoped that this 
simple service will inspire and strengthen our resolve and that 
maybe, just maybe, we can truly hear the angel song 

‘Glory To God in the Highest — and on Earth Peace — 
(,oodwill to Men.”’ 
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REMEMBER MARYLANDERS IN THE GULF THIS HOLIDAY

The holiday season is here, which means a lot of you will be 
busy with parties, shopping. and thinking up New Year’s 
resolutions. It's a happy time, to enjoy friends and families, and 
to think about whether the year has been good to us. 

But as you prepare for the holidays, I hope you will take a 
minute to think about the brave Marylanders — men and women 
— who are in the Persian Gulf or getting ready to head to that 
troubled part of the world. While the threat of war seems so far 
away from us here in Maryland, many families this holiday 
season will be missing loved ones who have an important job to 
do. 

I support President Bush's decision to activate Operation 
Desert Shield, and I think it's important that the United States 
maintain a strong presence — and strong defense — in the 
Persian Gulf. I went to a send-off ceremony for a National Guard 
unit in Towson, and it made me so proud to see those Marylanders 
serving their country. 

Maryland is well-represented in the Gulf. About 1,500 
members of the Maryland National Guard and Marylanders in 
the reserves from all five branches of the military have been 
activited. Thousands of other Marylanders active in the Army, 
Marines, Navy, Air Force and Coast Guard are standing shoulder 
to shoulder to keep us out of harm’s way. 

In my last column, I asked Marylanders to remember the less 
fortunate during the holiday season. This week, I'm asking 
something else — remember those who are protecting America's 
interests in the Middle East. The response from Marylanders has 
been overwhelming, but we don’t plan to let up — or forget the 
families who remain behind. 

Since the first group of Marylanders left for the Gulf, showing 
support for our service members has been a group effort. 
Everyone has had a hand: business, private citizens, school 
children, community groups, and the news media have worked 
together to show our armed forces that we are thinking of them, 
especially during the holidays. 

Maryland employers are showing support for their workers 
called to active duty. I hope they will keep up that support as the 
Gulf tensions continue. 

State government has tried to do its part as well, extending 
health insurance for families of state employees called to the Gulf 
and setting up assistance centers to help with any problems at 
home. 

In December and January, state employees are sponsoring a 
program called ‘‘Care Enough to Share."’ We'll have donation 
boxes at all state office buildings, where we hope to collect 
thousands of items to send to the Gulf. We're gathering 
everything from lip balm and toothpaste to snacks and playing 
cards, and the shipments will be delivered in January for all U.S. 
military personnel to share — not just Marylanders. Fach of the 
packages will have a ‘Maryland With Pride” circular, to explain 
how the gifts were collected 

As you celebrate the holidays with your family and loved 
ones, I hope each of you will remember our brave troops — not 
just now, but throughout the coming year and until every 
Marylander returns home 

But I'll also ask you to consider this: if you know a military 
family who will celebrate the holidays alone this year, make a 
point to invite them over or arrange to visit mth them. Ask them 
to join you for a holiday party or a religious service. There are 
many ways to say, 'We care."

fort to ‘balance out the in- 
terests’’ of all public land uses 
and concerns. 

Bolton noted the ‘‘conflict of 
Interest” that appears to exist 
within DNR (charged with the 
Management of state-owned 
land) is a result of ‘pressures to 
meet budgetary goals,” ex- 
plaining that DNR derives 
revenue from all timber cut on 
the land. 

He also questioned the ade- 
quacy of the current regulations 
covering those cuts, whether or 
not they are actually enforced, 
and the possibility of adopting 
new regulations, if necessary. 

Warren Groves, regional 
silviculturist with DNR, 
responded to those concerns by 
stating that DNR does have a 


‘penalizing action” in place to 
deal with loggers who perform 


improperly. “They can 
blackball those loggers, but 
they never have,” the said, ad- 


ding that performance bonds 
have occasionally been taken 
away from loggers. 

Groves then stated that ‘a lot 
of changes” have recently been 
taking place because of more 
attention to sensitive areas, 
such as wetlands and buffer 
zones. 

“We are trying to get more 
refined each year with en- 
vironmental concerns,” he 
said. 

John Forman, who represents 
several groups, such as the 
Maryland Forest Association, 
the Garrett County Forestry 
Board and the Aliegany-Garrett 
Sportsman Club, added that any 
logging operation must first ob- 
tain a permit and must then 
abide by sediment erosion and

YOUR CHRISTMAS TREE 

The Christmas tree — a sight that brings joy and excited 
anticipation to the children. A symbol of peace and hope to 
everyone throughout the nation dunng this holiday season. 

Our tradition of decorating a tree with lights and ornaments 
dates back to the Revolutionary War. It was during this time that 
the Hessian troops hired by the British and homesick for their 
German homeland, decorated native American pines to remind 
themselves of their homes and families. The evergreen has beena 
symbol of the Christmas season since the European middle ages, 
and lighted and decorated trees have adorned Christmas 
celebrations in Germany since the days of Martin Luther 


(1485-1546). 


Each December Americans take home an evergreen to 
decorate with tinsels, ornaments, candy canes and lights to be 
used as the center piece of the holiday season celebrations Many 
people still cut their trees in the wild forest, though more and 
more the trees we use are coming from cultivated Christmas tree 
farms and are sold at a retail lot in residential areas. 

When you visit the local retail lot, you will of course be 
looking for a good tree, one that is fresh and appealing to the 
senses. The size, shape and kind of tree is determined by personal 
preference and the space the tree will occupy — but a fresh tree is 
something we are all looking for. Here are some simple tipe that 
Ernie Metz, Project Forester for Garrett County, has suggested 
will help you determine if a tree is fresh: 

—Bend a needle on the tree. If it is resilient, the tree is fresh. 

—Bump the base of the tree hard on the ground. If no needles 
fall off, the tree is fresh. ‘Spruce do not retain their needles well. 
In their case, it is not a reflection of freshness). 

—Feel the bottom of the stump. If it is sappy and moist, it is 


fresh. 


Buying a Christmas tree that passes these three tests will 
help assure that you are buying a fresh tree, one that will not 
prematurely drop its needles, and has the strength to carry your 
ornaments and lights without undue fear of breaking or catching 


fire.

water resources regulations. 

He noted. though, that en 
vironmental violations by log- 
gers are enforced only if a com- 
plaint is made, adding that the 
area currently employs only 
one inspector from the 
Maryland Department of the 
Environment. 

Forman reminded the group 
that DNR is presently three 
years and 10 million board feet 
behind schedule in its projected 
five-year plan for harvesting. 
**At present values,’’ he said, 
‘that amount would have 
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meant an approximate $2 
million in revenue for DNR, 28 
percent of which would have 
gone into the county coffers.” 

“If we're going to make a 
plan, then let's stick to it,” he 
said, adding, ‘Timber is a 
renewable resource, not a finite 
one.” 

Forman concluded his 
statements by noting that he 
does advocate citizen input into 
forest management 

A few representatives of the 
logging and tree farm in- 
dustries, however, expressed 

concern that they have been 
‘under attack’’ by those 
representing environmental 
concerns. One logger stated. 
“Why can't they just leave us 
alone?’ He added, ‘Let's start 
charging these people to use our 
forests.” 

That logger also suggested to 
Delegate Edwards that 
revenues from timber sales be 
used to spray the remaining 
trees for gypsy moth control. 

Delegate Edwards reported 
that Garrett County has chang- 
ed the way it mines to better ac- 
commodate environmental con- 
cerns and that similar changes 
would also be taking place in 
the logging industry. “I support 
a multi-use forest,”” he said, 
noting that communication bet- 
ween the various disciplines 
was ‘starting to flow.” 

We're trying to provide 
everyone with the opportunity 
to use state land,” he conclud- 
ed. 

Md. Growth Limit 
Recommendations 

Garrett County Property 
Owners Association President 
John Hinebaugh raised con- 
cerns regarding the recent 
report by the Governor's Com- 
mission On Growth, stating 
that, under the draft legislation, 
zoning would be required in all 
Maryland counties. That would, 
in turn, result in 73 percent of 
the land in Garrett County be- 
ing designated as ‘‘a sensitive 
or rural area, allowing only one 
dwelling per twenty acres,” 
stated Hinebaugh 

“That would be a catas- 
trophy,”’ stated Hinebaugh. 

Hinebaugh then proposed that 
Edwards and Hafer consider 
seeking exemptions for Garrett 
County in the plan, stating. 
“Garrett County should be ex- 
cluded or the act should be 
drastically changed.” 

Edwards stated that he has 
requested that the Garrett 
County Planning Commission 
make recommendations that 
the draft legislation be 
modified. “If the bill goes in, it 

will be almost impossible to ex- 


empt Garrett County”’ he said. 

Edwards then added, "Rural 
areas will end up getting the 
shaft’

State assessments of the 
environmental problems facing 
Garrett and Allegany Counties 
will be the focus of a presen- 
tation to CARE (Concerned 
Area Residents for the Environ- 
tment) at its meeting on Mon- 
day, December 17 

The presentation will be 
made by Douglas Oxford, who 
teaches ecology at Southern 
liigh School and who attended 
an intensive program last 
summer on state-wide and 
Western Maryland environ- 
mental problems. Beginning 
with four days at Appalachian 
Environmental Laboratory at 
Frostburg State University and 
ending with a number of days 
on research vessels in the 
Chesapeake Bay, Oxford was 
one of 23 teachers from across 
the state who participated in the 
course. The program is in re- 
sponse to a state law requiring 
that each county have teachers 
trained in environmental prob- 
lems. Since the state is the 
leader in this venture, all of the 
environmental leaders at the 
state level, and those in aca- 
demic and research environ- 
mental fields were presenters 
of the material. 

The highly intensive course 
included 54 field trips in 21 days 
and provided an ideal oppor- 
tunity to overview the problems 
unique to Western Maryland 
and those common throughout 
the state. ‘Oxford's reporting 
of the problems in Garrett and 
Allegany Counties as seen by 
the experts will provide an 
informational base for CARE to 
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determine its agenda and 
course of action for the foresee- 
able future,"" according to a 
CARE spokesperson 

In addition, there will be a 
discussion of environmental 
initiatives to be presented at the 
Next session of the Maryland 
legislature and of environ- 
mental issues discussed at the 
recent open meeting held by 
District 1-A Delegate George C.

1 teaspoon salt 
1 package active dry yeast 
1/2 cup warm water 
le 
t/2 cup milk 
1 cup chopped mixed candied fruits 
Thin Confectioners’ Sugar Frosting 
Red candied cherries 
Pecan halves 
Sliced green candied pineapple 

Cream 1/4 cup each butter and sugar, then add lemon 
rind and almondsand mix well, set aside. In large bowl, mix 
remaining sugar, the flour and salt. Add remaining 1/2 cup 
butter and work in with fingers or pastry blender as for 
piecrust. Soften yeast in the warm water and add to flour 
mixture. Beat egg with the milk and add mixture. Beat well 
with wooden spoon and turn into lightly greased bowl. 
Cover tightly with sheet of plastic wrap and refrigerate at 
least 4 hours or overnight. Punch down, then roll dough on 
lightly floured board to a 14”x10" rectangle. Sprinkle butter- 
sugar mixture evenly over dough; then spread evenly with 
chopped mixed candied fruits. Roll up from long side as for 
jelly roll and seal edges by pinching together. Put, sealed 
edge down, in ring on lightly greased baking sheet. Seal 
ends together firmly. With scissors or sharp knife, cut 
through ring from edge to center about three quarters of 
the way, making a cut every 3”. Set a greased custard cup 
in center. Cover and let rise in warm place about 45 
minutes. Bake in preheated 350F oven about 30 minutes. 
Cool on wire rack. Then put on serving plate and decorate 
with frosting, candied cherries, pecan halves and candied 
pineapple. If desired, set a nondrip candle in center of ring. 
Thin Confectioners Sugar Frosting: 

Add 1 to 2 tablespoons hot milk a little at a time to 1 cup 
confectioners’ sugar, stirring to blend thoroughly, until 
mixture is of thin spreading consistency. Add 1/2 teaspoon 
vanilla extract and mix well. 


HOLIDAY BRFADS 

4 -4 1/2 cups all purpose flour 
1/4 cup sugar 
1 1/2 teaspoons salt 
2 packages active dry yeast 
1/2 cup butter or margarine 
1 1/3 cups milk 
1 egg. slightly beaten 
1 tablespoon sesame seeds 
18 unblanched almonds 
1 tablespoon raisins 

In large bow! of electric mixer thoroughly blend 2 cups 
flour, the sugar, salt and yeast. Melt butter in saucepan, add 
milk and heat until very warm (120F.). Gradually add to 
dry ingredients and beat at medium speed 2 minutes, 
scraping bowl occasionally. Add 1 cup flour and beat at 
medium speed 2 minutes. Stir in enough of remaining flour 
to make a soft dough. Turn out on lightly floured surface 
and knead until smooth and elastic (about 10 minutes). 
Place in greased bowl, turning to grease top. Cover and let 
rise in warm place free from drafts until doubled in bulk 
(about 1 1/2 hours). Punch down and knead on lightly 
floured surface until smooth and elastic. Divide in half and 
pat or roll one half to a7 1/2’ circle. Put on greased baking 
sheet. Divide remaining half in 3 equal pieces. Shape each 
into 3/4" rope, braid ropes, then shape in circle, pinching 
ends together. Put on greased baking sheet. Let breads rise 
in warm place until light (about 30 minutes). Brush both 
with egg and sprinkle braid with sesame seeds. On round 
bread, press almonds and raisins firmly into dough in any 
desired pattern, then brush again with egg. Bake both in 
preheated 350F. oven 15 to 20 minutes, or until golden. 
Remove to racks to cool. Best served freshly baked, or store 
airtight in cool place about 1 week. Can be frozen up to 3 
months. 
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HOLIDAY COFFEECAKE 
2 packages active dry yeast 
1 cup warm water 
4 cups all purpose flour 
S eggs 
1/2 cup sugar 
2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 cup butter or margarine, softened 
Vanilla Frosting 
Red candied cherries 
Thin strips of angelica 

Sprinkle yeast into water, let stand a few minutes. Then 
stir until dissolved. Add 1 cup flour and beat until smooth 
with rotary or electric beater. Add eggs, one at a time, 
beating thoroughly with spoon after each addition. Beat in 
remaining flour, the sugar, lemon rind and salt. Cover and 
let rise in a warm place 45 minutes. Add butter a small 
amountat atime, beating after each addition until blended. 
Pour into well greased 3-quart bundt pan and let stand 10 
minutes. Bake in preheated moderate oven (375F.)35 to 40 
minutes. Let stand 5 minutes. Then turn out on rack to 
cool. When cold, spread with frosting and decorate with 
cherries and strips of angelica. 

Vanilla Frosting: 

Cream 1/4 cup soft butter or margarine, 1/4 teaspoon 
salt and 1 teaspoon vanilla extract. add 3 cups sifted confec- 
tioners’ sugar alternately with 1 unbeaten egg white, beat- 
ing after each addition. Add enough milk to make frosting 
of spreading consistency. 


HOLIDAY COFFEE WREATHS 
6 cups all purpose flour, lightly spooned into cup 
1/2 cup granulated sugar 
1 teaspoon aalt 
3 packages active dry yeast 
1/2 cup butter or margarine, softened 
I cup hot water 
4 eggs. 3 at room temperature 
Confectioners’ sugar 
Red or green candied pineapple and cherries 
Prepare Filling and set aside while making dough. To 
make dough, measure flour onto a piece of waxed paper. In 
large bowl of electric mixer, combine 2 cupsof the flour, the 
granulated sugar, salt, yeast and butter. Gradually add the 
hot water (120F. to 130F.) and beat, scraping bowl occa- 
sionally, 2 minutes. Add 3 eggs and 1/2 cup flour. Beat at 
high speed, scraping bowl occasionally, 2 minutes. Stir in 
enough of remaining flour to make a soft dough. Turn out 
on lightly floured board and knead 5 minutes, or until 
smooth and elastic. Divide dough in half and shape each 
halfin around ball. Roll one ball toa 16” circle. With pastry 
wheel or sharp knife, cut circle in 12 triangles. Using half 
the filling, put about 1 teaspoonful on each triangle. Roll up 
to form crescents, starting at base of triangle. Bring two 
ends of each crescent toward each other and pinch. Repeat 
with remaining half of dough. When ready to bake, arrange 
each 12 crescents with sides touching on baking sheet in 
shape of wreath. Cover lightly, (thaw, if frozen) and let rise 
in warm place free from drafts 2 hours, or until doubled. 
Brush with remaining egg, beaten, and bake in preheated 
moderate oven (375F) 20 to 25 minutes. Loosen with spat- 
ula and remove to racks to cool. Sift confectioners’ sugar 
over top and decorate with fruits as desired 
Note: May be frozen as follows. Arrange crescents side 
by side on baking sheet, cover loosely with foil and freeze 
until firm. Remove from sheet, divide into 2 freezer bags 
and store in freezer for up to 4 weeks. When desired 
remove from freezer and follow directions to form wreaths 
and bake, or remove one bag of pastries from freezer early 
in morning, arrange on baking sheets, thaw and proceed as 
directed. Bake remaining pastries later as desired 
Filling: 
Cream 1/4 cup softened butter or margarine. add3/4 cup 
confectioners’ sugar, 2 teaspoons grated orange rind and 3/ 


4 cup finely chopped pecans, walnuts, filberts or almonds. 
Mix well.

I've been to the well at Sychar 
several times. The picture of it ts 
fixed very well in my memory 
Not because the place is remark - 
able in its appearance or its set- 
ting—just a dusty street Inke 
manv others throughout the Holy 
Land. 

But the current appearance of 
this street, the well and its shrine 
is deceptive, obscuring the dra- 
mate event that look place there 
The writer himself underplays 
thes event, but in these simple 
verses there is spiritual dynamite 
that breaks down some very for- 
midable walls. 

“Give meadrink,’’ Jesus says 
to the woman, and the first wall 
is struck a fatal blow. No rabbr 
would dare to speak to any woman 
in public, let alone a woman with 
an unsavory reputation. Didn't 
he realize what trouble this en- 
counter could bring him? Ap- 
parently he did. but it did not 
matter. The wall did not belong 
there, so he broke it down. 


UNTOUCHABLES 

The second wall was even high- 
er and thicker. ‘‘The Samaritan 
woman said to him, ‘How is it 
that you, a Jew, ask a drink of 
me, a woman of Samaria?'"' 
John understates the case: *‘For 
Jews have no dealings with Sa- 
maritans.** It was not just a mal- 


them or of old scores to settle The 
Jews regarded the Samaritans as 
heretics and they took every op- 
portunity to display ther con- 
tempt Jesus knew all that, but 
this was another wall that ought 
not to be there and he destroyed 
it, loo 

“Go, call your husband, and 
come here,"' he tells her. When 
she answers that she has no hus- 
band, he startles her by saying, 
“You are right...for you have had 
five husbands, and he whom you 
now have is not your husband..."’ 
Apparently, like some of us, the 
woman decided that when you're 
trapped, it's time to ask a religious 
question! Which ts the right place 
to worship: Mt. Gerizim or 
Mount Zion? You're a prophet, 
so who's right: the Samaritans 
or the Jews 


NO MORE WALLS 

Instead of haggling with the 
woman, Jesus reveals what is this 
“hving water’’ which he had told 
her he could give her: direct ac- 
cess to God, who Is spirit and not 
limited to either material things 
or human speculations. Access to 
God is available to all who turn 
to him ‘*in spiret and truth.’’ 
Neither her status as awoman, a 
Samaritan, nor a notorious sin- 
ner can keep her from God if 
she willturntohim. 

Forgetting the barriers that 
once separated them, she shares 
the good news with her neigh- 
bors so that ‘they asked him to 
stay withthem."' And, inasense, 
that's what all of us need to do— 
toask himtosiay with us until we 
loo can say: ‘It is no longer be- 
cause of your words that we be- 
lieve, for we have heard for our- 
selves, and we know that this is 
indeed the Savior of the world.""

Q: What did Julius LaRo- 
sa do so bad on The Arthur 
Godfrey Show that warranted 
his being fired while oa the 
air? It happened on Oct. 19, 
1953. —Kevie Brehm, Atas- 
cadero, Calif. 

A: Julius LaRosa was in 
the Navy when Godfrey first 
heard him sing. Impressed, 
he promised LaRosaajobon 
his show when he left the 
Navy. By the spring of 1952, 
LaRosa was a regular, and a 
popular one. His television 
exposure helped him launch 
a recording career. By the 
middle of 1953, LaRosa’s 
fan mail outstnpped God- 
frey's. Meanwhile, Godfrey 
had a hip operation. When 
he returned to the show, he 
felt some of his regulars had 
become lazy. The first of the 
last straws came when LaRo- 
$a missed a ballet lesson 
Godfrey had ordered for all 
the cast. Godfrey abruptly 
yanked LaRosa from the 
next day's broadcast. LaRo- 
$a, upset. hired an agent, and 
it was a known fact Godfrey 
never dealt with agents. On 
Monday, Oct. 19. 1953, 
Godfrey brought LaRosa on 
for the last spot on the 
Morning show. After in- 
nocuously asking whether 
LaRosa thought doing the 
show “was a pain in the 
neck.” he bade him do his 
song. At the conclusion of 
the number, Godfrey an- 
nounced. “That. folks, was 
Julie's swan song.” and 
closed the show

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Board Cuts Revenue Estimates By 
$353 Million, Cites Slow Economy 


The Maryland Board of 
Hevenue Estimates, consisting 
of State Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein (chairman), State 
Treasurer Lucille Maurer and 
State Budget Secretary Charles 
1.. Benton, met in Annapolis 
December 6 and informed 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer that state revenues 
are growing ‘extremely 
slowly.’’ Slowing consumer 
spending, a falloff in construc- 
tion activity, and a decline in 
employment projections caused 
the board to reduce its earlier 
estimate of general fund 
revenue by $353.2 million. 

The Board of Revenue Esti- 
mates last presented pro- 
jections in December 1989. At 
that time, it estimated fiscal 
year 1991 general fund revenue 
would total $6.3 billion. The 
board’s most recent projection 
reduced that estimate to $5.9 
billion. Fiscal year 1991 ends 
June 30, 1991. The board pro- 
jects fiscal year 1992 general 
fund revenue will total $6.3 bil- 
lion. 

Analyzing the national 
economic prospects, we found it 
necessary to reduce our esti- 
mates for individual and cor- 
poration income taxes, sales 


and use taxes, the tax on net 
earnings of financial 
institutions, the property 
transfer tax and interest on 
investments,’’ Comptroller 
Goldstein said. 

The $5.9 billion in general 
fund revenue expected for fiscal 
year 1991 represents a 3.5% 
growth over last year, while the 
$6.3 billion projected for fiscal 
year 1992 represents a 6.6% 
growth over the 1991 figure. 

In its analysis, the board pro- 
vided projections for specific 
state revenues, based on 
economic trends and changes in 
State law. 

Income Tax 

The board reduced its earlier 
estimate of net individual in- 
come tax revenue to the state 
for fiscal year 1991 by $116.6 
million to $3,019,277,000. 

Individual income tax projec- 
tions are being reduced because 
of a slowdown in the growth of 
Maryland personal income and 
employment. ‘This is critical 
because it directly affects the 
tax withheld by employers and 
submitted to the state, our 
largest source of income tax 
revenue,” Goldstein said. 

Adverse market conditions 
and the failure of the U.S. Con-

gress to enact new capital gains 
tax treatment will continue to 
encourage taxpayers to defer 
selling stocks, bonds and real 
estate, thereby reducuig Mary- 
land's tax revenue. 

The board projects fiscal year 
1992 individual income tax 
revenue to total $3,290,965,000 
These estimates are for the 
state income tax, exclusive of 
the local ‘‘piggyback"’ income 
tax. 

Corporation income taxes are 
expected to produce $131,858,000 
in net revenue for the general 
fund in fiscal year 1991, or $46.3 
million less than earlier pro- 
jected, because of the outlook 
for corporate profits. Corpora- 
tion income taxes are expected 
to produce $143,534,000 in net 
revenue for the general fund in 
fiscal year 1992. 


Sales & Use Tax 

The board stated that Mary- 
land sales and use tax revenue 
has grown slowly since March, 
1989. The months of January, 
October and November, 1990, 
each produced less sales and 
use tax revenue than the 
comparable months of 1989. 
“This is the first time we have 
experienced that kind of falloff 
in sales and use tax revenue,” 
Mr. Goldstein said. 

An actual decline in the con- 
struction-related categories of 
sales and use tax, combined 
with dramatically slower 
consumer spending are the rea- 
sons the board cut its earlier 
projections for fiscal year 1991 
sales and use tax revenue by 


$120.4 million, to $1,580,423,000. 
This represents a growth of only 
one-half of one percent over fis- 
cal year 1990. Citing a more 
favorable outlook for construc- 
tion, capital goods and con- 
sumer spending in fiscal year 
1992, the board projects a 6.5% 
growth in sales and use tax 
revenue, to $1,682,017,000.

the board includes franchises, 
excises and fees. The Board of 
Revenue Estimates reduced its 
earlier projections for these 
revenues by $78.5 million for 
fiscal year 1991 to $838,802,000 
Revenue estimates for interest 
on investments, business fran- 
chise taxes, death taxes, and 
property transfer taxes were 
reduced, reflecting lower 
earnings for financial institu- 
tions and the poor real estate 
market. For fiscal year 1992, 
franchises, excises and fees are 


expected to produce 
$850,335, 000. 
State Lottery 


The Board of Revenue Esti- 
mates increased its earlier pro- 
jection of state lottery revenue 
for fiscal year 1991 by $8.5 mil- 
lion, to $333,914.00, largely due 
to sales of the new “Winner 
Take All'’ and the implementa- 
tion of a weeknight, ‘Second 
Draw"’ lotto game. Maryland 
lottery revenues are expected 
to generate $325,471,000 for fis- 
cal year 1992. 


Transportation 

Aside from general fund rev- 
enues, the Board of Revenue 
Estimates also projects trans- 
portation revenues each year. 
Slumping motor vehicle sales 
and higher fuel prices are re- 
sulting in lower motor vehicle 
titling tax and motor vehicle 
fuel tax revenue. The board 
expects $954.7 million in 
transportation revenue for 
fiscal year 1991. Transportation 
revenues are projected to total 
$967.1 million for fiscal year 
1992. 

“We will continue to monitor 
all of these revenues and will 
give the governor any changes 
that may occur between now 
and the middle of March, when 
the legislature will be in session 
and will be considering the 
governor’s budget,”’ Goldstein 
said.

As part of its continued 
commitment to the nurses in 
Western Maryland, The Univer-

This series of courses 1s de- 
Signed for registered nurses 
who graduated from a nursing 
program before 1984 and are in- 
terested in working towards a 
Bachelor's degree in nursing. 
Previously available only to 
nurses who graduated pnor to 
1979, this transition course 
option has been expanded and 
has become a permanent part 
of the state-wide nursing 
education articulation plan. 

In-state nursing graduates 
after 1964 and out-of-state grad- 
uates become eligible for this 
option in 1992. Susan Coyle, RN, 
MS, an instructor for the 
University of Maryland School 
of Nursing and the local co- 
ordinator for the transition 
courses, encourages all 
interested registered nurses 
who quality to take advantage 
of this opportunity. 

The Nursing Concepts Transi- 
tion Course will be offered 
during the Spring 1991 semes- 
ter. This course requires three 
hours of classroom time per 
week for fifteen weeks; the 
course will be scheduled during 
evening hours, one evening per 
week. Course content includes a 
review of all body systems, an 
update on the use of the nursing 
process and nursing diagnosis. 
and a review of human growth 
and development. Course 
grades are determined on a 
pass/fail basis. 

In addition to the Nursing 
Concepts transition course, 
nurses eligible for this option 
will need to take the social 
sciences and the physical 
sciences transition courses. 
These courses will also be of- 
fered in Cumberland for suf- 
ficient numbers of enrollees

EMS Advisory Council To Address 
Shortage Of Emergency Technicians 


The Region I Emergency 
Medical Services Advisory 
Council and local ambulance 
services will co-sponsor com- 
munity meetings in Allegany 
and Garrett counties to assist in 
recruitment of new emergency 
medical technicians. Working 
with the Tri-Towns Ambulance 
& Rescue Service, Georges 
Creek Ambulance Service, 
Frostburg Area Ambulance 
Service, and Northern Garrett 
County Rescue Squad, the EMS 
Council hopes to alert citizens to 
the need of new emergency 
medical technicians. 

A recent study conducted by 
the Council pinpointed areas in 
Western Allegany County and 
Northern Garrett County where 
severe day-time manpower 
shortages result in delayed 
ambulance response to 
emergency situations. Am- 
bulance services in these areas 
are attempting to provide the 
best response possible, but with 
the limited manpower available 
during the day it is impossible 
to assure 100% coverage to 
accidents and sudden illness.

State Jobless 
Rate Unchanged, 
County’s Lower 


Maryland's unemployment 
rate remained unchanged in 
October at 4.5 percent for the 
fourth consecutive month, ac 
cording to the statistics re- 
leased by the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Economic and Employ- 
ment Development (DEED) 

The jobless rate in Garrett 
County dropped slightly from 
8.0 percent in September to 7.8 
percent in October. The rate for 
October of last year was 5.5 per- 
cent. 

Nationally, the jobless rate 
fell slightly from 5.5 percent in 
September to 5.4 percent in 
October while Maryland's un- 
employment rate continues to 
hold steady. 

Dunng October, the state 
labor force declined by 15,373 
people in Maryland from 
2,545,139 in September to 
2,529,766. Employment fell by 
15,443 people from 2,431,267 to 
2,415,824 while those un- 
employed increased by 70 from 
113,872 in September to 113,942. 
A decline in the labor force, not 
unusual at this time of year. 
was exaggerated by a larger 
than expected number of 
workers leaving the labor force 

Private sector payrolls in- 
dicated seasonal layoffs during 
October, especially in the trade 
and services industries. and 
less business activity in 
construction and real estate. 

In both the Baltimore metro- 
politan area and in Marvland’s 
D.C. suburbs, unemployment 
rates held steady at 4.9 percent 
and 3.6 percent, respectively. In 
Harford County, an additional 
185 jobless people increased 
joblessness from 4.0 percent to 
4.2 percent. 

In the Washington. DC 
suburban area, unemployment 
in Charles County rose from 3.0 
percent to 3.3 percent as layoffs 
occurred in the construction in- 
dustry. In Fredenck County, 
workers leaving the job market 
reduced unemployment from 
4.9 percent to 4.7 percent 

Although Garrett County's 
rate was lower, unemployment 
increased slightly in the 
Western Maryland region, from 
6.8 percent in September to 7.0 
percent in October 

On the Eastern Shore and in 
Southern Maryland, the unem- 
ployment rate increased from 
5.3 percent to 5.6 percent Wor- 
cester County's jobless rate. 
most affected by seasonal 
changes, rose from 4.5 percent 
in September to 7.4 percent in 
October. 

locally, unemployment rates 
in October ranged from a low of 
2.9 percent in Queen Anne's and 
Montgomery counties to a high 
of 7.8 percent in Garrett and 
Somerset counties

State Jobless 
Rate Unchanged, 
County’s Lower 


Maryland's unemployment 
rate remained unchanged in 
October at 4.5 percent for the 
fourth consecutive month, ac- 
cording to the statistics re- 
leased by the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Economic and Employ- 
ment Development : DEED). 

The jobless rate in Garrett 
County dropped slightly from 
8.0 percent in September to 7.8 
percent in October. The rate for 
October of last year was 5.5 per- 
cent 

Nationally, the jobless rate 
fell slightly from 5.5 percent in 
September to 5.4 percent in 
October while Maryland's un- 
employment rate continues to 
hold steady. 

During October, the state 
labor force declined by 15,373 
people in Maryland from 
2,545,139 in September to 
2,529,766. Employtnent fell by 
15,443 people from 2,431,267 to 
2,415,824 while those un- 
employed increased by 70 from 
113,872 in September to 113,942 
A decline in the labor force, not 
unusual at this time of year, 
was exaggerated by a larger 
than expected number of 
workers leaving the labor force 

Private sector payrolls in-

EMS Advisory Council To Address 
Shortage Of Emergency Technicians 


The Region I Emergency 
Medical Services Advisory 
Council and local ambulance 
services will co-sponsor com- 
munity meetings in Allegany 
and Garrett counties to assist in 
recruitment of new emergency 
medical technicians. Working 
with the Tri-Towns Ambulance 
& Rescue Service, Georges 
Creek Ambulance Service, 
Frostburg Area Ambulance 
Service, and Northern Garrett 
County Rescue Squad, the EMS 
Council hopes to alert citizens to 
the need of new emergency 
medical technicians. 

A recent study conducted by 
the Council pinpointed areas in 
Western Allegany County and 
Northern Garrett County where 
severe day-time manpower 
shortages result in delayed 
ambulance response to 
emergency situations. Am- 
bulance services in these areas 
are attempting to provide the 
best response possible, but with 
the limited manpower available 
during the day it is impossible 
to assure 100% coverage to 
accidents and sudden illness. 

Fran Pope, Council president, 
stated, ‘The goal of the com- 
munity meetings is to give a 
better understanding of the pro- 
blems to the citizens in areas 
experiencing these problems 
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and to recruit interested 
persons for EMT courses.” 

The community meetings will 
consist of a description of the 
problems associated with day- 
time EMT coverage, an ex- 
planation of the emergency 
medical technician training. 
and ways persons can become 
members of an ambulance ser- 
vice in their town. 

The first community meeting 
to be held will be for the 
Westernport area on December 
19 at 7 p.m. in the Westernport 
Senior Citizen Center.

State Jobless 
Rate Unchanged, 
County’s Lower 


Maryland's unemployment 
rate remained unchanged in 
October at 4.5 percent for the 
fourth consecutive month, ac- 
cording to the statistics re- 
leased by the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Economic and Employ- 
ment Development DEED) 

The jobless rate in Garrett 
County dropped slightly from 
8.0 percent in September to 7.8 
percent in October. The rate for 
October of last year was 5.5 per- 
cent. 

Nationally, the jobless rate 
fell slightly from 5.5 percent in 
September to 5.4 percent in 
October while Maryland's un- 
employment rate continues to 
hold steady. 

During October, the state 
labor force declined by 15,373 
people in Maryland from 
2,545,139 in September to 
2,529,766. Employment fell by 
15,443 people from 2,431,267 to 
2,415,824 while those un- 
employed increased by 70 from 
113,872 in September to 113,942. 
A decline in the labor force, not 
unusual at this time of year, 
was exaggerated by a larger 
than expected number of 
workers leaving the labor force. 

Pnrvate sector payrolls in- 
dicated seasonal layoffs during 
October, especially in the trade 
and services industries, and 
less business activity in 
construction and real estate. 

In both the Baltimore metro- 
politan area and in Maryland's 
D.C. suburbs, unemployment 
rates held steady at 4.9 percent 
and 3.6 percent, respectively. In 
Harford County, an additional 
18 jobless people increased 
joblessness from 4.0 percent to 
4.2 percent 

In the Washington, DC 
suburban area, unemployment 
in Charles County rose from 3.0 
percent to 3.3 percent as layoffs 
occurred in the construction in- 
dustry. In Fredenck County. 
workers leaving the job market 
reduced unemployment from 
4.9 percent to 4.7 percent 

Although Garrett County's 
rate was lower, unemployment 
increased slightly in the 
Western Maryland region, fmm 

6.8 percent in September to 7.0 
percent in October 

On the eastern Shore and in 
Southern Maryland, the unem- 
ployment rate increased from 
5.3 percent to 5.6 percent Wor- 
cester County's jobless rate. 
most affected by seasonal 
changes, rose from 4.5 percent 
in September to 7.4 percent in 
October. 

locally, unemployment rates 
in October ranged from a low of 
2.9 percent in Queen Anne's and 
Montgomery counties to a high 
of 7.8 percent in Garrett and 
Somerset counties

Fuet Prices? 

The $10 war premium went off crude oil late this week, 
dropping it to the mid-$20's per barrel. How long it remains there 
depends on how long war jitters are calmed. Wholesale gasoline 
prices declined to 65 cents per gallon, about the same as pre-Iraqi 
invasion. But, retail pump prices remained at $1.39 nationally 
Experts say retail pnces will decline, probably before Chnstmas. 
if it stays quiet in the Gulf. Diesel prices are sensitive to the 
weather at this time of year. So far, so good, with plentiful 
supplies and no cold weather shocks jolting heating oil. 

Cow Clipping is Important for Quality Milk Prodaction 

Clipping cows is one management practice which could stand 
more attention on many dairy farms. Many dairymen delay this 
chore until it is practically impossible to do a good job. Clipping 
plays a role in the production of a wholesome product. (lipping 1s 
a must if milk is to have low bactena and sediment counts. A 
recent survey found that 18% of milk samples obtained from 
retail outlets had an unclean flavor. Dirty cows contribute to this 
problem. Clipping can play a part in helping to control lice. When 
left uncontrolled, lice steal away profits. Lice are prevalent 
everywhere but go unnoticed on many dairy farms. Partial or 
complete clipping of the cow is a good lice control measure 
Clipping should be done in early fall before the hair grows long 
and manure and dirt packs accumulate Otherwise, manure 
cakes on flanks, thighs, and udders and becomes difficult to 
remove Besides, the milk ordinance and code of the U.S. Public 
Health Service states that flanks, bellies, and tails of all milking 
cows shall be free of visible dirt at the time of milking. Dr. Bob 
Peters recently sent me information on a technique demonstrated 
by a Vet at a recent National Dairy meeting on a quick and easy 
way of removing hair from the cows udder with a propane torch.

The fire marshal also 
strongly recommends that only 
decorations that are labeled or 
otherwise certified as being 
“flame resistant’ be used 
around the home or in busi- 
nesses.

commercially available fire 
retardant treatments are not 
appropriate or very effective 
for Christmas trees or other 
Christnas decorations such as 
wreaths and garlands 

Finally, as for commercial 
and institutional facilities, the 
Office of the State Fire Marshal 
will not allow ‘live’ or “fresh 
cut" trees in these facilities 
Only trees in a ‘‘balled’’ condi- 
tuon with roots protected by an 
earthened ball or artificial trees

House Gutted By

A Grantsville area house was 
gutted by fire of undetermined 


origin early Saturday, resulting 
in an estimated loas of $60,000, 
according to Guy Carala, fire 
investigator for Garrett and 
Allegany counties.

Placed on stand-by were the 
Accident and Salisbury, Pa., 
VFDs, while the county air 
cascade unit, currently housed 
at Bittinger VFD, and the Nor- 
thern Rescue Squad responded 
to the scene.

The recent decision of the 


Oakland Sewer Authority to 
charge additional fees to the 


reaidenta in the Cherry Glade 
Run area (which is located 
on Rt. 219 North, just out- 
side the Oakland town lim- 
its, and includes Mitchell 
Manor) has caused some 
conflict between represen- 
tatives for the Mayor and 
Town Council of Oakland 
and the Sanitary District, Inc. 

The problem concerning 
the area began in 1985 when 
additional building in the 
Mitchell Manor area caused 
a flow increase, and the 
Mayor and Town Council of 
that time asked that the 
service area be created. At 
the time of the creation of 
the system, the Sanitary 
District was given the au- 
thority by the town to charge 
the capital costs, and to notify 
users to hook on to the sys- 
tem. 

Because of apparent 
misunderstandings between 
the town and the Sanitary 
District, the actual control 
and responsibility of the 
Cherry Glade user area be- 
came the focal point of a 
disagreement between the 
two groups. The Mayor and 
Town Council requested that 
the Sanitary District aban-

evening without her boy 
friend because he was late 
Her plans included going to 
a nightclub which she de- 
scribed as “rough,” so she 
had placed her own regis- 
tered handgun in her purse 
for protection at the bar, 
which was something she did 
frequently. 

When Lawrence arrived 
home, and Crutchfield con- 
fronted him, asking where 
he had been, an argument 
ensued and escalated to 
physical violence. Crutchfield 
said Lawrence slapped her, 
kicked her, and then threat- 
ened her with a knife. At 
that moment, reportedly 
fearing for her life, Crutch- 
field reached for the hand- 
gun in her purse, cocked the 
gun, and shot Lawrence. She 
testified that she had only 
meant to stop him, and that 
she had aimed at his arm, 
but he moved at the last 
second, and was shot in the 
head. 

Crutchfield was origi- 
nally charged with first 
degree murder, second de- 
gree murder, and use of a 
handgun in the commission 
ofa felony. The first trial for 
the defendant ended in a 
mistrial, and the case was 
transferred to the Garrett 
County Circuit Court in the 
fall. 

At a hearing on Septem- 
ber 24, Crutchfield made an 
Alford plea of guilty to 
manslaughter to Judge 
Thayer. An Alford plea is 
when the defendant pleads 
guilty because she realizes 
that the court has enough 
evidence to convict her. Judge 
Thayer accepted the plea, and 
ordered a pre-sentence in- 
vestigation at that time 

The sentencing hearing 
took place on Dec. 12, at 
which time Thayer ordered 
Crutchfield to four years in 
prison. The term for man- 
slaughter can range from 
three to eight years. Thayer 
noted at the hearing that he 
realized Crutchfield was 
indeed a victim of battered 
wife syndrome, but he could 
not completely condone the 
taking of. another human life. 

Defense for Ms. Crutch- 
field was Benjamin Lipsitz. 
The defendant began her 
prison term on Dec. 12, ac-

In a separate case, Rich. 
ard B Pilkerton, 48, was 
found guilty by Judge Thayer 
of violation of probation at a 
Dec. 6 trial. The defendant 
pleaded not guilty to failure 
to pay costs, but the judge 
did not accept the plea. Pilk- 
erton had been originally 
sentenced on charges of theft 
and possession of maryuana, 
which stemmed from an 
February 1988 incident. 

Thayer ordered the re- 
imposition of the original 
sentence, which was three 
years in the Maryland De- 
partment of'Corrections for 
the theft charge and thirty 
days in the Garrett County 
Jail for the drug violation. 

Thayer then suspended 
all but 18 months of the 
sentence on the condition 
that Pilkerton make pay- 
ments of $100 per month on 
the balance of fines and 
courts costs, which is cur- 
rently $1,425, according to 
the court document. 

John R. Toston repre- 
sented Pilkerton in the case.

ist that are in need of repair or 
stabilization. The grant money 
will go to help stabilize the bank 
and the road bed and clean up 
the debris in the river bed 
(Crabtree Run), ‘‘both of which 
aggrevate each other,” said 
Groves. 

Groves continued, ‘Only 
about 24 homes are located 
along that road but the road 
connects two other major 
arteries — from Savage River 
to Rt. 495, and from the moun- 
taintop to Westvaco. Although 
the expense is greater than the 
normal amount we would spend 
on a single road, the problem 
must be addressed so we want 
to come up with the most effi- 
cient and effective way to do 
it.” 

Commissioner John G. 
Braskey stated that several 
residents of the Spring Lick 
Road met with the county com- 
missioners this week in regard 
to their concerns that the road 
might be closed. “We assured 
them it wouldn't be,’’ he said. 

However, stated Commis- 
sioner Brenda S. Butscher, 
“The road will be closed in the 
meantime to all through traffic. 
Only local traffic will be allow- 
ed until the repairs are made.” 

The road will also be marked 
with safety barriers at the most 
dangerous points 

It was also noted that the ac- 
ceptance of the grant is con- 
tingent on the county obtaining 
easement, or nght-of-ways, at 
the various sites. 

Heavily damaged by flooding 
in 1965, the road has since been 
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washing debris into Crabtree 
Run, a tnbutary of the Savage 
River, and the bank below the 
road is now In a ‘cavernous 
state,"’ according to Groves.

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muller as the result of a recent 
audit of the town. The bill is 
reported to be in excess of

THE CASH VALUE OF AN FDUCATION 
by Dr. Stephen Herman 
President, Garrett Community College 


I don't like to measure the value of an education in dollars and 
cents because an education is a gift for a lifetime and worth so 
muchmore than the income it generates. Nevertheless, education 
does have a cash value — much higher than many people know 

Recently published statistics on average monthly incomes 
show that the cash value of an associate degree is growing faster 
than the cash value associated with any other level of educational 


achievement. In 1984. the average high school dropout earned ap- 
proximately $400 a month or under $5.000 a year. In 1987. this fig- 
ure had nsen to about $5,500 annually an approximate nine per- 
cent increase, Since a full time employee working a regular 40 
hours per week at minimum wage would have earned over $7,000. 
I suspect that many high school dropcuts are not able to hold unin- 
terrupted full time employment 

Dunng the same three-year penod. the average salary of 
high school graduates rose by 8 6 percent from a little over $890 a 
month to a little under $900 a month or about $11,000 annually In 
other words, a high schoo! graduate can expect to earn about 
twice the income of a high school dropout 

Students who earned a vocational certificate earned over 
$1.000 a month in 1987. a 99 percent increase over their monthly 
salary in 1984 So a vocational certificate is worth over $1.000 per 
year in income above what the average high school graduate 
earns. 

In 19864, the average person graduating from a community 
college with an associate degree earned nearly $1,200 a month By 
1987, this amount jumped 22.7 percent — the highest increase in 
educational value — to under $1,500 a month, an annual salary of 
under $18,000 For every $2 a high school graduate earns, the 
average community college graduate will earn around $3. 

Dunng the same period, the value of a bachelor s degree in- 
creased by 188 percent. msing from approximately $1,500 in 
monthly salary to nearly $1,800 in monthly salary. or over $21 500 
annually 

If you consider that the average working life of a person will 
last approximately 45 years, the value of a college education be- 
comes a major factor in personal prospenty During their work- 
Ing lives, community college graduates will earn around a half 
million more dollars than a high school dropout and better than a 
quarter-million more dollars than a high school graduate Since 
retirement income often depends onthe amount of income earned 
dunng one’s lifetime, the actual value of the associate degree is 
usually much higher than estimated here 

But what about the cost? Is a higher education a good invest- 
ment” Take (4°C as an example GCC's associate degree can be 
used for vocational preparation or for transfer as a junior into a 
senior college like Frostburg State University GCC retains the 
lowest tuition rate in the state Since semester tuition remains 
under $500 for a full tame student. a (4C associate degree can still 
cot under $2,000 in tuition Balance this investment against the 
$270,000 payoff in additional income over the high school grad- 
uate The cash value of an education speaks for itself

Uther package requests and 
ideas are: cookies, hard 
candies, gum, nuts, beef jerky 
and shoe string potatoes (comes 
in cans), playing cards, maga- 
zines (Time and Newsweek) 
are great. oatmeal and peanut 
granola bars, soft toilet paper 
— any personal hygiene item — 
powdered drink mixes like 
Kool-aid, all-white tube socks, 
disposable cameras. Bibles, 
Paperback books, hand-held 
videos, suntan lotion 

Mosquitoes are now a prob- 
lem and Wesley has requested 
mosquito coils or sticks that you 
can burn «may be hard to find) 
Women in the area need face 
moistunzers and body creams, 
ithe air is very dry and can age 
your skin quickly if not pro- 
tected); deodorants, nail kits. 
yes. sanitary napkins, lipstick 
and toilet water 

What you can send will be 
very much appreciated 

Some “no-nos" — no maga- 
zines or books that show ex- 
posed female skinina revealing 
manner, no religious articles 
except the Bible. no aerosol or 
glass containers

During that June conversa- 
tion, the Monus were told not to 
return — that it was not safe. It 
was after that they learned they 
could not return because the 
airport and one major road had 
been closed by rebel soldiers. 
“They have taken over, so there 
is no way to leave or to enter the 
country,” said Gus. 

Gus explained that because 
the United States enjoys many 
freedoms, the present govern- 
ment considers anyone who has 
left Liberia and experienced 
those freedoms will then be a 
threat to the native people. 

‘They feel these kinds of ideas 
influence people to turn against 
their government.” 

During that June conversa- 
tion, a family member told Gus 
that friends — fellow ministers 
— had disappeared. ‘'We are 
afraid to go back,’ he said. 

He explained the history of 
the conflict in Liberia and the 
present situation, saying that 
Liberia (which means liberty) 
was so named because free 

slaves from the United States 
were allowed to leave America 
and were sent to Liberia in the 
early 1800's by then U.S. Presi- 
dent James Monroe (for which 
the capital city, Monrovia, is 
named). 

Gus noted that the slaves 
came to Liberia with the 
American culture. ‘‘English 
was the only language they 
knew so they never really liked 
to speak the native tongue of 
Liberia. They never identified 
themselves with the people, 
calling themselves ‘We The 
People of North America’ and 
wrote their own constitution,” 
he said, ‘‘which did not include 
the indigenous people.” 

‘That's the whole root of the 
long conflict,” he added, ‘‘but 
this particular conflict began 
last December after a ten-year 
period of rule by Samuel K. 
Doe.” 

Last December, Gus 
reported, Doe was captured and 
killed by rebel soldiers under 
the leadership of the present in- 
terim president, Dr. Amos 
Sawyer.

Gus paused for a moment and 
stated, ‘‘Liberia has been a 
very good country — even 
through this whole thing. 
Liberian people never liked any 
kind of conflict. We didn't really 
have a problem with the 
American/Liberian leadership 
until these soldiers overthrew 
the government. Liberians, by 
nature, are not rebellious peo- 
ple We believe in peace.” 

He continued, ‘When the in- 
digenous people took over ten 
years ago, it was worse than 
when the country was run by 
the independent (freed slaves) 
government.” 

When the Monus were asked 
how they receive any news out 
of Liberia, Gus replied that, 
lately, there has been no news 
because all international com- 
munications have been cut off, 
but before that they did get little 
bits of news through the British 
Broadcasting Company, the 
Voice of America and the

The Monus are in contact with

Hlunters Harvest 
3LSBTL Deer In 


Reeular Season 


Maryland's Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) this 
week released its preliminary 
deer kill count for Maryland's 
1990 firearms season. Bayed on 
initial tabulations reported 
from DNR’s statewide network 
of checking stations, hunters 
harvested 31,874 deer in the 
year’s seven-day gun season 
which ended December 1. Gar- 
rett County's total was 3,385 
with 1,729 killed on the first day. 

While the deer population has 
remained high throughout the 
state, the firearms season deer 
kill appears to be about 3.000 
short of last year's record har- 
vest of 33,855. The shortfall in 
the harvest began opening day 
when hunters bagged 15,48 
deer, about 2,500 fewer than the 
first day harvest in 1989 
Typically, about half of the fire- 
arms deer kil: occurs on the 
opening day of the season. 

‘Several factors may have 
contributed to the drop in this 
year's firearms harvest,’ said 
Joshua Sandt, supervisor of the 
forest game program for DNR’s 
Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service. “On opening day last 
year the ground was snow-cov- 
ered and hunting conditions 
were ideal This year weather 
conditions were not as favor- 
able. The first day was warm 
and windy. and the warm 
weather persisted for the first 
four days of the season. Neither 
hunters nor deer move about as 
much in warm weather,” he 
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FHA members gave homemade Christmas ornaments to the residents.

Users in the Cherry Glade

helicopter program operated by 
the State Police and coordi- 
nated with MIEMSS 

Two sociology students, Bill 
Crawford and Erica Carlson. 
Oakland, both of whom were 
previously involved in local 
EMS activities, interned with 
the Region I office 

Crawford, himself a cardiac 
rescue technician (CRT), con- 
ducted an extensive study 
surveying field providers in 
Region I His goal was to collect 
data to aid in addressing the 
problems of recruitment and re- 
tention of EMS personnel: he 
wanted to know who volun- 
teered to perform EMS duties 





















and why they volunteered. 

According to Kamsey. nearly 
95% of Region 1 field providers 
are volunteers. ~The infor- 
mation that the study came up 
with is extremely valuable,” 
Ramsev said Parts of the 
report were ‘published in the 
EMS newsletter” and ~we've 
sent it (the study) to five or six 
states’’ who requested it.

My main interest is EMS,” 
said Carlson, who hopes to do 
master’s work in sociology at 
West Virginia University. She is 
also a peer member of the 
Region I Critical Incident 
Stress Debriefing + CISD) 
team. 

lee Ross. FSU professor of 
psychology, is the Region I 
CISD regional coordinator and 
acting coordinator for Region 
II. Washington and Frederick 
counties. According to lee. this 
state-wide program of profes- 
sionals and peers, only the 
second In the nation, was estab- 
lished in 1986 to help enable 
field providers to cope with the 
stressful nature of their EMS 


work. “They deal with the 
wreckage in our lives,” Lee 
says of police, firefighters and 
EMS personnel. Studies show 
that more than 8% of emerg- 
ency personnel experience 
same emotional or physical re- 
action after responding to a 
critical incident 

The CISD team is of service 
“to them when it's hard for 
them’ The objective, according 
to Lee, is to “take people who 
have been through a bad situ- 
ation and get them back on line 
so they can go back out and do 
the job they need to do and want 
to do.’ According to Ramsey, 
confidential sessions are set up 
between the members of the 
debriefing team and emergency 
workers to talk about the call 
and work through their emo- 
tions and reactions. 

lee says that after talking 
about their experiences, 
emergency workers find them- 
selves much better able to 
return to their work 

Dunng a sabbatical leave 
from the University, lee wrote 
the state’s CISD training pro- 
gram. He is also helping estab- 
lish similar programs in neigh- 
boring West Virginia. 

To prepare for this work, he 
went through the same EMT 
training as field providers and 
annually ndes with an ambu- 
lance squad. a fire department 
and state police. 

The Region I CISD team 1s 
made up of four mental health 
care professionals, including 
Lee, another psychologist, Dr. 
Bill Southerly of FSU, a social 
worker and a school counselor 
and eight specially trained 
peers, or field providers. Each 
pledges to participate in at least 
five debriefings each year

A 
member of FSU's Department 
of Psychology, he became inter 
ested in early research with 
Viet Nam veterans into post- 
traumatic stress disorder, 
which he says is very sinular te 
the problems experienced by 
EMS workers. 

Two master’s of business 
administration (MBA) stu- 
dents, Kristin Lee and Susan 
Radko, helped the Tri-Towns 
Ambulance and Rescue Ser- 
vice. As part of the MBA pro- 
gram, students are required to 
use their business acumen te 
analyze a real business or part 
of a business. Often businesses 
contact the Small Business 
Development Center at FSU for 
just this sort of help. This was 
the case with the Tri-Towns 
group. Ms. Radko studied the 
human behavior aspects of the 
organization and Ms. Lee 
analyzed the group’s finances.

2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
*, teaspoon salt 
12 teaspoon nutmeg 
'4 teaspoon ginger 
44 teaspoon cloves 
1%4 cups vegetable oil 
I cup sugar 
44 cup firmly packed brown sugar 
4 eggs 
1 teaspoon rum extract 
1 8-ounce can juice packed crushed pineapple, 
drained, reserving 43 cup juice 
12 cup finely chopped dried apricots 
42 of 12-ounce package (I cup) butterscotch flavored 
morsels

Preheat oven to 350 F. In medium bowl, 
combine flour, baking powder, salt, nutmeg, ginger 
and cloves, set aside.

3 tablespoons cold water 

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 

13 cup boiling water 

1.4 cups semi-sweet chocolate morsels, reserved 
from 12-ounce package 

1 tablespoon sugar 

14 teaspoon nutmeg 

12 teaspoon vanilla extract 

23 cup heavy cream 

l egg yolk 

12 cup (about 3) ice cubes 

Glaze: 

44 cup semi-sweet chocolate morsels, reserved from 
12-ounce package 

1 tablespoon vegetable shortening 

Cake: Preheat oven to 375°F. Melt over hot (not 

hoiling) water, '2 cup semi-sweet chocolate morsels, 
stir until smooth. Set aside. In small bowl, combine 
flour, baking powder and salt; set aside. In large 
bowl, combine egg yolks and vanilla extract; beat 
until thick and lemon colored (about 5 minutes). 
Gradually add ‘s cup sugar, beating until well 
blended. In large bowl, beat egg whites until soft 
peaks form. Gently fold egg whites into chocolate 
mixture. Sprinkle flour mixture over egg mixture, 
fold in gently.

Filling: In blender container, combine cold water 
and gelatin, let stand 2 minutes. Add boiling water, 
cover and blend on high speed until gelatin dissolves 
(about 10 seconds). Add 1's cups semi-sweet 
chocolate morsels, sugar, nutmeg and vanilla 
extract. Cover, blend on high speed until smooth

Preheat oven to 390 F. Melt over hot (not boiling) 
water, ‘2 cup semi-sweet chocolate morsels, stir until 
smooth. Set aside. In medium bowl, combine flour, 
baking powder and salt, set aside. In large bowl, 
combine sugar, vegetable oil and almond extract. 
beat well. Add eggs, 1 at a time, beating well after 
each addition. Gradually beat in flour mixture 
alternately with milk. Divide batter in half. Stir 
melted morsels and remaining *4 cup semi-sweet 
chocolate morsels into '2z of batter, mix well. Pour 'z 
of plain batter into greased and floured 10-inch tube 
pan. Top with ‘2 of chocolate batter. Repeat layers 
with remaining batters.

New State Study Blasts 


Involremeut in 


Auto accident cases involving 
attorneys take longer to re- 
solve, on average, and provide 
the injured party with less 
cormpensation than those with- 
out legal representation, a new 
study commissioned by the 
Governor's Commission on 
Insurance found. The report 
was presented to the Commis- 
sion at its last meeting. 

A Study of the Private Pas- 
senger Automobile [ability In- 
surance System” was prepared 
by Tillinghast, a managment 
consultant and actuarial firm. 
The Governor's Commission on 
Insurance was appointed by 
Governor Schaefer to study 
ways to bring insurance costs 
under control in Maryland. 
According to the study, Mary- 
land has the fifth-highest auto 
insurance premium in the 
country. 

In addition, in its summary 
the report states, ‘‘Maryland 
accident victims are more 
prone to pursue a bodily injury 
claim compared with other 
states similar to Maryland.” 
The study also found that more 
than 65 percent of bodily injury 
claunants in Maryland were 
represented by an attorney, one 
of the highest rates in the 
country.

Miles Cole, vice president of the 

Maryland Chamber of Com- 

merce. “One of the ways to 

address the problem is to 
pursue a no-fault auto in- 
surance program in the state." 

The Maryland Chamber of 
Commerce and 49 other busi- 
hess and community groups 
have formed Citizen Choice 
Coalition, which is backing a 
choice no-fault auto insurance 
bill. Under the proposal, drivers 
would choose whether they 
would take coverage under the 
no-fault program or remain in 
the current liability system. 
Those opting for the basic no- 
fault package would see at least 
a 20 percent reduction in rates, 
and in case of an accident would 
receive payment of lost wages 
and expenses within 30 days. 
The right to sue for non- 
economic “pain and suffering” 
damages is waived. 

The Tilinghast study found 
that attorneys are involved in 
more than 70 percent of auto 
accident cases that sustain 
more than $500 in lost wages or 
medical expenses; in those 
cases, the actual net amount the 
victim receives decreases. 
Attorney fees as a percent of the 
total award average 29 percent; 
for every $1 of economic loss, 
and injured Maryland claimant 
represented by an attorney 
receives $1.82. However, those 
without legal representation 
receive $2.27 for every $1 of 
economic loss. 

The report also found that, 
‘Maryland claimants rep- 
resented by an attorney have to 
wait 366 days from the date of 
the accident until the final 
settlement is received, (while) 
those not represented by an 
attorney wait 138 days on 
average to receive their settle- 
ment check’? — almost three 
times as long. 

The CCC expects to have a 
choice no-fault bill addressing 
these problems introduced in 
the next session of the General 
Assembly, which begins 
January 9, 1991.

Landowners Can 
Assist Forest 
Land In 1991 


Private, non-industrial wood- 
land uwners whe tnaiuge their 
own forest land may apply for 
financial assistance through the 
Woodland Incentive Program 
(WIP). The time period for 
accepting applications for WIP 
is Friday, December 14, 
through Tuesday, April 30. WIP 
is administered by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources- 
Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service (DNR-F PWS). 

Landowners with 10 to 500 
acres, who agree to maintain 
the forestry practice for 15 
years, are eligible to apply for 
this cost-share program. WIP 
can pay up to 50 percent of the 
costs associated with forest 
management, not to exceed 
$5,000 per year. Landowners 
may not have applied for, re- 
ceived approval for, or be re- 
ceiving federal cost-share 
assistance for the same forestry 
practice for which assistance is 
sought. 

WIP is funded by money gen-

Buying Firewood: 
What You Should Know 


Faced with dropping 
temperatures and rising fuel oil 
prices, many homeowners are 
looking for alternative methods 
of heating their homes this 
winter. One cost-effective op- 
tion is the safe burning of fire- 
wood. 

“The heating value of a cord 
of seasoned hardwood — 
measured in BTU's (British 
thermal units) — is equal to 
about 120 gallons of No. 2 heat- 
ing fuel and usually costs less,” 
says Jonathan Kays, a regional 
natural resources specialist 
with the University of Maryland 
System Cooperative Extension 
Service. 

“This can mean substantial 
savings in your winter heating 
bill. You can save even more by 
considering all the factors that 
affect the value of your fire- 
wood purchase." 

According to Maryland law, 
firewood must be sold by the 
standard cord — a pile 4-feet 
high by 8-feet long by 4-feet 
wide when cut and stacked. (A 
face cord is a pile of stacked 
wood of any width that is 4-feet 
high and 8 feet long. It usually 
contains much less wood than a 
standard cord.) 

If you have wood delivered, 
stack it and make sure you're 


getting what you pay for 
Reputable sellers will back up 
their claims. 

Some people sell firewood by 
the pickup truck load and may 
claim it is a portion of a cord. 

“Be careful when buying 
wood this way,” Kay cautions. 
“The amount of wood that will 
fit in a pickup truck varies from 
about 1/5 cord to slightly more 
than % cord, depending on 
truck size, stacking method and 
height of stacking.” 

Wood is extremely heavy, 
with a seasoned cord of oak 
weighing almost 4,000 pounds 
(two tons). Since most half-ton 
pickup trucks have a weight 
limit of 1,000 pounds, you can 
rarely carry more than “« cord 
safely without an improved sus- 
pension. 

Different species of wood pro- 
vide varying amounts of heat 
per cord. Species with the best 
heating value are oak, ash, 
locust, walnut, apple, beech, 
and hickory. Red maple, cherry 
and elm are slightly poorer 
choices. 

Other woods, such as poplar, 
cedar and pine, have much 
lower heat values and are more 
useful as kindling, not firewood. 

No matter what species of 
wood you purchase, make sure 


it 18 properly seasoned before 
burning, Kays advises. Well- 
seasoned wood not only has 
better burning qualities, it also 
1s cleaner, lighter to carry, and 
has fewer insects. 

Wood usually takes six to 10 
months to season, but the pro- 
cess can be accelerated by split- 
ting the wood, stacking it in the 
sun and protecting it from the 
rain. 

The most efficient way to 
burn wood is 1n an airtight stove 
or fireplace insert. Make sure 
the flue hookup and clearances 
of either are in line with 
building codes. 

Some insurers of residential 
homes require an inspection of 
wood stoves by a county in- 
spector to ensure that they have 
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been properly installed Check 
with your insurance company 

Clean your chimney before 
your first fire and at intervals 
during the winter as needed 
(2 months ts suggested) to pre- 
vent the buildup of creosote. a 
byproduct of wood burning 
Creosote buildup 1s highly flam- 
mable and can cause a chynney 
fire capable of destroying your 
home

paid dividends. But we have 
only just started.” 

Secretary Cawley calls for 
aggressive marketing. He 
noted, for example, that he'd 
like to see the produce of Mary- 
land farms and aquacultural 
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enterpnses touted by Maryland 
restaurants. “Our goal must be 
to put more Maryland-produced 
food on Maryland menus.” he 
said 

The effort to preserve the 
state's farmland and the task of 
encouraging Maryland farmers 
to adopt environmentally sound 
— and at the same time effi- 
clent and profitable — produc- 
tion practices will be equally 
challenging in the years ahead. 
according to Cawley. He is 
optumistic, though. “1 feel confi- 
dent we can meet these chal- 
lenges in the 1990s, he said.

Orange Christmas °,

Is there anything given as a Christmas gift now that is as 
special as an orange was to our parents and grandparents? A 
very simple thing. an orange today is a common food item. But 
many years ago, oranges were a luxury, the special property of 
only kings and queens. 

Originating in the tropical climate of southeastern Asia, 
Oranges were carried to Europe by the early traders and planted 
along the shores of the Mediterranean Sea. It is thought that 
Columbus had oranges and orange seeds with him whenhe landed 
in the West Indies, and wherever Spanish settlers landed in the 
New World, they planted citrus seeds. This was done after 
discovering that taking citrus fruit with them on their long sea 
voyages prevented scurvy. 

Orange trees were growing around the first settlement in the 
United States — St. Augustine, Florida — by 1579. These trees 
were the beginning of some of the early groves planted along the 
Seacoasts and rivers to be near transportation by water. 
Eventually, oranges were shipped by boat to New York and other 
cities on the Atlantic Coast and were a great treat to people inthe 
colder parts of the country. Still, by the early 1900s, oranges were 
tare and expensive, and many people ate oranges only as a treat 
on holidays. 

Navel oranges, which were still a novelty in the 1950s, were 
brought into this country from Brazil around 1870 and first grown 
in California. A fond childhood memory of mine is receiving a 
very large navel orange each year in Sunday School class just 
before Christmas. A church member who had died many years 
before I was born felt that every child should be treated to an 
Orange at Christmas. For many years, a fund set up bv his will 
purchased an orange for each child attending this small town 
church, and maybe still does today. 

This was a rather large church, for it was an industrial town 
Surrounded by farms. The sanctuary fanned out from the pulpit 
with the floor sloping toward the front to give those seated in the 
back a better view. 

On the last Sunday before Christmas, the children came down 
stairs from their second floor Sunday School rooms with large 
oranges clutched in their chubby httle hands. Parents met their 
children at the bottom of the stairs and continued on into the 
sanctuary for the church service, which on this Sunday always 
included special holiday music by the choir. Specia! music, 
however, was never enough to hold the attention of the young

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children, who, having just received Chnstmas oranges, were 
reminded just how close the special day was 

The children inevitably fidgeted and fussed until oranges 
started accidentally dropping onte the carpeted floor 
Because the floor was slightly sloping, each orange would 
immediately begin to roll toward the front of the church. The 
older church members, who normally sat near the front, would 
feel something bumping their feet and look down to see an orange 
on its journey. Some of those elderly parishioners would snort and 
sniff at the folly, but others would gnn, remenibenng when they 
were young. After the service ended, embarassed parents would 
converge at the front of the church to claim the runaway oranges 
for their children, some almost in tears because of their loss. 

This memory beings back a time wlien life was much simpler. 
Christmas was not as commercial because we didn’t have as 
much money. Our gifts were not hi-tech video games or 
computers, but we were glad to get what we got. It was a time 
when we appreciated more, because we had less. 

This year, I wish you all an Orange Churistmas — a time when 
we all can capture the simplicity of the past, when something as 
small as an orange was a very special gift. So to all of you who 
farm, and to those who are farmers at heart, I wish a very Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New Year.

Area Students 
Participate In 
ARC Conference 


“Children and Youth and the 
21st Century” was the theme of 
the 25th Anniversary Con- 
ference of the Appalachian Re- 
gional Commission held 
recently in Pittsburgh. Teams 
of high school students from 
across the 13 states of Appa- 
lachia who participated in an 
ARC-sponsored summer Youth 
Leadership Program were in- 
vited to attend the conference 
as guests of the Commission. 
Each team was asked to 
present a summation of their 
summer projects in a session 
attended by the entire con- 
ference delegation. 

Six students representing Al- 
legany. Garrett and Washing- 
ton counties attended the ARC 
youth conference. Anna Custer, 
a senior at Fort Hill High 
School; Derek Yoder, a senior 
at Beall High School; Melissa 
Miller, a junior at Northern 
Garrett County High School; 
Heath Townsend, a senior at 
Southern Garrett County High 
School; Brian Jones, a junior at 
North Hagerstown High School; 
and Christine Lowery, a junior 
at Boonsboro High School par- 
ticipated in a multi-media pre- 
sentation on the Western Mary- 
land Youth Corps project. The 
six students serve as the 
Steering Committee to the 
project and participate in their 
respective schools as leaders in 
the Peer Counseling Program. 

The Western Maryland Youth 
Corps Project served to train 53 
students in the skills and tech- 
niques of peer counseling over 
the summer of 1990. Upon re- 
turning to school in the fall, the 
trained counselors were as- 
signed to the guidance offices of 
their respective schools. The 
students serve as a first point of 
contact for classmates needing 
counseling assistance. The peer 
counselor is a support service 
provided by and for students. 

The Steering Committee also 
developed the concepts for a fol- 
low-up proposal submitted to 
the Appalachian Regional 
Comrnission. That proposal is 
designed to continue peer 
counselor training for students 
over the summer of 1991. Pro- 
ject participants will be pro- 
vided additional training in a 
proposed youth leadership 
academy and planned in-school 
sessions. Training for the up- 
coming project is planned for 
135 students. 

The ARC Youth Conference 
focused all of its attention on 
youth and featured a host of 
activities to recognize and 
honor the young people in atten- 
dance. (sovernor Robert Casey 
of Pennsylvania spoke before 
the group and mingled with the 
students during an evening din- 
ner dance and cruise on the 
three rivers of Pittsburgh. The 
students were hosted at a 
luncheon and tour of the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh campus and 
the nationality classrooms of 
the Cathedral of learning. A 
two-hour shopping tour at 
Century III Mall with com- 
plimentary gift certificates pro- 
vided by the mall merchants 
capped a very full second day of 
events for the students 

W.Va. Senator Jay Rocke- 
feller spoke to the students live 
via satellite video conference 
hook-up from his offices in 
Washington, D.C., as featured 
speaker at the Youth Con- 
ference banquet. Senator 
Rockefeller recognized the 
students for their achievements 
in leadership and encouraged 
the group to continue their 
quest to make a meaningful 
difference in the lives of others 

The students were special 
guests of the University of Pitts- 


burgh after the closing sessions 
of the conference and took in the 
Pitt-Louisville football game. 

While at the conference, the 
students participated in 
numerous workshops and 
seminars. Inspirational talks by 
Dr. Victor Herbert and Dr. 
Hanoch McCarthy highlighted 
the training sessions. 

The three-day conference was 
tated a “tremendous 
experience’ by the Western 
Maryland contingent. ‘‘The 
students returned home laden 
with gifts spirited by a host of 
new friendships and committed 
to make a difference in their 
respective schools,’’ stated a 
group spokesman. 

The Western Maryland Youth 
Corps Project was developed by 
the Regional Education Service 
Agency under the direction of 
Frank Peto, the Agency’s 
executive director.

Mothers Against Drunk Driv- 
ing (M.A.D.D.) have announced 
a Designated Driver Program 
as part of a statewide holiday 
effort to avoid alcohol related 
incidents on the highway. 

‘These are (drunk driving) 
crashes or collisions,” stated 
George Leyman of M.A.D.D. 
Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, a 
weekly public service radio 
broadcast, Leyman said Mary- 
land motorists can make the 
difference this holiday season. 
“Drunk driving is no accident. 
It is very preventable,” Ley- 
man added. 

The Designated Driver Pro- 
gram announced by M.A.D.D. 
is co-sponsored by Changing 
Point, a chain of privately 
owned and operated drug and 
alcohol treatment centers. 

“There is hardly one family 
which isn’t, in some way, 
touched by the disease of alco- 
holism and the abuse of alcohol 
and other drugs,” said Walter 
Mclellan, the chief executive 
officer of Changing Point. ‘We 
are working with the public 
sector to change attitudes about 
drunk driving.”’ The healthcare 
executive has committed more 
than $100,000 dollars in funding 
for several anti-drunk driving 
programs including a public 
awareness campaign, ‘‘Know 
When To Say When,” at Me- 
morial Stadium in Baltimore.

holic beverages and other 
incentives to patrons who visit 
the establishments in groups of 
two or more persons. The desig- 
nated driver will be identified 
by hostesses, waiters, 
waitresses and bartenders, and 
will be issued Designated 
Driver stickers to be worn upon 
their arrival. 

During the holidays, Mary- 
land State Police will deploy 
special drunk driving enforce- 
ment palruls as part of a state- 
wide enforcement program. 
Every trooper will have access 
to field sobriety test equipment 
for use on all traffic stops where 
drunk driving is suspected. 
Maryland State Police will con- 
fiscate the driver's license of a 
motorist who refuses to submit 
to a chemical test for alcohol, or 
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whose test results reveal a 
blood alcohol content of .10 (the 
state's legal limit) or higher. 

“We want to change the atti- 
tude of people who say it can't 
happen to me,”’ said Leyman. 

The Maryland State Police 
Radio Program is a weekly pub- 
lic service broadcast carried on 
approximately 50 radio stations 
in Maryland and the District of 
Columbia. The program is sup- 
ported by the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Adsunistration 
and the Maryland Department 
of Transportation.

The current recession.” he 
tuld reporters. “only under- 
seores the link between quality 
schools and a healthy economy 
and increases the urgency for 
school improvement We need 
to move ahead on our school 
reforms and funding reforms to

Dr. Shilling said the State 
Board of F.ducation recognized 
the important contribution the 
Lanowes commission had made 
to the fundingdesue by endors- 
ing the commission's report 
shortly after the report was re- 
leased. Greater equity in the 
way state aid Is distributed and 
performance accountability for 
the funds are essential to efforts 
to improve public education, he 
said 

The Superintendent praised

The Roderick Family 
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Suspect Sought In 
theft Of Items 
Worth $5,377 


Members of the Garrett 
County Sheriff's Department 
are currently investigating 
a theft of items wortha total 
of $5,377 that took place at 
the Ronald W. O'Brien resi- 
dence in Swanton. 

Glenn O'Brien reported 
the crime, which occurred 
on Dec. 20 between 1:30 and 
2 p.m., according to the po- 
lice document. The home, 
located on Rt. 495, was ap- 
parently broken into by two 
white males who were trav- 
eling in a brown passenger 
car. 
The culprits removed 
approximately 57 items from 
the home, including six shot- 
guns, a VCR, microwave, two 
scanners, jewelry, binocu- 
lars,a diamond watch, anda 
Winchester Roy Rogers Gold 
Stallion Edition rifle. Sev- 
eral of the stolen articles were 
apparently wrapped as 
Christmas presents. 

The suspects reportedly 
yained entry by kicking open 
a rear door of the house, and 
executed the theft in less than 
30 minutes. (See composite 
drawing of one suspect.) 

In a separate case, Ronald 
W. Smith Sr., Bloomington, 
reported a breaking and 
entering crime, as well as 
attempted robbery. Smith 
arrived home on Dec. 16 to 
find an unknown person in 
his house. Smith's wife (name 
not given) reportedly went 
to a neighbor's house to notify 
the police, and Smith went 
to the side of the home to get 
a pick to use as a weapon. 

When Smith returned to 
the front of the house, the 
culprit, who had been hold- 
ing the door shut, fled. He 
apparently crawled through 
the living room window into 
the garage, then escaped 
through a garage window. 

Inside the house, Smith 
found his two VCR's discon- 
nected and lying on the 
couch. The gun cabinet had 
been opened, but nothing had 
been taken. Dep. C. Feller 
was able to gather some fin- 
werprints in the house, and 
an investigation is continu- 
ing. 
Jerry L. Morgan, 
Oakland, reported the theft 
of his mailbox and pole on 
Hutton Road. The theft 
“pparently took place on the 
night of Dec. 21. 

The value of the stolen 
pole and mailbox was esti- 
mated at $125.

GCC Board Hears Continuing 
Education Head At Monthly Meeting 


The Garrett Cormununity Col- 
lege Board of Trustees met 
Tuesday, December 18, to dis- 
cuss a variety of topics and hear 
a number of reports including a 
staff presentation by Lowell 
Bender, director of continuing 
education at GCC. 

Bender reported the status of 
the Continuing Education Di- 
vision since it moved its head- 
quarters from Oakland to the 
McHenry campus a few years 
ago. 

He said a major concern was 
that the move would deter Oak- 
land citizens from taking non- 
credit courses and that the col- 
lege would lose enrollments. 
‘'To the contrary,” said Bender, 
“enrollments have increased.” 

Continuing Education has 
opened an office and two class- 
rooms in tiie old Rolyans build- 
ing in Oaklaid and courses are 

offered in 27 or 28 satellite loca- 
tions throughout the county. 

The director distributed 
handouts to the board members 
summarizing statistics gath 
ered on Continuing Education 
courses and students from FY 
86 through FY 90 for the State of 
Maryland. It showed that Gar- 
rett County fared well in the in 
the comparative data. The

Bender stated, ‘‘One very im- 
portant statistic shows that 96 
percent of GCC's students 
would recommend our courses. 
This is the highest percentage 
in the state.” 

Bender voiced his concerns 
about budget cuts and the pro- 
posed formula change by the 
Federal Government to die- 
tribute monies to continuing 
education programs. 

He said the government 

would charge the present $517 
per FTE (fulltime equivalency) 
rate to a flat grant for 70 per- 
cent of the funding and $357 per 
FTE for the remaining 30 per- 
cent. This proposed formula 
would reduce continuing edu- 
cation's contribution to GCC’s 
income. 

Bender asked for the full 
backing of his division by the 
Board. 

REINHARD RESIGNATION 

In other GCC board news, 
GCC President Dr. Stephen 
Herman commented on the re- 
cent resignation of Frostburg 
State University President Dr 
Herb Reinhard 

“T have witnessed from a dis- 
tance the events at FSU with 
great dismay and sadness," 
said Herman. ‘Dr. Herb. Rein- 
hard has been a personal friend 
and a friend to Garrett Com- 
munity College. His achieve- 
ments will long outlast mem- 
ories of recent events." 

PEAKE RESIGNATION 

Board Chairman Wayne 
Hamilton announced that Rich- 
ard Peake, GCC board mem- 
ber, will be resigning effective 
January 31, 1991. 

Peake has sold his property in 
Garrett County and plans to 
move to Cincinnati. Hamilton 
said he spoke for the Board 
when he stated that Peake will 
be “sorely missed.” 

Hamilton also noted that 
board member Charles 
Bender is in the hospital recup- 
erating from corrective surgery 
on his shoulder. 

ACCREDITATION DELAY 

Dr. Herman noted that the 
U.S. Office of Education's Na- 
tional Advisory Committee on 
Accreditation and Institutional 
Fligibility has decided to delay 
action on the Commission on 
Higher Education's petition for 
continued recognition as a 
regional accrediting body. 

The six-month delay has been 
instituted because USDE dis 
agrees with the Commission's 
expectations regarding diver- 
sity. 

Dr. Herman would like to see 
GCC continue its endeavors to 
Include cultural diversity in 
strategic planning. He stated, 
“The world is getting smaller, 
populations are becoming in- 
creasingly mobile, and people 
are going to interact. We have 
an obligation to include cultural

Education Bd. Reviews Food Service, 
SHS Renovation, Student Concerns 


The Garrett County Board of 
Education recently met and dis- 
cussed several issues, including 
the Food Service Advisory com- 
mittee, student concerns, and 
the progress of the renovation 
of Southern High School. 

Food Advisory 

Ann Sherrard, registered 
dietition and member of the 
Food Advisory, attended the 
meeting and presented the 
report of the advisory which 
Stated that the group had 
planned menus for the following 
weeks, and had used all of the 
government issued com- 
mondities in those plans. 

Mrs. Sherrard also stated 
that the committee would re- 
commend a reconsideration of 
the board concerning the de- 
letion, or cut back, of fresh 
fruits and vegetables and wheat 
bread. Mrs. Sherrard explained 
that in order for the food service 
to implement the Amercian Red 
Cross ‘‘Changing Course” 
program (which the board 
voted into action several 
months ago), it would be helpful 
to have these items back in the 
menu in order to follow the 
guidelines of the program. 

Board President Beverly 
Murphy stated that she was 
tired of hearing about ‘‘minute 
issues such as whole wheat 
bread and fresh fruit.” She said 
that it is Richard Buckingham's 
job to decide what the menus 
will be, and that the board 
should not have to contend with 
the issue. (Buckingham is the 
food service director.) 

Mikal Moomau, board 
member, stated that the 
advisory committee had been 
appointed by the board to assist 
Buckingham when the 
‘Changing Course’ program 
had begun, as he was not a 
dietition. and the program's 
purpose is to upgrade the 
nutritional value of student 
meals 

She stated that the work of the 
committee, which is a volunteer 
group made up of Mrs. 
Sherrard, Ms. Moomau, 
several parents. and school 
cafeteria people, will basically 
be a waste of time if their 
recommendations are to be ig- 
nored. 

“It is not just a concern of my 

own,”’ Ms. Moomau said. ‘‘It is 
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a national concern that school 
lunches are not nutritional.” 

The board members dis- 
cussed the issue at length, ap- 
parently unclear as to who 
should be accountable for the 
implementation of the 
program. 

‘Business is the first duty of 
my fob,” Buckingham seid. 

The food service is a self-sup- 
porting business. Whole wheat 
bread is probably better for the 
students, but it has to be cost-ef- 
ficient, too.” 

Rodney Durst, board 
member, stated that he felt 
decisions concerning the food 
service should be up to Bucking- 
ham, and no one else. 

The issue was then tabled, 
and further discussion on the is- 
sue is apparently forthcoming. 

SHS Renovation 

John Morris, supervisor of 

administration, gave a report

Planning Comm. 
To Review State 
Growth Limits 


Proposed growth limits in 
Maryland will be the main topic 
of discussion and review at the 
next regularly scheduled 
meeting of the Garrett County 
Planning Commission, to be 
held Wednesday, January 2, at 
1:30 p.m., in Rm. 304, of the old 
Garrett County Courthouse 
building. 

Scheduled to be in attendance 
are District 1 Senator-elect 
John Hafer, District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards, 
the Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners and a represen- 
tative from the Maryland State 
Planning Office. 

The Governor's Commission 
on Growth recently issued a 
draft report of its recommenda- 
tions to limit growth in the 
state, recommending that 
“sprawling growth” throughout 
the state be curtailed. The plan 
was developed in order to pro- 
tect the Chesapeake Bay from 
further pollution. 

According to the committee's 
report, 144,000 acres — an area 
twice the size of Baltimore — 
have been developed in the past 
five years, and an estimated 
one million people are expected 
to move into the state in the 
next 30 years. 

Opposition to the recommen- 
dations has been voiced by the 
Garrett County Commissioners, 
who are concerned that the 
economic development 
(whether business or residen- 
tial in nature) will be 
significantly hampered if the 
recommendations successfully 
pass through the legislative pro- 
cess.

Holiday Blazes Rip Through 
Oakland, Savage River Area Houses 


The Christmas holiday was 
darkened for two Garrett Coun- 
ty families this week as fire 
roared through their homes and 
destroyed moat of their posses- 
sions. 

The residence of Ralph and 
Edith Leighton, located just 
outside Oakland along Herr- 
ington Manor Road, sustained 
major damage Monday after- 
noon and Mr. and Mrs. 
Leighton, along with a 
neighbor, were transported to 
Garrett County Memmurial 
Hospital for treatment of smoke 
inhalation. 


Then on Tuesday afternoon, 
Christmas day, a house located 
along Savage River Road own- 
ed by Marshal Wilt Sr. was 
destroyed. 


Oakland, Deer Park, and 
Deep Creek volunteer fire 
fighters were called to the 
stone, two-story house at 3:30 
p.m. and, upon their arrival, 
found the basement and much 
of the first floor involved in 
flames. According to Bob Rudy, 
chief of the Oakland VFD, Mr 
Leighton said he had gone into 
the basement earlier in the 
afternoon and opened the bot- 
tom door of his furnace to 
generate more heat. He then 
went back upstairs and forgot 
about the open door. So much 
heat was generated by the far- 
nace that it apparently set fire 
to the joist« atbowe the furnace 
and around the duct work in the 
basement 

Rudy said Mr. Leighton at- 
tempted to put out the fire and 
inhaled too much smoke. Mrs. 
Leighton and Joanne Schrock, a 
neighbor, were also taken to the 
hospital and treated for smoke 
inhalation. 

Firemen brought the blaze 
under control in about 40 
minutes, but spent just over two 
hours on the scene. According 
to Rudy, the flames had spread 

throughout the space between 
the basement and first floor, as 
well as into the walls, and it 
took considerable time to find 
all the hot spots. 

The Leightons and Ms. 
Schrock were transported to the 
hospital by the Southern Rescue 


Squad. Also responding to the 
scene was the county air 
cascade vehicle, currently 
housed at Bittinger VFD. 

While most of the fire and 
heat damage was confined to 
the basement and first floor, 
there was considerable smoke 
damage throughout the house 
and much of the Leightons’ fur- 
nishings were destroyed.

fire departments were called to 
the Savage River Road house 
fire at 11:38 a.m. Christmas day 
and found the two-story wood- 
frame home fully involved in 
flames upon their arrival. 


The house was occupied by 
Joseph Conner, grandson of the 
Wilts, who reside on the same 
property. The fire was 
discovered by Mr. Wilt. 


Also responding to the scene 
were the air cascade vehicle 
and the Tri-Towns and Nor- 
thern Garrett County rescue 
squads. Although there were no 
injuries as a result of fighting 
the fire. Mrs. Wilt reportedly 
fell onice outaide the house and 
broke her leg. She was 
transported to Frostburg Com- 
munity Hospital by Northern 
Rescue where she was treated 
and released. 

The house was located along 
Savage River Road, about 
seven miles north of Bloom- 
ington.

Savage River Citizen Survey Shows 


Wide Diversity Of 


Nearly 200 concerned citizens 
responded to a questionnaire on 
long-range planning for the 
Savage River State Forest in 
Garrett County. Some 2.500 
questionnaires were mailed to 
citizens, organizations, and 
government agencies as nart of 
the year-long citizen partici- 
Pation plan of the Department 
of Natural Resources-Forest, 
Park and Wildlife Service 
(DNR-F PWS) 

In response to a question 
asking ‘‘What is your highest 
priority/goal for Savage River 
State Forest.’ 187 responses 
showed: 34.75%, natural 
preservation; 22.45%, wood pro- 
ducts production; 17.1%, 
multiple use management, 
8.02%, wildlife & habitat; 5.8%, 
recreation: 3.7%, watershed 
Protection, 1.6%, education; 
and 1.0%, hunting & fishing. 

Another question resulted in 
136 responses to the question 
“Should particular areas of 
Savage River State Forest be 
exempt from specific uses?” 
Approximately 50 percent re- 
sponded yes while 25 percent 
said no with the remainder say- 
ing they didn’t know. 

Survey respondents did not 
want the Savage River State 
Forest developed more than it 
is now. The majority were ada- 
mant about protecting the 
“natural, aesthetic and wild 
land/wilderness values."’ How- 


ever, the maintenance of the 


natural state” did not pre- 


clude timbering and wood 
product production. as some 18

percent cited timber production 
specificaily as therr mumber one 
management priority. In addi- 
tion, another 27-30 percent felt 
multiple use was warranted as 
long as there was not ‘a 
dominant use to the exclusion or 
detriment of another.” 

Additional data from the 
survey is being analyzed and 
will be released when analysis 
is complete. The DNR said 
these results will be blended 
with other efforts to produce 
goals for the future of the forest. 
These goals and program direc- 
tions will help set the stage for 
the workshop series in lata 
February. 

Citizens are again urged by 
the DNR to participate and help 
DNR-Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service to identify issues about 
the forest and to present solu- 
tions for these issues. Those in- 
terested in the future manage- 
ment of this forest are urged to 
attend one of the following 
workshops. all scheduled for 7 
p.m.: Thursday, February 21, 
Grantsville Elementary 
School; Thursday, February 21, 
Frostburg State University's 
Lane Center, Room 142; and 
Friday, February 22, Broad 
Ford Elementary School, Oak- 
land.

The soils evaluation fee for a 
septic system and well permit 
fee will remain the same as last 
year, Archer said. 

The food service permit fee 
has increased. Also fees have 
been established for swimming 
pools, mobile home parks, psit- 
tacine bird ‘parakeet } distribu- 
tion, and septic tank pumping 
permits 

Dr. Archer also pointed out 
that for certain types of facili- 
ties a new fee has been set for 
re-inspection because of failure 
of permittee to maintain 
minimum standards. This fee is 
$50 per re-inspection and will be 
assessed at the next permit re- 
newal period. Archer said this 
concept should be an incentive 
for all operators to maintain 
their facilities in a high level of 
sanitation. The concept will also 
be more fair in distnbuting the 
costs as a facility that requires 
more Health Department per- 
sonnel's time will pay more for 
that service. ‘An example of 
when this fee would be imposed 
could be a situation where an 
unsafe water analysis was 
obtained because of failure of 
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the operator to keep chlorine in 
the water system,’’ Archer 
said. ‘Another follow up water 
sample would need to be ob- 
tained to verify that the water is 
now safe for public consump- 
tion.”

Haemophilus b 


Influenza Vaccine 


Haemophilus Influenza 
vaccine has recently been 
approved by the FDA for in- 
fants as young as two months of 
age,"’ according to Jackie Snel- 
son, director of Communicable 
Disease and Personal Health at 
the Garrett County Health De- 
partment. 

Haemophilus influenzae type 
b (Haemophilus b) is bacterium 
which can cause serious 
disease, especially in children 
under 5 years of age. This bac- 
terium does not cause the ‘‘flu"’ 
(influenza), Snelson said. In the 
United States, Haemophilus b 
causes about 12,000 cases of 
meningitis (infection of the 
covering of the brain) each 
year, mostly in children under 5 
years of age. About one child in 
every 20 with meningitis caused 
by Haemophilus b dies of it and 
about one out of every four has 
permanent brain damage. 
Haemophilus b can also cause 
pneumonia and infections of 
other body systems such as 
blood, joints, bone, soft tissue, 
throat, and the covering of the 
heart. 

Ms. Snelson said the 
Haemophilus b vaccine has 


been proven to be safe and ef- 
fective in preventing this life 
threatening disease. A test of 
80,000 infants was conducted 
where half received the vaccine 
and half did not. In the half that 
received the vaccine there were 
No cases of Haemophilus b 
disease. In the unvaccinated 
group 12 cases of Haemophilus 
Influenza occurred. 

Until recently the vaccine 
was only available for children 
18 months of age or older. Now 
all children can receive protec- 
tion beginning at 2 months of 
age. The vaccine is given by in- 
jection and follows the same 
schedule as other childhood im- 
munizations (2 months, 4 
months, 6 months, and 15 
months). 

Dr. Rex Archer, Garrett 
County Health Officer, en- 
courages all parents to have 
their children receive the 
Haemophilus b vaccine along 
with the other childhood 
vaccines. ‘The use of this vac- 
cine for children under 18 
months of age will prevent hun- 
dreds of unnecessary deaths 
per year. We are very excited 
about its increased 
availability,”’ he said. 

“If you have any questions 
about the Haemophilus In- 
fluenzae vaccine you can con- 
tact your physician or the Gar- 
rett County Health 
Department,”’ Archer added.

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The Big Question .. . 


For the first time in many years the state of 
Maryland is facing a significant budget shortfall. 
Right now the estimated red figure for the current 
fiscal year is approximately $450 million and that 
number seems to be growing almost weekly. While 
such a sum is staggering when compared to most of 
our own personal situations, it actually represents 
only a few days of the cost of operating state 
government. 

The trend, however, is somewhat unnerving, 
although nearly every state in the union is facing 
similar shortfalls and deficits. Our neighbor 
Pennsylvania is looking at a $1 billion shortfall and 
let's not even talk about West Virginia’s financial 
woes. 

Just how much blame for this should be directed 
at Governor William Donald Schaefer, the ‘do it 
now’ leader who continues to lock horns with the 
State legislature on what should and should not be 
funded? He seems to be taking most of the heat right 
now for the crisis and, while we believe he is partly 
responsible, we suspect that this would have 
occurred with or without Gov. Schaefer in office. 
The fact of the matter is, retail sales are 
considerably lower than what were anticipated so 
far this fiscal year. When such sales decline, 
obviously retail sales tax figures also drop. 

There are many reasons for the present soft 
economic situation — depressed real estate sales, 
high cost of petroleum products, continued high 
interest rates, the trade deficit, the Persian Gulf 
crisis, and, as we commented on a few weeks ago, 
media-produced hysteria. These are all things over 
which Gov. Schaefer has little or no control. 
However, the governor also has a record of being a 
big spender. When he sees something he wants, he 
goes for it, sometimes regardless of the cost. It is 
this philosophy that has us concerned 

We were pleased to see this week that the 
governor, if given the proper information and 
justification, is willing to change his mind on the 
funding of various programs. He had planned to cut 
the funding for 22 state-operated youth service 
bureaus, to fire 1,800 state employees, and to 
eliminate state-funded kidney dialysis. On all of 
these, he changed his mind and decided that they 
should continue. 

The big question now, of course, is just where 
will the budget ultimately be cut and/or how will 
more funds be generated for the state coffers to 
make up the shortfall? The handling of this question 
in the new year and the early part of the new decade 
will likely determine Wm. Donald Schaefer's fate 


and legacy as the governor of this state.

The new year is nearly here, though it’s hard to believe that 
1990 went by so quickly. It was a busy year, and we got a lot 
accomplished, but it’s time to look ahead to 1991. Like most 
people, I make resolutions for the new year. I really do try hard to 
keep them! 

Thoee of us in state government know that 199] is guilg to be a 
year for some hard choices. We know that because we ended up 
1990 having to make some tough decisions, some that weren't 
popular. I am resolved this year to do the best job I can serving 
Marylanders. 

I resolved last year to listen closely to what the people of 
Maryland are saying, what their concerns are. I am renewing 
that resolution for 1991. I always tell my staff and Cabinet 
members to remember the people in the state, to get out and 
listen to what people are saying, what they think. I spend so much 
time in my office that I don’t get enough chances to talk to 
Marylanders as much as I'd like, and find out what's important to 
them. 

I resolve to do as much as I can for Maryland with the 
resources and the money that we'll have available. When I was 
mayor in Baltimore, there was never much money to work with, 
but we still managed to get things done, make things happen. If 
we use some creativity, we can make what we have in 199] go

It would be easy to use the economy as an excuse to stand still 
in the state, and not continue our progress. The problem is that we 
can't afford to do that. I'm always saying that if we stand still, 
we'll only get left behind. I have another four years as governor, 
and I'm promising to keep looking for better ways to serve the

In 1991, Maryland can’t afford to give up any ground in efforts 
to improve water quality in the Chesapeake Bay. It will be an 
important year in planning the future of the bay, and how the 
state keeps growing around it. I resolve to challenge the status 
quo and change the way we grow in Maryland.

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WASHINGTON — What will it 
be like? How will I do? 

It will be terrible. You will do 
well. 

Sometimes they ask and veterans 
reply; sometimes the new guys ask 
and reply to themselves. Always it 
is the same on the eves of war. 

All of them know fear will grip 
them, but veterans know fear is not 
debilitating. Fear is universal; cow- 
ardice is rare. 

Just as armed conflict is unique to 
the human race, the eves of battle 
have a unique human quality, an 
anxiety which potential combatants 
endure whether or not combat ever 
ensues. They endure many battles 
in their minds because their minds 
have time to conjure up many scen- 
anos, many terrors. And so waiting 
becomes morale's mortal enemy. 

Our thoughts run to the men on 
troop ships awaiting the go-ahead 
for the Normandy landings; to the 
men of Robert E. Lee's army who 
dressed their lines and awaited the 
order that would launch Pickett's 
Charge; to the half-frozen, poorly 
clad men who crossed the Delaware 
with Washington into the gambled 
fate of impending battle. 

In Vietnam a unit would be placed 
in reserve, and the men would wait, 
wait for the sounds of helicopters. 
And when they could discern the 
sounds of multiple choppers the 
men would know for whom the ma- 
chines of war were coming. Op- 
tions vanished with such sounds. 
Having lived in freedom, these men 
valued the options which are free- 
dom's hallmark. The choppers 
would land and with their noise 
override the thoughts in individual 
minds. Orders and actions would 
take over. 

Today, there are different sounds, 
but the human emotions are the 
same as Americans face the pros- 
pect of war half a world away. That 
war May or may not come, but, for 
them the eve of battle already has. 
And it is the longest eve in our his- 


tory. The men and women stationed 
in the Saudi desert know that war, 
if it comes, will come suddenly, 
evaporating their few remaining 
freedoms in the clouds of combat. 

As they read, write, talk, partici- 
pate in games, pull guard duty and 
practice for what very few of them 
have ever experienced, the sounds of 
war are all around them. Tank en- 
gines, helicopter rotors, sonic 
booms, rifle and machine gun fire, 
and explosions from a variety of 
sources play a staccato performance 
— a performance performed by only 
the most violent of animals. Yet 
these veterans of battle’s eve have 
trained ears. Those who have been 
there for months can explain to 
those who have been there for days 
what the sounds mean, or more par- 
tcularly, what they do not mean. 

These veterans have come to 
know the sounds of routine train- 
ing, albeit a heightened routine that 
occurs when combat is imminent. 
And these veterans begin to wonder 
if the Iraqis also hear the same 
sounds in the same way. And if 
they do, can they not tell the differ- 
ence between practice and the real 
thing? 

And so they can, and so the 
American commanders introduce 
New activities, new sounds to keep 
the Iraqis off balance. And with 
each new sound comes new tension, 
new thoughts. 

Ours is an army devoid of desert 
war experience, so on this eve of 
battle veterans must merge the 


combat they have experienced with 


what they have been taught. And 
because they know teachings will 
be altered moments after combat 


commences, they correctly concen- 


trate on the universal aspects of 


combat. And always there is gal- 


lows humor because the eve of 


battle is a good time for laughter. 
There will be time for tears soon 
enough.

Nontidal wetlands guidance 
maps of Maryland have been 
completed by the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
and are being distributed to 
local government offices 
throughout the state. 

The map are part of Mary- 
land's Nontidal Wetlands Pro- 
tection Program created by the 
1989 General Assembly. Begin- 
ning January 1, 1991, DNR's 
Water Resources Admuinistra- 
tion (WRA) will require a per- 
mit or exemption for activities 
in nontidal wetlands. The new 
maps are intended to provide 
guidance to the public on non- 
tidal wetlands locations. 

In announcing distribution of 
maps. WRA Director 
Catherine Pieper Steveson, 
emphasized that the maps are 
intended to be used for guidance 
purposes only. 

“To locate nontidal wetlands 
for regulatory purposes, a field 
review must be done in ac- 
cordance with the Federal 
Manual for Identifying and 
Delineating Junsdictional Wet- 
lands,"’ Stevenson explained. 

Besides county offices, the 
following state agencies will 
receive map sets for reference 
by the public: Maryland De- 
partments of the Environment, 
Employment and Economic 
Development, and Agriculture 
as well as the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, U.S. Army

The Maryland Higher Edu- 
cation Comnussion has recom- 
mended that Maryland's %4 
public colleges and universities 
improve undergraduate edu- 
cation, develop plans to keep 
tuition costs down, and find new 
ways to offer programs in areas 
of the state that are under- 
served today. 

The commission also recom- 
mended that need-based 
scholarships be expanded and 
that assessment measures be 
developed so that parents and 
students can evaluate college 
performance. 

Those are some of the dozens 
of proposals contained in a plan 
for higher education developed 
by the commission after two 
years of work. The citizen board 
approved the final elements of 
the plan at a meeting at Notre 
Dame College of Maryland on 
December 19. 

Governor Schaefer and the 
legislature asked the commis- 
sion to work toward a system of 
higher education that is nation- 
ally recognized for its consis- 
tent quality and responsiveness 
to Maryland citizens,”’ said J.

Continued from Page A-1 
on the progress of the 
renovation at Southern High 
School 

Morris stated that the major 
change of the project was the 
transition from demolition to 
rebuilding, which occurred 
near the beginning of Decem- 
ber. He also pointed out some 
problems that have occurred. 

He first explained that the 
special grow lights for the 
nearly completed green house 
had not arrived on time, and 
were on order. This will move 
the completion date up 
somewhat. 

Morris also explained that a 
large number of the cement 
blocks used in the auxiliary 
gym have been discovered to be 
inferior. He said that the 
corners of the blocks stand out 
farther than the center, causing 
a ‘‘wavy’’ appearance. 
Although the blemished blocks 
are very obvious and unat- 
tractive, Morris said, the con- 
struction has not been weaken- 
ed in any way. 

He explained to the board 
members that they had two 
choices in the matter. They 
could vote to have the company 
make the blocks right through 
cosmetically changing their ap- 
pearance, or the members 
could vote to accept the block 
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work ‘‘as is,” and receive $5,000 

as compensation from the block 

company to use in any way they 
wanted. 

The board members came to 
a quick decision to have the 
blocks treated and corrected by 
the company 

Another problem concerned 
the water main to which the 
school is to be connected. 
Morris explained that the water 
main is across High Street, and 
the work crews would have to 
dig up the road in order to 
complete the connection. 

The deadline for road work 
was in October, and Morris had 
requested an extension of the 
Commissioners to that deadline 
to complete the hook up. After 
several requests, the 
commissioners granted the re- 
quest last week, and the work 
has begun on the connection. 

Student Concerns 

The board members had 
invited several student repre- 
sentatives of all county schools 
to attend the meeting, and to 
voice any concerns or needs 
their schools may have. 

Several students did attend 
the meeting, and were given an 
opportunity to speak with the 
members. 

Students of Southern High 
School were asked if the split- 
shift schedule was hindering 
their learning process at all. 
The representatives stated that 
the confined conditions did 
cause more noise, and that the 
shorter periods caused their 
teachers to condense their 
lessons somewhat. But the 
general feeling of the group was 
that their actual learning had 
not been hindered exceedingly. 

A spokesperson for Southern 
Middle School voiced her con- 
cern over the foreign language 
policy at her school. She 
explained that the students are 
learning three different 
languages in one year, and that 
it is a confusing arrangement 
for many. 

She suggested that the 
students be allowed to choose 
one language to work on all 
year. Luther D. Parrack, 
director of elementary and mid- 
dle schools, said he was ‘‘not at 
all happy” with the current ar- 
rangement, and that the 
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schedule is not solidified yet. 

A spokesperson for Northern 
High School told the board that 
his school had spearheaded a 
recycling program by 
gathering various trash items 
in the school and storing them 
until they could be picked up bi- 
weekly. 

He explained that the 
recyclables were so numerous 
that the school needed to con- 
struct special bins to store the 
trash. He requested some 
funding of $60-70 so that the 
school’s industrial arts classes 
could buy the materials to con- 
struct the bins. 

The board members told him 
they would discuss the issue and 
inform him of their Gecision.

are able to survive longer 
than usual. 

“We hope this colder 
weather will give us a res- 
pite until spring,” Ms. Buckel 
said, explaining that the 
diseased animals still roam- 
ing will probably succumb 
to the freezing temperatures. 
However, Ms. Buckel also 
stated that the disease will 
remain in some animals 
throughout the winter, as 
they may be merely carry- 
ing the rabies virus, and are 
not actually sick with it yet. 

“Theae animals will know 
to hibernate as usual, which 
of course will perpetuate the 
disease next spring,” she said.

May Be Dangerous 


That gas refrigerator you 
bought 40 or so years ago. 
and perhaps are now using 
in a hunting or fishing cabin, 
may be hazardous to your 
health. It could even be 
deadly. 

Columbia Gaais inform- 
ing its customers, through 
an insert in current gas bill 
mailings, that Servel refrig 
erators sold between 1933 
and 1957 could be a source 
of dangerous carbon mon- 
oxide emissions. 

The U.S. Consumer Prod 
uct Safety Commission has 
issued a warning that any- 
one whostill has one of those 
appliances, whether fueled 
with natural gasor propane, 
should stop using it, Colum- 
bia said. 

The CPSC warning 
pointed out that enough 
carbon monoxide -- which is 
odorless and colorless -- could 
accumulate in a single night 
from the refrigerator to kill 
occupants of a cabin or house. 
Sixty-four deaths have been 
associated with those Servel 
refrigerators in Canada and 
the United States over the 
past 20 years, the commis- 
sion said. 

Columbia said the CPSC 
has arranged for a $100 
payment to anyone turning 
in oneoftheoldServel units. 
A toll-free telephone hotline 
has been set upon a 24-hour 
basis through which owners 
of the Servel refrigerators 
can make arrangements for 
someone to pick up the unit, 
without cost.

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WE t Researchers Build Wetlands 


To Control fetd Mine Drainage 


We are actually creating an 
-ye-pleasing. natural habitat 
und solving a mining problem 
at the same time,” says West 
Virginia University plant 
sciences associate professor, 
Alan Sexstone. While nation- 
wide, wetlands are often de- 
stroyed to provide space for 
shopping malls and housing 
developments, WVU re- 
searchers are finding that wet- 
lands can be constructed to help 
control acid mine drainage. 
Their research is funded 
through the National Mine Land 
Reclamation Center located at 
WVU 

The idea of using cattail wet- 
lands to control acid mine 
urainage is not new. Resear- 
vhers discovered the filtering 
properties of wetlands in the 
1970's," says Jeff Skousen, 
piant sciences assistant profes- 
sor. 

Wetlands are passive and 
renewable,” say Sexstone. ‘‘In 
ases where they are the ap- 
propnate treatment, wetlands 
are cost effective as opposed to 
using chemicals to control acid 
mune drainage.” However, ex- 
actly how the process works is 
not completely known and this 
is what Sexstone and the other 
sesearchers are trying to de- 

termine. 

Sexstone and WVU Division 
of Plant and Soil Sciences re- 
searchers, Joe Calabrese, D.K. 
Khuinbla, John Sencindiver, 
and Gary Bissonnette, have 
vonstructed cattail wetlands in 
troughs in a greenhouse and 
have been monitoring them for 
about 15 months. Water col- 
lected from a local mine site 
flows through the troughs and is 
then analyzed. Researchers are 
tainly interested in how the 
wetlands remove acid-pro- 
ducing metals such as iron and 
tnanganese from the water. 

They know that the cattail 
plant itself absorbs little of the 
metals. However, the thick cat- 
tail roots help bind together all 
the soil and peat into a dense 
mat where the iron attaches it- 
self to the organic matter (such 
as the peat or roots) in the sedi- 
ments. “With this process, the 
wetland’s capacity for metal 


binding eventually becomes 
saturated and the wetland then 
fails,” Sexstone cautions. He is 
Mainly looking at microbiologi- 
cal ways of removing iron. 

The researchers are looking 
deeper into the sediments 
where oxygen does not pene- 
trate. Under these anaerobic 
(oxygen free) conditions, a sul- 
fate-reducing group of bacteria 
causes the iron to be converted 
back into its original form, 
Pyrite. Asa result of the sulfate 
reduction, alkalinity is 
Generated and the pH is 
actually raised. This method is 
Potentially self-sustaining. 


“The reality is that several 
processes are at work within 
wetlands, but no one method re- 
moves all of the iron,"’ Sexstone 
says. ‘Depending on how the 
wetland is built, one method can 
be favored over another. In the 
@reenhouse, we are experi- 
menting by building longer, 
deeper wetlands in order to 
favor the sulfate reduction pro- 
cess." 

Sexstone knows that many 
more factors must be con- 
sidered when the wetlands are 
constructed at mine sites. Each 
site must be evaluated to de- 
termine the composition and 
flow of the acid mine drainage. 
Wetlands are not appropriate in 
all cases. 

Researchers at the Environ- 
mental Technology Division of 
the U.S. Bureau of Mines in 
Pittsburgh conduct field work 
that complements the WVU re- 
searchers’ project. ‘We collect 
samples from wetlands in use 
now and they analyze them in 
the lab. This helps us to know 
what type of wetland works 
best," says Bob Hedin of the 
Bureau of Mines. Right now, 
field constructed wetlands 
seem to work best at small 
mining operations that do not 
produce a heavy flow of acidic 
water. 

Materials used to construct 
wetlands can vary, depending 
on what is most readily avail- 
able in the area. ‘We generally 
use a peat moss and soil 
mixture here,” says Sexstone 
“The key is to use organically 
rich materials. This helps the 
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physical exchange process and 
also makes the wetland more 
permeable. Permeability is 
needed to create good flow char- 
acteristics and anaerobic sedi- 
ments where the microbial 
process can function.” 

Cattails are the most com- 
monly used plants in the con- 
structed wetlands because they 
are prolific and are easy to find. 
They also tolerate the acid 
conditions well. Sexstone says 
that researchers are conducting 
studies to see if plants other 
than cattails survive well in the 
wetlands. 

Ultimately, Sexstone would 
like to understand exactly how 
a wetland removes acid mine 
drainage so he could make 
realistic recommendations on 
what would work best. ‘I want 
to be able to look at a situation 
and tell someone what kind of 
wetland will work best for their 
mine operation.”

To Revegetate 
Old Mine Sites 


In West Virginia, coal burn- 
ing power plants produce 2.4 
million tons of fly ash in an 
average year. Finding methods 
for disposing of the ash is 
critical. In West Virginia, thou- 
sands of acres of surface mined 
land are barren. Finding 
methods for reclaiming this 
land is also critical. Although 
these statements seem to have 
nothing in common, re- 
searchers at West Virginia Uni- 
versity are discovering ways to 
use fly ash, a coal residue, to 
help revegetate surface mined 
land. 

At an active mine site near 
Lenox in Preston County, WVU 
researchers Robert Keefer, 
Robindar Singh, and D.K. 
Bhumbla are mixing fly ash 
with mine spoil to produce a soil 
suitable for growing a ground 
cover. Spoil is the usually acidic 
rock matter located between 
the top soil and coal deposit that 
is left behind after mirung takes 
place. 

“Fly ash is a very fine, silt 
size material,” explains James 
D. Burnell, Ash Consultant with 
Monongahela Power Company. 
“It is actually the powdery 
particles of non-combustible 
coal which are trapped in the 
power plant's electrostatic 
precipitator. When fly ash is 
completely blended with the 
coarse or clay-like mine spoil, a 
matenal of improved texture 
results and this substance is 
conducive to plant growth. We 
are essentially making soil 
from spoil.” 

Singh, plant and soil sciences 
professor adds, ‘Fly ash has 
most of the nutnents needed for 
plant growth. It also has excel- 
lent moisture-retaining prop- 
erties. These factors make it a 
good top soil substitute.” Top 
soil is not always available at 
all reclamation sites. 

At the Preston County site, 
the land owner needed coverage 
and no top soil was available, 
so both he and the coal operator 
were willing to have the re- 
searchers use the site to test the 
fly ash-spoil mixture as a grow- 
ing medium. 

The researchers had been 
testing fly ash as a top soil 
substitute since the 1970's, with 
mixed results. In the late 1960's 
funding became available from 
WVU's Energy and Water Re- 
search Center, National Mine 
Land Reclamation Center and 
the Allegheny Power System 
(parent company of Monon- 
gahela Power) to continue the 
fly ash experiments. 

Fly ash for the current re- 
search comes from Allegheny 
Power's Albnght, Fort Martin. 
and Harrison power plants. 
Researchers are using ash from 
the three different sources to 
determine what characteristics 
are relevant to successful recla- 
mation over the long term. Fly 
ash composition varies from 
plant to plant because the 
processing method and the type 
of coal used is unique to each 
power station. 

Plant growth during the first 
year indicated that plots con- 
taining the Albright ash with a 
pH of 8 (slightly alkaline) per- 
formed the best. ‘The grass 
was almost waist high,”’ says 
Keefer, also a plant and soil 
sciences professor. “It looked 
great. Plots from the other two 
ashes didn't look very good at 
all.” 

The following season of 
growth brought about a re- 
versal. The Fort Martin and 
Harrison ash plots had flour- 
ished but the Albright plots had 
begun to look less healthy. Both 
Fort Martin and Harrison ashes 
have a pH of 11, which is highly 
alkaline During the third 
season, the Fort Martin and 
Harrison ash plots continued to 
experience healthy growth 
while the Albright plots did not. 
“It’s a good thing we didn't stop 
the tests after one year because 
we now believe that over time, 
the more alkaline ashes may be 
the better ones to use on very 
acidic spoils. Fly ashes like Al- 
bright would be more suitable 
for less acidic sites,"’ says 
Keefer 

“I think the fly ash has done a 
good job,’ says Ron Bolinger, 
mine operator at the site. (Even 
over time) ‘the vegetation is 

growing well. The researchers 
have been very good to work 
with.” He thinks that the 
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experiment demonstrates that 
fly ash can work at sites like 
his. 

Researchers have found that 
both Fort Martin and Harrison 
ashes contain significant 
amounts of boron and alkaline 
salts. They believe that the in- 
crease in growth occurred be- 
cause after a year, most of the 
boron leached out of the ash 
while the higher alkalinity 
neutralized the acid in the spoil 
material. Knowing that boron 
and other elements can leach 
out of the fly ash means that 
additional research is needed to 
examine the quality of water 
from ash-treated land. 

“Not all fly ash has a high 


boron content,” says Bhumbla, 
a plant and soil sciences re- 
search assistant. However, the 
researchers are not making 
recommendations for the wide- 
spread use of fly ash as a grow- 
ing medium on surface mined 
land until questions regarding 
water quality are carefully 
examined. ‘‘The public wants to 
know if the water coming 
through the ash used to treat 
surface mined areas is contami- 
nated or if it will be safe to 
drink. We hope that our next 
phase of our research will 
answer those questions,” says 
Keefer

MSP Gears Up 
For Long New 
Year’s Weekend 


Maryland State Police are 
gearing up for the long New 
Year's holiday weekend in 
search of impaired drivers. 

“Special teams of troopers 
will be deployed during the holi- 
day period in search of motor- 
ists who are operating under the 
influence, intoxicated or other- 
wise impaired by alcohol or 
some other drug,” said First 
Sergeant William Tower of the 
Maryland State Police Chemi- 
cal Test for Alcohol Unit. 
Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, a 
weekly public service broad- 
cast, Tower said laws dealing 
with impaired driving will be 
strictly and aggressively en- 
forced. 

“Every trooper in Maryland 
will have access to field sobrie- 
ty test equipment for use on all 
traffic stops where impaired 
driving is suspected,” added 
Tower. ''We will confiscate the 
driver’s license of a motorist 
who refuses to submit to a 
chemical test for alcohol or 
whose test results register .10, 
the state's legal limit or 
higher.” 

Maryland State Police plan to 
conduct the sobriety checkpoint 
program during the holiday 
with strict drunk driving 
enforcement aivilg roads which 
have demonstrated a need for 
stepped up patrols. Since the be- 
ginning of the sobriety check- 
point program in 1982, State 
Police have checked nearly 
60.000 vehicles resulting in 
approximately 500 drunk 
driving arrests. Last year, 
police in Maryland made 36,573 
arrests for driving while intoxi- 
cated. 

During this holiday, State 
Police will monitor the citizens 


band emergency channel 9 for 
motorists reporting drunk 
drivers. 

“We need to know the loca- 
tion, direction of travel, vehicle 
description and license plate 
number,” said Tower. '*Motor- 
ists should not attempt any 
enforcement action, but should 
merely report suspected drunk 
driving incidents.” 

“We will also staff a 24 hour, 
toll free DWI hotline for the re- 
porting of drunk dnvers. The 
number is 1-800-525-5655.

DARE WE LET THE 
CHILD GROW UP? 
December 23, 1990 





Background Scripture: Luke2 
1-20; John 10:1-18 
Desotonal Reading: John 1:1-14 


Aboul 40 years ago, the late 
Rev. Frederich Wo Meek, then 
Minister of the Old South Church 
in Boston, preached a sermon 
that was entitled, “Dare We Let 
The Christmas Child Grow Up?” 
| remembered thal fine sermon 
a lew minutes ago while | was in 
the midst of silently complaining 
that the Chrisimas narrative in 
Luke 2 had been linked with a 
very unchristmasy passage from 
John (10: 1-18) by the Commitiee 
on the Uniform Series. The idea 
of treating the baby Jesus in the 
manger of Bethlehem with the 
adult image of the Good She 
pherd seemed incongruous. 

Then, | remembered Mech's 
sermon buried for four decades 
ina book on my shelves (Monday 
to Friday ty Not Enough, Ox- 
ford University Press, 1951). | 
remembered thal Meck said that 
Christians were constantly try- 
ing to heep Jesus in the stable, 
because a child in the manger is 
much easier to manage Ihan a 
grown-up Jesus on his way to 
the cross. The infani Jesus, like 
all infants, cannot say anything 
tous. Hle can only coo or ery, but 
the adult Jesus thal grows up from 
the infant in the manger can gall 
and challenge us as Jesus does 
WHAT'S THE GOOD NEWS? 

So, 0) may be difficult for usto 
merye these two images—the 
baby in a manger and the Christ 
on a cross—but neither has any 
Meaning for us until we can hold 
onto both of them, What makes 
the birth of Jesus so celebrative 
is not jusi that avery special child 
is born, bul that thal child will 
also become the Good Shepherd 
who assures us, ‘I lay down my 
hie forthe sheep’ (John 10:15) 








Actually, the passage from 
John [Oaboul the Good Shepherd 
helps us to betlet understand the 
celebrativethemeol | uke's bith 
narratives. The ‘great joy"’ of 


which tie angels spoke ts to he 
found mn the quality ol love that 
later was to he manifest in thes 
Chrest child grown to manhood 
That ts what makes tt such *'good 
newsol agieal joy’! Thechild m 
the manger ts bul a promise of the 
“Savior who ts Chiist the | ord."” 


CAMPAIGN PROMISES 

Otherwise, Christmas just puts 
us in the position of being disap- 
pointed again, How often we cele- 
brate a fellow human being who 
Promises lo right our wrongs 
and mee! our deepest needs, 
only to find that we have been 
tricked and betrayed. As Jesus 
putit, He who isa hireling and 
not a shepherd, whose own the 
sheep are not, sees the wolf com- 
ing and leaves the sheep and 
flees..."" (John 10:12), What 
makes the Christ child born in 
the manger such “good news” 
—unlihe ourcontemporary mes- 
stahs—is that he makes good on 
his promise: "'] am the good she- 
pherd; | know my own and my 
own know me...and | lay down 
my life for the sheep*’ (10:14,15). 
This is no mere political campaign 
promise, certain to be broken as 
soon as the votes are counted. It 
is a covenant that Christ kept and 
stillkeeps. 

So, the image ol the good she- 
pherd ts most appropriate at 
Christmas, That is why Chris- 
luans interpret a familiar Advent 
text, Isaiah 40:1) as a fulfill- 
ment of the prophet’s promise: 
"He will feed his flock like a 
shepherd, he will gather the lambs 
inhisarms...and gently lead those 
that are with young."” In the Gas- 
pel of Luke, uf ty only to the 
“shepherds out in the field, heep- 
ing watch over ther flock by 
might" that the angelic proclama- 
lion is given. 

Much as the sentimentalist in 
us would like lo heep Christin his 
Manger, we musi dare to let him 
grow up as the Good Shepherd 
who demonstrates for us just 
what the Good News of the In- 
carnation all aboul.

Farm Survey Shows 
Debt/Asset Ratio 
Slightly Improved 


The financial position of the 
average farm in Delaware, 
Maryland, New Jersey, and 
New York improved slightly in 
1989, according to the latest 
information from the Farm 
Costs and Returns Survey 
tFCRS) 

The FCRS was conducted by 
Agricultural Statistics Service 
offices throughout the country 
during February and March 
1990. Over 24,000 farmers and 
tanchers were contacted 
nationwide. Individuals sur- 
veyed were chosen from a list of 
farm operators supplemented 
with producers living inside 
tandomly selected geo- 
graphical areas to ensure 
tepresentation of all farms 
which sell or normally sell at 
least $1,000 of agricultural prod- 
ucts. 

Estimates of the distmbution 
of farms and other averages of 
survey data do not represent 
official USDA estimates, but 
are results of the survey. Since 
the FCRS is a probability 
sample. each respondent repre- 
sents a number of farms of 
similar size and type. Thus. 
sample data can be expanded 
by appropriate weights to 
represent the U.S. population of 
farm operations. 

A farm's financial condition 
was measured by jointly con- 
sidering the net cash income 
position fpositive or negative) 
and the amount of debt relative 
to assets : above or below 0.40) 
Farms with positive income 
and low debt are regarded as 
favorable, while those with 
Negative income and low debt 
are considered ina marginal in- 
come position. Those with posi- 
tive income and high debt are 
characterized as marginal 
solvency and those with both 
negative income and high debt 
are vulnerable 

The financial position of the 
average farm in Delaware, 
Maryland, New Jersey, and 
New York improved slightly in 
1989. Forty-four percent of the 
farms were in a favorable fi- 
Nancial position, a one per- 
centage point increase over 
1988. Farms in the marginal in- 
come category (low debt but 
Negative net cash income) 
accounted for 47 percent of the 
farms, the same as in 1988. Net 
cash farm income was about 
average of the region, but was 
partially offset by a larger non- 
farm income source. 

The average farmer in these 
four states operated 199 acres 
The debt/asset ratio averaged 
0.09, an improvement over 
1988's 0.10, and better than the 
U.S. average. The increase in 
those farming and ranching 
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Bernice Kepple Farm Editor 
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operations in a favorable posi- 
tion and the decline of those in 
marginal and vulnerable posi- 
tions placed these states in a 
better financial position than in 
previous years. 

Farm production expendi- 
tures in the northeast totaled 
$8.4 billion, up 7.2 percent from 
1988 In comparison, United 
States production expenditures 
were $124.1 billion, an increase 
of 4.9 percent from a year 
earlier. Major increases in 
regional expenses for trucks 
and autos, feed, and seed were 
partially offset by lower 
expenditures for livestock pur- 
chases and fertilizer. Expendi- 
tures by livestock farms at $5.6 
billion were 66 percent of the 
total regional expenses com- 
Pared to 67 percent in 1988. 
Major expense items on live- 
stock farms were feed (33 per- 
cent) and farm services (14 per- 
cent). A little over 60 percent of 
the crop farm expenses in the 
northeast were for labor (27 
percent), farm services (20 per- 
cent), farm machinery (9 per- 
cent), and seeds and plants (6 
percent).

Lamb Sales Need 
Filed With ASCS 


To avoid late payments, 
Kenneth R. Bachtel, chair- 
Person of the Garrett County 
ASC Committee, reminds 
farmers that wov.l, unshorn 
lamb and mohair sales are elig- 
ible for price support payments 
now under the National Wool 
Act. “‘Only if the sales are 
reported to our office,"’ Bachtel 
Said. 

He said the quantity sold does 
not affect the eligibility. How- 
ever, sales slips should contain 
the date of shearing (if pos- 
sible), the month and date of 
sales, number of head shom, 
pounds of wool (grease basis) 
or mohair sold, and net pro- 
ceeds. Sales slips for lambs also 
must show the liveweight and 
state that the lambs were sold 
unshorn. 


Wool and mohair purchasers 
are also required to itemize 
marketing charges on the sales 
documents, except for sales at a 
farm, ranch, or local shipping 
point. “If transportation 


when they turn in sales receipts 
and file for payment.'’ Bachtel 
said that this 1s also true if the 
producer sells through a wool or 
mohair pool, with or without a 
manager, or through any other 
agent. The location for which 
the net proceeds are computed 
also must be shown on the sales 
document.

The centers offer opportuni- 
ties for 2,600 students to engage 
in intensive, advanced-level 
learning at 12 sites. Students en- 
tering grades 412 in the fall of 
1991 will be selected on the basis 
of outstanding academic, 
intellectual, or leadership abil- 
ity or talent in the visual or per- 
forming arts 

Center programs include 
studies in mathematics and 
computers, writing and the 
humanities, visual and per- 
forming arts, space science 
technology, environmental 
studies, science and social 
sciences, leadership develop- 
ment, economics and govern- 
ment, and international studies. 
There are also internships in 
business, government, and pub- 
lic service. 

Brochures containing 
applications and course 
information are available in 
every public and private school 
across the state. Students must 
submit completed applications 
to the schools by the Jan. % 
deadline. 

The application includes 
teacher recommendations and 
a student essay. For applicants 
to the academic centers, test 
scores are required; for appli- 
cants in music, dance, theater, 
and visual arts, an audition or 
interview is required. Appli- 
cants need not be enrolled in 
gifted and talented programs in 
their school 

Selection committees try to 
achieve representation for each 
of the 24 local school systems 
based on a proportional distri- 
bution system.
